the Men, have enumerated the many great 
Atchievemencs of the 'Heroines in ifincient 
and modem Times, and given us Examples 
of their Magnanimity from the Hiftories of 
of TbowyriSj Zenobia^ our own Elizabetbi and 
others ; but I ihall avoid this common Place, 
«not feeing there is any Reafon to derogate 
from the Honour of the Men to pay this 
Compliment to the odicr Sex, one Part of 
whofe Glory it will always be, that they 
know how to fupport with Dignity thofc Re- 
lations and Dependencies they have to, and 
upon the Male Part of our Species. There 
are Offices peculiar to their delicate ahd ten- 
der Frames, without interfering with the Pro- 
vince afTigned to the Men, and which is more 
graceful and becoming to them than the My* 
fteries of Government and the Arts of War : 
And yet it cannot be denied, that when Oc- 
cafion has offered, and they have been called 
to Empire, they have many Times (hewn as 
great Capacities, as the mod boafted Heroes 
of what we vainly call the nobler Sex. And per- 
haps few have given ftronger Proofe of thefe, 
than the Emprefi Catharine, who, fuc- 
ceeding the great Peter upon fo precarious 
a Title, had Occallon for more than common \ 
Abilities to fupport herfelf on the Throne. 
flu Birth rf As to the Birth of this Princefs, the Ac- 
Cathariks. counts that have been publifiied of it, have 
little of Ceruinty in them, more than that 
ihe was defcended of mean Parents, who v/ere 
not able to give her any Education, which, 
fo far from being difgraccful to her, reflefts 
the greater Luftre upon her own Merits, fince 
it is owing to herfelf alone, to her own Ge- 
nius, 



t; 
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hius, her own Prudence, and her own Great- 
tiefs of Soul, that (he was able to charm the 
mod difceming Prince of his Time,- and 
gain the Admiration of the whole World. 

Her Parents were Livonians of a Village 
not far from Dorpt^ who firft called her Mar- 
' tba*\ and the early Days of her Youth were 
employed in the moft fervile Offices, y-t her 
natural Genius got the better of the Meannefs 
of her Education, and infpired her with Sen- 
timents becoming the mofl: high-bom, and 
fuitable to the Rank (he was afterwards ex- 
alted to. We have the following Account of 
her Original, in a Letter from Lithuania^ that 
differs in fome Particulars from the Relation 
I have already given of her, from Monfieur 
de la MohrajCy in my Life of Peterj which I 
Ihall remark at the Bottom of each Page. 

It is to be obferved, faith this Author^ 
that the People of Uvonia and Eftbonia live 
in a flavifh Servitude ; fo that as foon as an 
Infant has attained to five or fix Years of 
Age, the Lord of the Place difpofes of it ac- 
cording to his own Fancy, and employs it in 
his Service. The Male Infants of the Pea- 
fants unmarried are called Erb-Jungens^ the 
Girls Erb-MdgdiHs. The Mother of Catha- 
rine^ or Mdrtba^ as ihe was yet called, was 
one of thefe Erb-Magdens of the Village of 
Ringenj in the Diftri£t of fDiofpl^ and under 
the Dependence of a Gentleman named R^- 
fen^ who had been in the King of Sw€detf% 
B a ' Service

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Scmcc above twenty Years. The Erb-Mdg^ 
diHj Mother of our Catbarme^ being brought 
to bed of her, and the Gen'.4eman providing 
both for the Support of the Mother and the 
Child, was therefore thought to be the Fa- 
ther; efpecially as it was not known, that 
the Erh-Magden had any Hufband ; aiul few 
People at that Time gave themfelves any 
Trouble concerning her Infant and its Ge- 
nealogy. Huher, in his genealogical Tables, 
fays, that Caibarine was of the Family of A- 
hendiel ; what might give Rife to that Re- 
port, was, that a Gentleman of that Name, 
having an Eftate near that of Lieutenant 
Colonel Roferij made frequent Vifits in that 
Family, and was by fome thought to be the 
Father of the Child rather than M. Rofen. 
Be that as it may, the Curate, who baptized 
her, fet her down in the Parifh Regiilcr a- 
mong the natural Children. She was but 
three Years old, when Ihe loft her Mother ; 
and as Lieutenant Colonel Rofm was dead 
fome Time before, the poor Infant was aban- 
doned, as it were, to the miferable Care of 
the Vicar, who had anfwcred for her at her 
Baptifm. One Day as M. Gluck^ Superinten- 
dant of Marienbourg^ called at the Vicar of 
Ringen^s in his Way to Dorpt^ the Vicar made 
Complaint to him of the poor Condition he 
was in, and among other Things, of his be- 
ing obliged to maintain this Foundlings View- 
ing him young Martha^ who began to be a 
well-made Lafs with a happy Phyfiognomy. 
The Superintendant Ghtck^ touched with the 
poor Condition of the Vicar, was willing to 
relieve him of this Burden ; and at his Return 

to 
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Co Marienhurgj took the Girl with him, to 
whom he gave the Care of drefling his Chil- 
dren, and waiting upon them to Church. 
She was treated in this Family better than a 
common Servant, and remained in that C6n* 
dition till the eighteenth Year of her Age, 
growing every Day handfomer and hand- 
fomen As the Swedijb Garifon attended the 
Church where the Superintendant preached, 
a Dragoon *, of about two and twenty Years 
of Age, having often fcen Martha there fell 
in love with her, and formed the Defign of 
making her his Wife. To this End, he ad- 
dreiled himfelf to a Relation of the Super- 
intendant, who took upon him to make tlie 
Propofal to M. Gluckj and he anfwered, if 
the young Man had behaved well, and his 
Commander was fatisfyM with the Marriage, 
he would not oppofe it. The Affair was 
propofed to the Major of the Regiment, who 
not only confented to it, but even promifed, 
that in Confideration of the Dragoon's good 
Behaviour, and on account of this Marriage, 
I he would make him a Corporal the firft Day. 
Upon the Report of this being made to the 
I Superintendant, he caufed Martha to enter 
'^ into the Stove, and afked her if the young 
Man, who was really well made, with a fine 
Head of Hair, was agreeable to her, and (he 
anfwering, without any Hefitation, that he fffr fojt hUr^^ 

!was, they were betrothed the fame Evening. rUgt. 
While this paflled, the Ruffians^ who were 
^ Mafters of the Field in Livonia^ were within 
j a few Leagues of Maricnbourgj which was 
^reatened with a Siege; the betrothed Dra- 
B3 goon,

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goon, therefore, fearing if that fliould como 
to pais, that it might be an Qbftacle to hi$ 
Happinefs, prefTed the Superintendant to con- 
clude the Marriage, which, fome fay, was 
aftually .done three Days after, but others 
contradiA this, and affirm, that the Dragoon 
being fent in a Detachment, that was ordered 
to Riga^ a few Days before Marienbourg was 
invcfted by the Velt-Marefchal Czeremetoff^ 
the Marriage was fo far from being confum* 
mated, that he never after faw his intended 
Bride, and others have pretended, without 
any Foundation, that he cohabited eight 
Days with her. Be this as it may, the Dra« 
goon was abfent when the Town was in- 
veiled, and fummoned to furrender. The 
Superintendant, who underftood the Schvuih 
nian Language pretty well, took a Bible un- 
der his Arm, and being followed by his Fa- 
mily and Parilhioners, went out of the Town 
to the Ruffian Camp, and being introduced 
to the Velt-MarefchaK having his Children 
with him, and thtir Preceptor GcUfriedUurmt^ 
and Martha^ he begged Mercy from that Ge- 
neral, which was granted him ; and all his; 
Train pafTmg in Review before the Velt- 
Marefchal, he kept fome of them for himfelf, 
and our young Martha among the reft. This 
happened in the year 1702. 
IttMkimim About five or fix Months after. Prince 
ihf Famify •/ Mcnzikoff being at the Houfe of General 
Priwci MsN- Czercmetoff*y he was fo ftruck with the Beau- 
ty of this fair Captive, that he demanded 
her of the General, who could not tell how

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to rcfiifc his Requeft, fo the Prince had her 
entertained in his Family, where Ihe con- 
tinued not long, for the Czar happening foon 
after to come one Day to Dinner with the 
I'rince, and obferving her amidft a Crowd 
of Servants in the Hall, was immediately 
ftruck with her Beauty. This Monarch, fays 
my Author, who was a good Phyfiognomift, 
prefently faw this young Woman's goodFortune 
in her Countenance, and having commanded 
her to be. left alone with him, he foon after Ami ifin* 
ordered, that ihe fhould be conduced to his ^^d* mm 
Palace, where he honoured her with the Title ^^'*^ 
of Gnadtge Frau^ or Tcur Grace^ eftablilhing 
a Houfliold for her, and giving her Cloaths, 
Money, Furniture and Servants according to 
his own Fancy. 

In the year 1703, ihe was baptized in the 
Greek Church, by the Name of Catharine^ 
which Appellation we fhall henceforth give 
her. She learned the Ruffian Language to 
fuch Perfe&ion, in a little Time, that ihe al- 
' moft forgot hcxGermanj tho* ihe never leam'd 
to read or write, but made one of the Ladies 
of her Bed-chamber iign any Writing for her, 
when there was need of it; applying her 
whole Thoughts in (tudying the Czar's Hu- 
mour, and in making herfelf agreeable to 
him, in which ihe fucceeded fo well, that 
after having brought him feveral Children, 
their Marriage, that had been kept fecret, 
was publickly declared in the Year 171 1. 

Th e 1 R Marriage had been bleiTed, accord- 
ing to the Ruffian Cu^om^ in the Year 1707, 
but was kept fecret, as is faid before, till the 
iPegimiing of the Year J71 1 ; when the £m^ 
B4 .pcror 
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peror Petar was difpofcd to leave his Country 
and carry the War into Tttrfy^ where the 
King of Sweden had fought an Alylum, after 
the Battle of Pukowa. 

Charles XII. enflamed with a Defire 
of revenging himfelf on the Ruffians^ and 
thinking he could not go out of this Retreat 
with Glory, . but by braving his Enemy, and 
pafling, as it were, in Triumph, thro' his 
Dominions, had ufed all his Endeavours to 
engage the Turk^ jealous of the Laws of Hof- 
pitality, to oblige the Czar to grant him this 
Paflage. The conftant Rcfufal of Peter irri- 
tated the Sultan^ and was the real Caufe of a 
War, which threatened the Ottoman Empire 
with a terrible Cataftrophe ; fo well had the 
Czar uken his Meafures, but which, never- 
thelefs, had like to have coft that Monarch 
his Life, at leaft his Liberty, but for the 
Conftancy, Refolution, and good Advice of 
his Confort, the immortal Caibarine. The 
important Services that this Princefs rendered 
him on this Occafion, merited all the Con- 
fidence of a Hufband, who thought he 
could not bound his Acknowledgments by 
a Icfs Prcfcnt than the Crown and Impe- 
rial Throne of Ruffia^ which, when he gave 
her, it was with this Declaration: *' That 
** the Emprefs Catharine^ his moft dear 
^' Spoufr, had been of great Service to him, 
** not only in all the Dangers of the laft War, 
•' but alfo in fcveral other Expeditions, whcre- 
^^ in (he had volunurily accompanied him, 
*' and afljfled him with her Counfels, as 
^ much as was poHible, notwithftanding the 
♦' Wcaknefs of her Sex, particularly in the 

** Battle 
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** Battle againft the Turh^ upon the River 
** Prutb^ where his Army, reduced to 22,000 
** Men, was to make Head againft 200,000 
*^ Turks* It was under this dangerous Cir- 
^* cumftance, that flie fignalized her Zeal by 
^* a Courage fuperior to her Sex, which is 
** not only known to all the Army, but 
** throughout the whole Empire." 

This is a glorious Teftimony of the Em- 
prefs Catharine^ Merit ; but, to judge of the 
important Service (he did her Hufband, and 
the great Courage (he (hewed, it is neceflfary 
to give a Relation of this Event, and let the ' 
Reader fee the great Danger to which the 
Emperor and the whole Ruffian Empire were 
cxpofed, whofe Prefervation was intirely ow- 
ing to the Prudence and good Cbndud of this 
Princefs. 

The Ottoman Porte had already feve-^^^^At 
ral Complaints againft the Court of Rstffiay ^(j^^^ 
when the King of Sweden^ vanquilhed in the Turm ' 



famous Battle of Puhaway pafTing the Dnie- Russiams. 
per J retired into Turh^y and implored the Pro- 
tection of the Porte. Other important Com- 
plaints were the building feveral Forts on the 
Black Sea, the Ufurpation oi Azopbj and the 
excelfive Power which, in the Opinion of the 
Turks^ the Ruffians had gained by the Ruin 
of the Swedijb Army ; to which may be add^ 
ed, the Negotiations that had been for fome 
Time on the Carpet, between the Emperor 
of Ruffia and the unfortunate King of Perjia^ 
who was perfecuted by Myrr-Magbmud. The 
King of Sweden^ who was not ignorant of the 
£>i(pofition of the Sulian on thdfe Heads, did 
sue fail of making his Advantage of it; and 

throwing

throwing Oil on the Fire which was ready to 
be kindled, by the Means of his Emiflaries 
both at the Pmrte and with the Cham of ^ar- 
iary: This laft was an old Captain, who had 
both Courage and Cunning; •but was much 
terrified at the Progrefs of the Emperor of 
Ruffia in the Ukraine^ of which Peter had 
made himfcif intircly Mafter, fince the De- 
feat of the S'wedes and the Flight of Ma- 
zeppa. 

The Cham was, without Difficulty, per^ 
fuaded that he would do the fame by Tarlary^ 
if a Stop was not put, in Time, to the Ra* 
pidity of his Conquefts. The Importance of 
the Bufmefs made him imagine it was not fit 
to be trufted with any one elfe, and therefore 
he went himfelf in Perfon to the Grand S'g- 
nior, to reprefent to him the abfolute Ncccf- 
fity there was of declaring War with the 
Rtiffians^ to prefcrve the Ottoman Empire ; 
fince, being Mailers of Circajjia^ and of A- 
xopby having feized on all the Ukraine^ ha« 
ving a formidable Fleet in the Black Sea^ and 
their Troops in Garifon in Polandj tvtn in 
thofe Provinces nearcfl: the Niefter^ nothing 
could hinder them from invading the States 
of his Highnefs, whenever they (hould think 
proper; and that being united ^\l\i Poland^ 
the Czar, by feizing on Budziack^ would be 
in a Condition to Ihut up the Pafiage on one 
Side from any Afliftance from Tartary^ whilft 
on the other, he might throw himfelf, by 
IValacbia and Bejferabiay into Bulgaria. 

This Pidure of the Danger to which the 
Ottoman Empire was expofed, very much a- 
larmed the Sultanj but made not the lead 

Imprcf- 
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Jmprcffion on the Grand Vizier AH-BaJbaw^ 
\ nor on the Mufti^ who both of them con- 
! ftantly endeavoured to difluade the Grand 
j Signior from lending his Ear to the Difcour- 
k:& of the Cham^ which were in every Point 
I conformable to the Remonftrances made by 
; the Swedijb EmiflTaries. This Steadinefs of the • 
i firft Minifter, to whom the Sultan had great 
; Obligations, coft him his Employment : 
\ Obourlouly jUi-BaJbaw was depofed, ..nd Nu- 
man Couprougly put in his Place. 

This Minifter was as 'favourable as he 
could be, with Honour, to the King of S'u;e- 
deny whofe Virtues he admired, and whofc 
Fortune he deplored ; but was always of O- 
pinion, that the Pretenfions of that unfortu- 
nate Prince were too exorbitant, and that the 
Porte ought not to expofe itfelf to the danr ' 

gerous Confequences of a War, in Support 
of them : Whereupon finding himfelf oppo- 
fed by the Swedijh Faction in the Divan, he 
defired his Difmifllon. The Grand Signior 
offered the Seals to his Favourite Cumurgi jrJli- 
BaJbaWj but he refufing them, they were fent 
by his Highnefs to Baltagi Mabomet^ Govern 
nor oi Aleppo^ who had been brought up in 
the Seraglio about the Perfon of Acbtnety and 
during his Banifhment was employed in cleav- 
ing Wood : This was the Prime Minifter 
whom the Cham, of Tartary and the Swedes 
had engaged to get a War declared with the 
Emperor of Ruffian by the Publication of an 
Haticberiph^ or Mandate (igned by the Sultan^ 
which gave Qrders to all the Governors of 
Provinces to aflemble their Troops, and fend 
t^em by the Middk oi April into the Neigh-. 

bourhood 
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bourhood of Saecta^ which was to be their 
Place of Rendezvous. M. ToIJiej^ the Ruf- 
Jian Ambaflador, was immediately (hut up in 
the Tedi-Kulkr^ or feven Towers, an honou- 
rable Prifon ; but from whence he could give 
his Mafter no Information of the Storm that 
threatened him. That Prince, however, was 
not long before he knew it, by the ConduA 
of t\\t Tartars^ who loft no Time in begin- 
ning Hoftilities. He had no Hopes of lay- 
ing the Tempeft by the way of Negotiation ; 
the Die was thrown on the Part of the Turks^ 
therefore the Czar applied all his Attention 
to put himfelf in a Condition to prefervc the 
Glory, which the Rtfffian Arms had acquired 
on the Banks of the Dnieper. 

After having given Orders to fit out a 
Fleet on the Black Sea, capable of difquieting 
the Seraglio itfelf, and for as many Troops as 
he could draw from the northern Provinces, 
to advance towards the Frontiers, this Mo- 
narch judged it would be moft advantagious 
to endeavour to make his Enemies Territories 
the Theatre of the War, without allowing 
Time for their Troops to come and plunder 
his own Subjedb. In this Enterprize he 
wanted a Mazeppa that might fcrve him a- 
gainft the Sultan^ as that General had ferved 
the King of Sweden againft the Ruffians. 

Demetrius Cantemir, a noble Molda- 
vian^ had been lately made Weyvode of Afo/- 
davia \ it is very well known, that thefe Peo- 
ple are Greeks^ and though tributary to the 
Portey deteft her infupportable Yoke ; there- 
fore the Emperor Peter had no Difficulty in 
bringing Prince Cantemir over to his Intcrefts, 

who 
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who promifed to join him with fix or eight 
thouiand MoldavianSj and gave him to under- 
(land, that all the Province was ripe for an 
Infurreftion, and would follow his Standards, 
and acknowfedge him for their Sovereign. In 
reality. Prince Cantetnir received General 7^-. 
nus with open Arms, whom the Velt-Maref- 
chal CzeretMtoff had fent to him ; but his 
Subjefts did not feem to be of the fame Sen- 
timents with himfelf, fince they made no 
Motion but to fly to the Turkijb Army, and 
carry all their Provifions with them. General 
Roftne^ who had been fent with ten thoufand 
Men into fValacbia^ in Hopes of making the 
Weyvodc Canftantinc Bejfarabba declare in fa- " 
vour of the Ruffians^ fucceeded no better: 
Conjianiine indeed loaded him with Compli- 
ments and Promifes, but thofe were all that 
could be obtained from this Prince, who, on 
another Occafion, had let the Emperor of 
Germany know, that he had a good Greek 
Faith, on which he fhould rely, as it ferved 
his own Intereft. 

Th£S£ Beginnings ought to have Ihewn 
the C;&ar, that he had uken wrong Meafures, 
and that it would be imprudent to advance 
farther into a Country, which indeed was 
fruitful enough, but in which he had no Ma« 
gazines : He was Mafter of his Rout ; and 
thofe who piqued themfelves in underftand- 
ing the Trade of War, were of Opinion, 
chat he would have had a better Game to 
play, if he had marched diredUy to Bender^ 
a Town of little Strength, and ill defended ; 
from whence, without fatiguing his Troops, 
he might have got before the Turkifi Army 

to 
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to the Banks of the Danube^ and difputed the 
Paflage with them. This Army of two hun- 
dred thoufand Men (hong, tho* there were 
but an hundred and fifty thoufand fighting 
Men in it, would have allowed him Time 
enough to have taken this Step, both from 
the Slownefs of their March, and from the 
little Inclination of the Grand Vizier to fee 
the Enemy too near: War was none, of his 
Trade ; he had fpent a Part of his Time in 
cleaving Wood in the Forefts, and the reft 
in plundering the People of his Government, 
and wifhed very much, that fome Propofi- 
tions might be made for a Peace before the 
Armies (hould come to an Engagement. 

At length he arrived on the Banks of the 
Danubcy where he Icamt how much the Ruf- 
Jian Army was fatigued and difordered, as 
well by a long March, as by a Scarcity of 
Provifions and Forage ; befides, that the T^ar* 
trrs and difcontentcd foUs had terribly har- 
rafled it in all its Rout. The Ottoman Army 
pafled the Pruth on a Bridge of Boats at Sac- 
day as may be feen by the Plan here annexed 
at A. The Tartars and a Party of Spahis^ 
who led the Van, threw themfelves upon the 
Rear Guard of the Ruffians^ and gave them 
no Repofe, which made the Velt-Marefchal 
Czere7)jetoff take the Refolution of forming 
an Intrenchmcnt of Chevaux-de-frife to ftop 
this Cavalry ; but he did not fucceed therein, 
and found himfelf conftrained to place all his 
Army in a fquare Battalion, as is feen at B ; 
and he caufed the Fionts of this Square to be 
bordered by a triple Rank of Chevaux-de- 
frife. In this Order, his Imperial Majcfty 
3 endea- 
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endeavoured to gain the Wood, marked K, 
which would have facilitated the Retreat of 
the whole Army ; for it would not have been 
prudent to have hazarded a Battle with an 
Army much ftronger than his own, quite 
frefh, and which wanted for nothing. But 
the Cham of the Tartars perceived the De- 
fign of the Ruj/iansy and caufed a Detach- 
ment of his Troops and a Body of Polanders 
to take Poflfellion of the Wood ; fo that his . - 
Czarifh Majefty was forced to encamp at the 
Place marked Z, where the Prutb forms a 
Kind of Semi-Circle, with which he covered 
the Back of his Army. He caufed it to en- 
camp in a Triangle, of which the River 
made the Bafe, and the two other Sides were 
bordered with Chevaux-de-frife, behind which 
he placed fiis Artillery. It was here, that the ne graa 
Czar, calling his Eyes on this Army, almoft ^^^*^ «^ '^ 
deftitute of every Thing, fo that the Officers Ui^j^^! 
had eat no Bread for four Days, could not the BmJitf 
forbear crying out. Behold me bere^ at leaftj in '^ Pwtk. 
as bad a Condition as r*y Brother Charles tf/.Pul- 
towa! In all Appearance he would haye been 
in a much worle, but for the Ignorance, the 
PufiUanimity, and Weaknefs of the Grand 
Vizier; and without the Addrefs, the Con- 
flancy and Activity of the Czarina Catha-' 
rine. 

T HZ Tartars and Spahis feeing their Ene- 
my encamped and retrenched in thb Manner, 
looked upon the whole Rjtffian Army as their 
Prifoners, and advancing with terrible Cries 
oijSba! Alhal they attacked the Entrench-- 
mcnt with Vigour, it is true, but were as iri- 
goroufly repulfed even to the third Time*

The Attack lafted till Night, and then the 
Turks entrenched themfelves in form of a 
HaIf-Moon« at the Point of the faliant Angle 
pf the Ruffian Camp: The next Morning the 
fmall Artillery of the Turks^ confiding in 
200 Field Pieces, placed at F and G, b^an 
to fire upon the Entrenchment of the Ruffians^ 
waiting for their larger Artillery, which were 
300 Pieces of Cannon, the heaviefl: of which 
could hardly be drawn by fix and thirty 
, Bcafts. The Ruffians faw all thefc Prepara- 
tions from their Camp ; and this Artillery 
killed them Abundance of Men withoOt cea- 
fing. The firft Attack of the 0//tfi»^»ir might 
have decided all ; for if they fucceeded, as 
there was all the Reafon in the World to fear, 
they would not only become Mafters of the 
Rujffian Army, but even of the Empire. The 
Czar muft have fallen into the Hands of In- 
fidels, with his Confort and all his Generals ; 
and God knows how the proud Acbmet might 
have ufed this Monarch, and what Tribute 
he might have impofed upon him ! 
FrmmfUft The Czarina Catharine feeing the Confter- 
MedZ aT' "^^^" ^^^ whole Army was in, made ufe of 
Jdvietlmd ^^^ Powcr flic had over the Mind of the 
Cnibia rf Czar, to put a Stop to the dangerous Effedb 
Catkarinb. which his undaunted Courage might at this 
Time have produced : She entered into his 
Tent, marked R, and there throwing herfclf 
at his Feet with Tears in her Eyes, befeech'd 
him to confider what might be the dreadful 
Confequences of this Day : It was glorious, 
fhe faid, to vanquifli, but not lefs fo to yield, 
when reduced to the Condition in which they 
then found themfelves. Behold, continued 

Ihe, 
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flie, your diftrefs*d Army, view the fainting 
Soldiers^ who can hardly fupporc their Arms ! 
Their Courage has left them with their 
Strength^ for want of the moft common Ne- 
ceflaries: To lead them on to the Enemy 
would be to expofe them to teruin Ruin & 
and if the Infidels fliould force this feeble In^ 
trenchment, what would become of you? 
What would become of me ?. Eidier I muft 
lofe you for ever, or fee you a Slave to an 
infolcnt Viftor> and you muft fee me the. 
Captive of the Grand Signior— *— At thele 
Words, (bedding a Torrent of Tears, fhe 
gave the Czar Time to refled on the horrid 
Ideas fhe had raifed in his Mind ; but his na* 
tural Vivacity would not permit him to dwell 
long upon them. What then, anfwered he» 
is to be done ? Yield to a fuperior Force, re* 
ply*d fhe, and endeavour to make an honou- 
rable Capitulation : Aflc the Advice of your 
Generals, and all thofe to whom your Glory 
and your Empire are dear, will counfel you 
no otherwife. 

The Czar aflembled his Coimcil, who were 
much divided in their Opinions ; the greateft 
Part, fuppofing the firft fire of the Turks was 
greatly abated, were of Opinion that a Sally 
ought to be nude, and that they fhould fall 
upon their Intrendiments Sword in Hand; 
but the Vice-ChanceUor Scbajiroffj to whom 
the Czarina had ^ven it in Cluirge to fup* 
port the Advice which fhe herfelf had given 
the Czar, reprefented, that fuch a Step was a 
Sign of Defpair, and not to be taken but in 
the Mt JEactremity, and that his Advice was^ 
topropofea.Sttfpenfionof Anns to the Grand • 

Vcnitt C Vizier, 
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Vizier, during which tUe]|[' might treat: of it 
Peace, or capitulate. .The Czarina, who had 
beard all that was faid, then appeared in die 
Council, and ftrenuoufly fupported what bad 
bfcen advanced by Scbajhvff^ adding, that flie 
would willingly iacrifice all her Jewels to daz- 
de the Eyes of the covetous Vizier, and his 
Kiaia. 

The Prefence and Advice of this Princcfs 
determined the Council, who were now all 
of Opinion, that tlie Way of Negotiation 
fliould beefiky*d, and the Czar himfelf came 
into it. - 

The Turks and Tartars were difpofed to 
alliail the weak Intrenchments of the Ruffians^ 
and had already taken their Pofts, when they 
perceived the latter had hung out a white 
Flag, and faw, at the fame Time, an Officer, 
preceded by a Trumpet, come out of their 
Camp, who made his way to the Place where 
the \i2icr's Tent was: Nobody oppofed his 
Paflage ; for there are no People in the 
. World fooner difarmed by Submiflion than 
iheTurh. 

As foon ^ the Grand Vizier heard of the 
Approach of thefe Meflengers, he ordered 
> them to be carried into the Tent of his Kiaiay 

CO make the Propofitions they were charged 
with: This was what the Czarina Catharine 
forefaw 5 and the Officer, whom fhe had 
rightly inftrufted hi -.ihat he was to do, ac- 
quitted himfelf perfectly well of his Commif- 
fion. After having allured the Turk of the 
high Ffteem his Czanfh Majefty had for him, 
he told him he was ordered, as a Proof of 
it, to make him a fmall Ptclent, which he 
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hegg'd he would accept: In faying this» he 
put a Bag into his Hands, which he had 
brought with him, and in which were tea 
thoufand Pucats ; telling him, at the fam^ 
Time, that his Mafter (hould not flop there^ 
but would yet give him more conudembl^ 
Teftimonies of his Regard for him ; and be- 
fought him, on his Part, to difpofe the Grand 
Vizier to liften to*the Deputies whom be had 
g Defign to fend to him. 

Th^ Kiaia, charmed with the Compli- 
ment of the Ruffian Officer, and ftill more 
with the Prefent he had juft received from 
him, aflured him he would go directly, and 
talk with the Vizier. ,This he did, accord- 
ingly, and. told him, thzi %\it jlicoran did not 
allow of refufing Peace to an Enerny^ xvbo bum^ 
bled bimfelf^^ Md tbat be pugbt to bearken to bis 
jRequeJls. He reprefented tp him next the 
Defpair of the Ruffians^ as a Circumftance 
that might proye fatal to him, and deprive 
him of all the Advantages he might ootain 
by a Treaty. There needed not much more, 
to bring a Man to liften to Reafon, who was 
fo pacifick in his Inclination as the Vizier : 
So the Ruffian Officer was ordered to come 
into the Pavilion, where he told the Vizier, 
that he had Orders from his Imperial Czarifh 
Majefly, his Mafter, to afiuiie him, that he 
^ever had any Intention to break with.thjs 
Sublime Porte^ or enter into a War with hers 
that he had only armed in his own De&oioet, 
and fince Heaven had declared itfelf £>r the 
Ottoman Arms, he defired a Sufpenfion, in 
order to tr^t of a Peace. The Grand Vizitf 
Ml firft received this Meflenger with Haughd* 
Ca oefs 
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hefs enough ; but as the ISaia had fatisfy^d 
his religious Scruples before, a largp GUket 
of Jewels, and Gold to a confiderabie Value, 
which the jRi^iui Officer be^d him to ac- 
cept in the Name of the Czar, difarmed him 
in a great Meafure of his Pride alio, and 
made him willing to grant the Sufpenfion re- 
quired. 

The Russian Officer immediately retum- 
ed to the Camp with this good News ; and 
the Sufpenfion was no fooner publiflicd in the 
Ottoman Army, but the Turks brought all 
Kinds of Refrefhment to the Ruffians^ whofe 
Camp in an Inftant became like a Fair a- 
bounding in every Thing; their Enemies 
likewife giving them the tender Name of 
Cardatzes or Brothers. 

The Czar deputed five Plenipotentiaries 
to the Grand Vizier, at the Head of whom 
were Baron Scbafiroff and young Count Czere^ 
metoff^ who going into the Tent of this Mi- 
nifter, fpoke to him in Terms fo fubmiffive 
, and fo refpeftful, as (hewed they very well 
knew the Foible of Baltagi Mahomet ; never* 
thelefs, in the Beginning he impofed pretty 
hard Terms upon this Army of Prifoners, 
drove thereto by General Poniatowjkiy the 
faithful Adherent of King Stanijlaus^ and the 
i^xn^oi Sweden^ and who, fince that, entered 
fo far into the good Graces of King jlugujius^ 
as to be made by him Great Treafurer of Li- 
thuania. This Polander forgot nothing that 
he thought might prevail upon the Vizier not 
to liften to any Propofitions from the Czar; 
and writing a Letter foon after to King ^z^- 

nijlaus^ 
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ntjlausj gives him the following Account of 
this Negodacion. 

** Chancjellor Schafirofp came to 
the Vizier, and with the moft fubmiflive Ha* 
langue, and the moft flattering Propofitions, 
immediately found a Way to make him for* 
get all the fine Promifes he had often made 
me of never concluding any Treaty without 
my Advice i for inftead of impofmg on the 
Czar Conditions as advantagious for the Porie 
as for us, (and he might have impofed what 
he pleafed) he contented himfelt with de- 
manding for the Pcrie^ Jzopb^ the Demoli- 
tion of Taiganrogj Samara^ and Kamenki^ (or 
Caminieck) with the large Artillery of the Ibifi 
Jian Camp, and the Re-eftablifliment of the 
Zaporogian Qfjfach in their ancient Privileges; 
and for Poland^ that the Czar fhould with- 
draw his Troops fxx>m thence, and meddle no 
more in the Affairs of that Kingdom. That, 
nioreover, he ihould deliver to the Sublime 
Porte the Rebel Cantemir^ with one Sava^ a 
Ragufian by ExtrafUon % and that he fhould 
pay an Year's Revenue of Moldavia for the 
Damages he had done there. 

The greatefl Part of the Bafhaws, and o- 
ther Officers of my Acquaintance, were fur* 
prized, and thought, as I did, that he would 
have required the Czar to yield himfelf Pri- 
foncr of War, with all his principal OfHcers, 
as I had advifed. As it was known, that he 
had at firft fhewn much Deference to my Ad- 
vice, they pray'd me to prcfs the Vizier to 
keep that Prince, at leafl, till he had execu- 
ted the Treaty they were about to make with 
him. Schafiroff havmg ttken the Demands 
C3 in 
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& Writing, wd bttng gbftc ^fli them to the 
Czar, I took that Occafion to make frclh Re* 
liffbnftnincef thefocm^t6' theViacri and aifo 
with regard to the King of Sweden^ whom he 
feenied to have very much neglefted, con- 
trary to the Fromifes he had made, and in 
fpite of the Condition the Czar was in, which 
would not permit him to refufe any Thing. 
He promifed me much, but forgot all he 
promifed at the Return of Scbafiroff^ who 
even knew how to make him defift from his 
Demands with refpeft to the Artillery of the 
Camp, to Moldavia^ Cantemiry and Sava ; he 
demanded only for the King of Stvedeu^ that 
the Czar fhould not direftly or indireftly op- 
pofe his PafTage, which being agreed to, and 
the Treaty made, it was (igned upon this 
Footing. This ConduA being an authentick 
Proof of the ill Intentions, or rather of the 
Follv of the Vizier, I faid to him, in the 
Prelcnce of fcveral Perfons, who were in his 
Pavilion, all that Reafon and my own Re- 
fentment could dictate upon fo extraordinary 
a Procedure. Upon which, not knowing 
what to anfwer, he fent me to his Kiaia^ that 
we might confult together on what more 
could be done for his Majefty ; but this laft 
gave me no more Reafon to be fatisfyM with 
him, than the other. After having delivered 
to him my Sentiments on a Treaty fo much 
below what might have been cxpefted from 
the Advantages they had over the Czar, I en- 
deavoured to raife in him a Diffidence, and 
fome Uneafinefs, touching the Execution of 
this Treaty at lead, if they did not keep 
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that Prince Prifoner, as I had before propo^ 
fcdr 

AlI; the Inftances of this able Minifter, 
and even the Prefence of the King of Sweden 
himfelf, who came into the Vizier's Tent to 
endeavour to difTuade him from ccncluding 
the Treaty, could not hinder him from going 
on with it, and yet farther. The Alcoran^ he 
faid, eommanded bim to pardon an Enemy ^ who 
bad buntbled bimfeffj and ajked Favour : Befides 
which, 1/ did noi allow of making War or Ptact 
^or Cbrifiians. The confidcrable Prefents he «* Turk* 
had received from the Czarina made him fa- Tff ^^__ 
vourable to the Ruffians^ and were fufficient '' 
to render the pious Vizier unfhaken in his Re* 
folution. Thus the Czar was releafed upon 
Proniife of furrendering Jzqpb^ demolilhing 
Taiganrogj Caminieck and Samara ; of leaving 
the Cojfacks in Rcpofe, and of not oppofing, 
diredly or indireftly, the Return of the King 
of Sweden into his own Dominions. On thefe 
Terms the Vizier not only permitted him to 
retire with Safety, but even gave his Army 
an Efcort of fome thoufand Spabis to preferve 
it from the Infults of the Tartars and Poland^ 
ers of the King of Sweden^s Party, who were 
not well pleafed with the Treaty. 

The Czarina had all the Glory of this 
delicate Negotiation ; and it may with Juf- 
tiee be faid, that Ihe preferved the Life, or 
ac leafti the liberty of the Czar her Haf- 
band, and indeed the whole Rtfffian Einpire, 
which would, without her Care, have become 
a Prey lothc Tariars^ the Cojfacks^ Poles and 
Swedes. Pxtbr, naturally pf a grateful 
Tempers fiom this Moment conceived a 
C4 Tcn^ 
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Tenderncis for this Worthy Spoufe, tfiat'iKV 
thing could diminifh to the End of his Days. 
And after the Peace of Prutb^ that Monarch 
never rcfolved on any important Enterprize 
without firft confulting this prudent Princefs; 
land from that Time, he fucceeded in every 
Thing that depended on himfelf, and the 
Court of Peterjburgb appeared in quite a new 
Light 

But it fared otherwife with the avarici- 
ous and pufillanimous Vizier, who» preflTcd 
by the Sultan\ Orders, at length took the 
Rout kX Adrianople\ but made only very Ihort 
Marches, in hopes the Keys of Azopb would 
arrive before he (hould be obliged to fend his 
Troops into Quarters : In the mean time the 
Sultan had received an Account of all that 
palled upon the Fruth^ and judged very 
nghtly, that the Vizier had not done his 
Duty. This Minifter had fent his Kiaia be* 
fore him to give a Relation of the Affair of 
Prutb^ very diflferent from what it was in 
Reality, and which was not at all fatisfaftory 
to the Grand Signior. One Day the Cbnver- 
fation having turned upon the King of Swe- 
den^ the Kiaia called that Prince a Madman, 
becaufe he was willing to take the Czar after 
the Conclufion of the Peace, and offered, if 
the Vizier would let him have 20,000 Men, 
.to bring him back again. The Grand Signior 
was put out of all Patience by this Difcourfe, 
to that Degree, that he caught up fome Wea- 
pon that lay at hand, and heartily drubb*d 
the Kiaia^ telling him, it was he and the 
Grand. Vizier, who were Madmen, and not 

the 
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^he King of Sweden. He then ordered him 
MO be (hut up in Prifon. 

The Grand yhJer drawing near Confianii* 
^^lopky the Keys of Jzopb at laft arrived from 
YheCzar: The Grand Signior^ though very 
xnuch provoked at all his Faults, fent a Ca(& - 
^an turned up with Sable, to be prefented to 
^im on the Road, as a Token of his Favour; Ar whUh 
*ut at the fame Time gave the Aga of Jani- ^^^ 
:2^aries Orders to arreft him, and offered the ^^^ 
^Viziriate to that Commander : Baliagi Mabo^ riwTLB 
:smefy upon his Depolition, was fent to Afi/y- dtftfidmm 
^eney and loon after ftrangled. Pmi^ki. 

Ttt£^ Czar Feter^ from his laft unhappy 
Campaign, went to the Court of Saxony^ 
^^vhere a Match was on foot for the Czare* 
"^tz: This Prince, of the moft untoward 
X^ifpofition that can be imagined, was then 
«wo and twenty Years of Age, and promifed 
xiothing that was good ; however, he was the 
[^rcfumptive Heir to a powerful Empire. The 
^Tzar his Father was attacked, from Time to ' - 
"Time, with the Relicks of the Effeds of a 
X'oifbn that had been given him in his Youths 
^nd it was to be feared, that thefe frequent 
Attacks,, joined to the Fatigues of the War, 
9nd his conftant Application to Affairs at 
^ome, might take him off* on a fudden ; he 
therefore thought it advifeable to be fure of 
Succeflbrs, and hoped, that a Princefs of a 
Iweet Humour and well educated might ea- 
sily corred the brutifli Temper of his Son. 
The Queen of Poland^ one of the moft vir* 
ruous and moft accomplilh'd PrincefTes of her 
*Time, was defired to make choice of a Bride 
for the Czarewi^ and had caft her Eyes 

upon 
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tipon the Prince& O^biUhOriJluaia^opbiii^ 
fecond Daughter of Ltwis Rodolpbusj Prince 
of IVolfeniuUek and Sifter to the Emprefs of 
Gttmaufz This Pdncefs, who was then in the 
eighteenth Year of her Age^ was all Virtue 
and Sweetnefs, and had need of all the Com* 
pafljon ihe afterwards found in the Czarina 
Catharine^ to enable her to rcfift the Defpair» 
that the Debaucheries, the Extravagance, and 
the ill Treatment of her Hufband, muft o- 
otherwife have thrown her into. The Cza- 
rina eafily perceived, that Ihe ihould draw 
upo'n her the Hatred of the Prince by endea- 
vouring to comfort his Wife ; but that did 
not prevent her taking every Occafion to fof* 
ten the Embitterments of a Life, that might 
have proved the Happinefs of all Rujfia : But 
Heaven had ordained it otherwife : Catharine 
alone was to be the Delight of this new 
Court, and to have the Glory of polilh^ 
ing it- . 

Catkaeivs The Czar, after the Marriage of his Son, 
^Mf mntk ibi was obliged to go into Poland and Livonia ; 
CzA^iiiRicA, jjjg Czarina conftantly accompany*d him, and 
Atn^i^u partook of the magnificent Reception, that 
fur. was given him at Riga. What Satisfa£tioj[i 

was it to her to fee hcrfelf reigning in a Pro- 
vince, where (he had been bom a Subjed of 
a foreign Prince ! For the King of Sweden^% 
Father, Charles XI. had made the Conqucft 
of Uvonidy which Province before depended 
on PckrJ. 

The Czarina Catharine let flip no Oppor- 
tunity of obtaining from the Czar all rea- 
fonable Favours for this important Province, 
where he might liave ruled as a Conqueror, 

that

Ais Wife, and defired they might pay her all 

«he Refpeft due to her Quality ; and that, if 

^any Accident ftiould happen to him during 

^he Campaign, fhe might be allowed th« 

^amc Rank, Privileges and Revenues, as were 

^mifual to the other Dowagers. An Account 

^)f the Ceremony of this Marriage, which his 

^ajefty called his Old Weddings I have rehted 

Sn the fecond Volume of my Life of the Em* 

:peror Petsr ; as well as of the new Order 

of St. Caibarine^ inftituted in Honour of this 

Princeis, in the Year I7i4» to perpetuate the 

Memory of her Lave and Fidelity to his Ma** 

jefty, in his diftrefsful Cbndition on the Banks 

of the Prtitb ; which he gave her Power to 

beftow on fuch of her own Sex, as Ihe ftiould 

think proper. 

Catharine from this Time always wait- C«» «a* iw 
ing upon her Huft)and in all his Expeditions, '*'• ^^J^* 
went with him into Pmerania and Denmark^ iiia«i^iji«. 
and afterwards accompany'd him in his Jour- 
ney to HoUmid. She had heard fo much faid 
in Piraife of this happy and delightful Coun« 
try, that if the Love ftie bore her Hufband, 
^ the Fear of lottM Accident happening to 
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htm in her Abfcnce* had not engaged her to 
attend him in this long and painfiu Journey, 
Ihe would have undertaken it to (atisfy the 
Curiofity Ihe had of feeing a Republick on 
which fhe had heard (b many and fo juft En- 
comiums. 

At Amsterdam and iht Hague all ima- 
ginable Honoun were paid her, and fhe gain- 
ed the Efteem and Veneration of all who ap- 
proached her, by her engaging and fweet Be- 
haviour, more republican than could be well 
expefted from a Princefs who was thoroughly 
acquainted with all the Rights of defpotick 
Power. In this Journey ihe was brought to 
Bed of a Son, who died a few . Days afcer, 
and was interred at PTefel. 

Th e Czar having rcfolved to go toFrance^ 
thought it not proper to take his Spoufe with 
him to a Court, where he knew the Ceremo- 
nials would be a great Embarraflfment, and 
no way agreeable to her ; this Princefs was 
therefore obliged to take leave of him, with 
a Concern that may be better imagined than 
cxprefied, and waited for him at ylmjierdam^ 
where fhe formed a little Court, in the Year 
1717. 

Soon after the Return of their Czarifh Ma- 
jeflies to Peterjhurgh^ the Procefs was begun 
againfl the Czarcwitz, who had been brought 
back from Itahf^ whither he had retired under 
the Protcftion of the Emperor Charles VI. 
But how many Endeavours were ufed by the 
Czarir.a, to appeafe the Father fo juftly in- 
cenfeil againft his difobedient Son, a Traitor, 
who was convicted of having conlpircd againft 
his Life, that he might place himfelf in his 

Throne ! 
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Throne ! The frequent Pardons he received, 
"^ere very much owing to her Intreaties % and 
.^he would, at leaft> have preferved his Life, 
mf the Weaknefs ci his own Imagination had 
Slot brought Deadi upon him, thro' the Fear 
^f dying. There have been fome, indeed, 
minjuft enough to report, that he received his 
Jate from the Hands of his Father himfelf ^ 
sind others have given out, that the Czarina 
«:aufed him to be poifoned. But both thefe 
Stories are very improbable, conddering the 
Clemency of Peiety who had fo often par- 
doned a Sifter, but of the half Blood, who 
Jiad frequently confpired againft his Life, and 
:^or whom he could not be fuppofed to have 
:Mb much natural Affedion, as he had fliewn 
^DH many Occafions for this rebellious Son: 
^^or is it more likely, that the Czarina Catbor 
^wine Ihould do a Thing fo inconfiftent with 
^he whole Tenor of her Adions, and fo con* 
^rary to that companionate and virtuous Dif- 
^pofition (he always had ihewn* 

This Princefs was then with Child, and 
liad already two Daughters and a Son. The 
<^zarcwitz jilexis left one Prince and a Prin- 
cefs, to whom the Czarina proved a Mothery 
caking the greateft Care of their Education : 
^everthelefs, as a Throne had not Jeis Charms 
for her than it commonly has with moft Peo- 
ple, it appeared by an Ordinance publiflied 
l^y the Czar fome Time after, concerning the 
Succeflion, that ihe had prevailed upon him 
TO leave the Crown to her, when Death had 
Xaken away her Son Peter Petrawitz^ who had 
l^een declared Great Prince in the Life Time 
«f his dder Brother Alexis PetrowUsti exclu- 
ded 
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^ from the Succeffion to. the Thiooe, for 
Jhi3 fcandalous ^hayiour. 
, Catharine could not but pbrerve, that 
jthere was a Partjr of the Boyan, always at*- 
tached to the ancient Cuftoms and Manner^ 
pf the Rtfffians^, who would not &il of taking 
.the firft Opportunity that oflfered, to declare 
againft her and her Daughters, In &your of 
.the Son of the l^te CzarewitZ} thereifore it 
was her Bufinefs to ftrengthen her own Party 
by a Support from abroad, and ^t this Time 
an Occafion prefented itfelf very much to this 
vPurpofe. 

Thc Princcfs UlricM had fucceeded to the 
Throne of Sweden^ on the Death of her Bro- 
ther Charles XJI. of glorious Memory : By 
her Acceflion, the Sovereignty and heredi- 
tary Succefiion was abolifli'd in Sweden^ which 
was farther confirmed by the extraordinary £r 
vent of the Refignation which that Princefs 
Jtna^Ie of the Crown to the hereditary Prince 
of Hep Cajfel^ her Hufband. AH thefe new 
.Difpofitions fet at a Diftance, or rattier exclu- 
ded from the Throne, the Duke of Holfteiuj 
Son of the Queen Ulrica*s elder Sifter, who 
had been brought up by the late King his 
Unde, with the Hopes of fucceeding him : 
This Prince was at that Time in Silefia^ in a 
Condition deplorable enough ; for belides the 
Xx)fs of thefe great Hopes, the Kingof Z)^if- 
wark had juft taken from him the Duchy of 
Slejwick^ under Pretence that, contrary to his 
Engagements he had favoured the Enterpri- 
zes of the Swedes in liQtJlein. The Duke, on 
this, was advifed to have Recourfe to the Pro- 
tcdign of the Caar, as the. only Power that 
. . could 
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could fupport his Pretenfions upon Sweden ; 
and he found that Monarch difpofcd to grant 
what he aflced, and more efpecially a power- 
&1 Ftotedfarefs in the Czarina, who from that 
Time conceived the DeHgn of marrying him 
to the Princeis her eldefi; Daughter; from '«; 

which Alliance (he ims^ined ihe might have 
{ I the Satis&dion to fee her wear the Crown of 
c Sweden. It may be eafily fuppofed, how 

7 I much the Minifters of Holftein endeavoured 
to flatter this Hope of the Czarina, who, 
they believed, would greatly allift them in 
I procuring the Favour of the Czar to their 
Mafter. From this Moment the Duke of 
Holftein regarded the Czarina as his Mother, 
and ihe treated him as a Son^ whom (he ten- 
derly cherilhed, and from whom fhe kept no 
Secrets. Being abfolute Miftrefs of the Will 
of the Czar, ihe found no Difficulty in deter* 
mining him to confent to the Match ihe had 
projected ; but this in the Conclufion did not 
V anfwer the Hopes his Czariih Majefty had of 

finding an Opportunity to re-e(fcabliih that 
Prince in his Dominions. It may even be 
D ; faid, that this Alliance of the Intereib of the 
s Duke of Holftein with thofe of the Princefs 

Royal, was the firit Occaiion of a Coolnefs 
a between the Czar and the King of Denmark^ 

c his Ally : For from that Time the Court of 

Ruffia made ieveral Propoiitions to that of Co*. 
f fenbagen^ which tended to a Rupture; fuch 

s were thofe of the fi-ee Paflage of the Sounds 

and of the Reftitution of the Duchy of SleJ^ 
wick to the Duke of Holftein-, and there was 
all the Appearance imaginable, if we may 
judge by &c IVepaiauoiis that were made 

in 
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in Ag^ and by the Czar*s teftamentaryDif- 
poficions^ chat aRefblution had been uken to 
attack Denmark^ if the King of Greai Briiain 
had not warded off the Blow, by fending a 
CAtrakiiib Fleet into the Baliick Sea. It was the Cza- 
^F^dJtbt ""^ Cattarine^ who gave the firft Motion to 
Avir ^HoL-^^^^ Refolucions in favour of the Duke of 
STUN. Holftem^ whofe Interefts (he maintained fo 

powerfully, that (he engaged the Czar ftrong- 
ly to fupport the Demand that Prince made 
to the States of ^wtden^ to be allowed the 
Title of Royal Higbnefs^ which he looked 
upon as a tacit Acknowledgment of his being 
the prefumptive Heir to the Crown ; for in 
Quality of Duke of Holjicin he could not pre- 
tend to that diftinguifhed Title. 

The States of S^edm )xixi^ aflembled in 
the Year 1723, the Czar, who had made 
Peace with that Kingdom two Years before, 
iciit a Minifter to Stockholm to lay before that 
Aflfembly the Reafons upon which he founded 
his Preceniions to the Title of Emperor of 
ail the Ruffias^ which his Subjects had given 
him in a folemn Manner, and which feme fo- 
reign Powers had already recognized. The 
Duke of Hdjlein likcwife fent Baron Bap- 
fvitz to folicit the States aflembled to allow 
him the Title of Royal Highnefs: This De- 
mand was very folemnly made, and the Ruf- 
fian Minifter fupporred with all his Power, 
the Inftances of M. Bajfrjoitz \ the Bufinefs 
was referr'd to a fecrct Committee, who had 
not much Trouble to penetrate into the De- 
(ign of this Demand being made with fo 
much Eamcftncfs. The King and Queen of 
Swedai declared loudly, that they would not

33 

approve of this Title, and, according to all 
Appearances, the Solicitation had failed, if 
the Czarina had not propofed to the Czar the 
Expedient of declaring, that he would ac- 
I knowledge the Duke of Holflein for his Son* 
] in-law. 

j That Monarch, who entered into all the 

I Views of the Emprefs Catharine for the Efta* 

I bltfliment of her Family, and who really ho^ 

ped for great Advantages for his Subjeds by 

\ the Projedt formed for placing the Duke of 

* Holftein on the Throne of Sweden^ approved . 

; the Propofition made him by his Confbrt, 

' and, after having declared to the Duke of 

; Holftein^ that he would give him his eideft 

Daughter in Marriage, he fent Orders to his 

Minifter at Siockbolm, never to (peak of that 

Prince without giving him the Title of his 

Imperial Czarifli Majefty's Son-in-law. 

This Declaration embarraflfed the fecret 
Committee more than any Thing elfe, whofe 
Report decided nothing in the Houfe of 
Lords. The Duke of Holftein had a great 
Number of Partizans in that Houfe, and they 
gave it for their Opinion, that the Advice of 
the Senate ought to be afked, who were re- 
guired to come in a Body to confult with the 
lecret Con:mittee, fearing what might be the 
Confequences of refuflng this Demand of the 
Son-in-law of a formidable Neighbour, who 
interefted himfelf fo much in it. The Con- 
ference between the Senate and the fecret 
Committee la&d till eight o'the Clock in 
the Evening, and the next Day the Senate 
communicated their Opinion to the States; 
which contained in Subftance, that after ha- 
Vox. II. P ving 
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ytng maturely weighed the Reafons for and 
againft the Afikir under their Confiderationt 
And admired the indefadgable Zeal of the 
Committee^ they could not but agree with 
them, that, without any Prejudice to the 
Dignity or Power of their Swedijb Majefties, 
they might allow the Duke of Hoytein the 
Title he required ; and that they thought it 
might contribute to the Honour, the Welfare 
and Safety of the Kingdom. 

Upon this Advice it was unanimoufly re- 
folved to allow the Title of Ro^al Higbnefs to 
the Duke of Holftein^ and that of Emperor to 
the Czar: And thus the Succefs of this Af- 
fair, which might be of great Importance in 
its Confcquences, was the Fruit of the Zeal 
. and good Advice of the Emprefs Catba-^ 
tine. 

Her Attention and her Cares did not ftop 
here, for the Advantages that fhe could pro- 
cure to her Family, to whom fhe was truly a 
Mother: Nor did (he in her high Eftate for- 
get to whom fhe was obliged for the firfl 
Steps to her good Fortune ; but grateful as 
fhe was, among the reft of her Virtues, fhe 
Bir Crmtkudk called near her Perfon the Family of M. 
H herfirfi Bt- Gluckj for whom fhe made a very handfome 
Mf/Uhti. Provifion. But as it was to Prince Menzt- 
keff more than any one elfe, that fhe owed 
her Elevation, fhe always preferved an Ac- 
knowledgment fo fincere for that Prince, that 
he often found the good EfFefts of; for ha- 
ving been fometlmes involved in great Diffi- 
culties concerning the Affairs of the Finan- 
ces, when the Emperor, from Time to Time, 

came 
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came to inquire into them, and punifh any 
Maleverfations he found there, the Emprcft 
would always employ her Credit to bring him - 
off: It is true, it coft that Prince fometimes 
a Fine, and that a confiderable one ; but (he 
ilill reftored him to the Efteem and Confi- 
dence of his Matter. Several other great 
Men of the Empire, on diverfe Occafions, 
found the good Effefts of her Cnrdit and ge- 
nerous Protedion ; and it was very rarely that 
flie employed her Recommendation unprofi- 
tably to the Emperor her Hulband. Baron Smres Oe Lifr 
Scbafiroff efpeciaily owed to her the Prefcrva- ^^^'^ 
tion of his Life, and afterwards the Re-efta- 

^ blifliment of a Part of his Titles and Ho^ 

nours. 

This Minifter had a great Share in the 
Confidence of his Matter, which he had abu- 
fed on fbme Occafions^ and puff'd up with 
the Favour of the Emperor, had dared to in- 

^ fult fome of the Boyars in full Senate ; fb 

that at length, like Licinius^ the Roman Le^ 
giOator, who was punilh'd the firtt by aLaw, 
wbich he had himfelf preferred, Scbafiroff yrzs 
near being lott, for having contrevened the 
Prohibition he himfelf had figned, againft 
concealing any Part of the Effeds of Ftincc 
GagarsHj of which he feotted at leaft^ two 
hundred thoufand Ducats. The Czar, juftly 
irritated at thefe Crimes, abandoned his Fa- 
vourite to the Rigour of the Laws, who was 
firtt put to die (^ettion, and his Judges ha- 
ving found him guilty, they condemned him 

n- to lofe hb Head, his Honours and Eftate« 

Da The 
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The Czarina gave a free Courfe to the Rct 
ientment of her Huiband, and the Proceed- 
ings of the Judges; but when Sentence was 
pronounced » judging it then a Time for 
Mercy to take its Turn, (he fpoke in favour 
of the Criminal, put the Emperor in Mind 
of his pad Services, and did not difdain to 
divide with him the Glory of the Succeis of 
the Negotiation on the Banks of the Prutb. 
In (hort, (he intcrcfted herfclf fo efFechially 
for this unfortunate Minifler, that (he favcd 
him, though not till he was put under the 
mo(l terrible Apprehenfions for his Life : He 
was bro'.Tght to ihe Scaffold to teach Favou- 
rites, that they ought not to flatter them- 
felvcs, that their Matter's Favour will be a 
Safe-guard for their Crimes, or that the Empe- 
ror will refufe Juftice to the Complaints of his 
People, when they (hall be tyrannized over ; 
but at the Inftant that he laid his Head 
down on the Block, a Herald placed there 
for the Purpofe, cried out. Pardon from the 
Emperor : So he was led from the Scairold, 
and afterwards baniHied into Siberia^ wluch 
was a Satisfaflion due to Juttice and to the 
Senate ; but he continued no longer in Exile 
than to convince the Publick, that his Crimes 
were not unpunifhed, and was recalled by 
the Czarina, when (lie came to the Empire, 
and had a confidcrable Employment given 
him in the Office of Trade at Arch- Angel. 

We have now fcen a (hort Account of 
this Princcfs*s Condudt with regard to the 
Emperor her Hulband ; to which may be 
added, that the Court of Rnffxa was very 

much 
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xnuch indebted to her for the Eftablifhment 
of their Cuftoms and Manners in Conformity 
"%iirith other Nations. Thefc Alterations, it is 
^rue, were begun by the Czar ; but who is 
ignorant of the Force of Example, elpecially 
among the Fair Sex! If the Court ox Peterf^ 
burgb had remained without That of the Em* 
prefs Catharine^ it is very certain, that what- 
ever Ordinances had been publifbed by the 
Czar, we had not feen both Sexes there (b 
polifhed, as they are at prefent. A Ruffian 
Nobleman was formerly di(tingui(hed aniong 
Foreigners by the GroflTnefs of his Manners ; 
whereas at prefent the Ruffians difpute with all 
other Nations for Politenefs. The Czar had 
changed the Drefs of the Ladies, by fubfti- 
tuting the Englijb Modes in the Place of their 
long Robes, Sattins and Damaflcs in the Place 
of their Sables and Zebelines, and MuQin or 
Cambrick Head Cloaths in the Room of their 
Fur Caps. By an Order of the Czar, the 
Women were no longer fhut up in feparatc 
Apartments, but frequented Company, and 
were to be found at nuptial, and other ex- 
traordinary Feafts. The Emprefs likewife en- ciiftrifar^ 
gaged him to fet up Aflfemblies ; fuch as are muiblybir 
held in moft polite Countries, fince nothing ^f^^^^ 
would contribute more to render the Nobility !j^27i#^ 
acceifible and communicative : But as this a* Rv«siAii|i 
greeable Amufemenr was very little under^ 
ftood in Ruffkt the Czar was obliged to pub- 
lifli an Ordinance to explain the Meaning and 
fettle the Rules of it. 
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At the fame Time his Imperial CEarifli 
Majefty did not forget the Recompence, that 
he had del^'d for his dearly beloved Con* 
fort, and which he thought her important 
Services deferved. He had bury'd the great 
Prince Peter Petrowitz^ as 5s before obfcrvcdp 
and according to the ancient Laws of here* 
ditary Succeflion, the Crown ought to havo 
devolved upon his Grandfon Peter AUxawitz: 
This young Prince proroifed much, but was 
of a weakly Conftiturion ; the ordinary Revo- 
lutions that happen during Minorities, made 
the Emperor fear, that he might fall into bad 
Hands, capable of overturning all the great 
Works that he had undertaken, and carried 
on with fuch prodigious Labour and great 
Succefs ; this Fear came to the Afliflance of 
that ftrong Inclination he had to leave the 
Imperial Sceptre to his deferving Spoufe ; for 
which Reafon he publifhed an Ordinance, o- 
bliging all his Subjeds to take an Oath, that 
they would acknowledge the Succeflbr he 
fhould be pleafed hereafter to name, and this 
was very readily complied with by all De- 
grees of Men. 

This Affair was concerted with the Em- 
prefs, from which Time her Hufband never 
concealed from her any of the Projefts he 
was forming, nor the Means which he judged 
mod convenient to put them in Execution : 
The chief of thefe were concerning Sweden 
and Denmark \ as to the firft, when he con- 
fented to give the Princefs his Daughter to 
the Duke of Holjteiny he rcfolved to make 
the bed he could of his Pretenfions to the 

Crown 
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Crown of Sweden ; and as to the other, ha* 
ving been irriuted againft the King of Den^ 
j mark^ as well on Account of what had paflfed 
1 relating to the intended Deicent on Scbonen^ 
I and of the Alliance he had made with the 
I King of Great Britain^ as for his having re« 
] fijfed to recognize his Title of Emperor^ 
which was done by Sweden^ he formed the 
Delign of obliging him to reftore the Duchf 
of Siefivick to the Duke of Holftein^ to ac^ 
knowledge his Title of Emperor, and to ob» 
tain the Freedom of the Sound for all Ruffian 
Ships. Thefe two Projcfts were of great 
Confequence, and could not but intercft other 
Nations, befides the Swedes and Danes^ in the 
Event of them. The Czar trufted the Secret 
to his Spoufe, and laid open to her all the 
Methods ht intended to ufe to make them 
fucceisful: But the prefent Conjundture was 
not favourable to him ; and the Affairs of 
Perfia called him firft to the Borders of the 
Cafpian Sea, where he extended the Bounds 
of his Empire, by an eafy Conqueft of feve- 
ral Provinces. The Czarina was alfo in this "f^^^^ 
Expedition, partaking all the Fatigues, ^^u,^^^ 
Part of the Dangers with her Hufband. t^ Psmia. 

Pbter, on his Return to his Capital, full 
of the Defign of rewarding the Virtues and 
high Deferts of his beloved Confort, publilh* 
ed an Ordinance for her Coronation, wherein 
he drew many Examples from the Greek Hii^ 
tory of the Cuftom of crowning the EmpreA 
fes, and hud down the Reafons which he had 
for domg the fame Honour to the Czarina. 
He himtelf invited all the foicigp Mimfters 
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Eafrifimi 
Moscow. 
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to follow him to Abfcaw^ where diis augyft 
Ceremony was performed with all the Splen- 
dor and Magnificence that can be imagined, 
on the iSth of May 1724. 

Thb next Day the Emprefi received the 
Compliments of all the 0)urt» being feated 
under a rich Canopy in the great HalJ, and 
allowed every one to kifs her Hand, who was 
defirous of that Honour: And the Emperor 
on this Occafion made feveral confiderable 
Promotions of Generals and other Officers ;. 
and conferred the Order of Si, Andrew on 
(bme Perfons of Diftin£tion. 

The Emperor had had a great Fit of Sick* 
nefs before he went to Mofcow to perform this 
Ceremony ; and tho* at his Return to Peterf- 
hurgby he fcem'd fomewhat better, and in- 
tirely fatisfied with what he had done, yet it 
cannot be faid, that during the reft of the 
Year he had his Health fo perfedly as be- 
fore ; nor did he take any Pains to re-eftablifh 
it, delivering himfelf up wholly to the fa* 
tiguing Affairs of Government. And at length 
having on the Day of Epiphany, in the Year 
1725, aflifted at the Ceremony of blelling 
the Waters, he was atucked by a violent 
Rheum, which proved his laft Illnefs. 

This Ceremony of blefling the Waters, 



^M^ tbi among the Rujfmnsy is one of the moft facred 
Ifmars. and moft folemn oi any they obferve, and is 
celebrated with a great deal of Pomp and 
Magnificence ; efpecially at the Place where 
the Court is refident. It begins in the Morn- 
ing by the Performance of Divine Service, 
during which Time the Regiments of Guards 

aflemble 
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allexnble on the River, where they form a 
fquare Battalion, in the Centre of which a 
Hole is made in the Ice ; over this Opening 
a magnificent Pavilion is erefted, and after 
Service all the Clergy come thither in Pro* 
cellion, the Bells throughout the whole Cit/ 
ringing at the fame Time. Four Priefts with 
Torches in their Hands precede the Crof^ 

I Bearer, who is accompanied by two Priefts^ 
after whom come the Body of the Clergy, 

i cloathed in rich Veftments ; the dignify'd 
Clergy enter into the Pavilion, where they 

i perform high Mafs, and the Arch-biihop 
blefles the Water, which Fun&ion is per- 
formed under the Difcharge of all the Artil- 
lery, anfwercd to by many Salvo*s of the 
Muiketeers. During thcfe Teftimonies of the 
publick Joy, all the Children are baptized, 
who are brought thither ; and as foon as the 
Clergy are retired, the Populace prcfs for- 
ward to approach the Hole, and take Water 

i out of it, to which they attribute many Vir- 
tues. It is eafy to perceive from whence this 
religious Ceremony is derived : And as there 
is nothing bad in it, the Czar, fo far fron> 
putting it among the Ufages that he abolifli* 
ed, was very punfhial himfelf in the Perform 
mance of it, when he was either at Mofcczo 
or Pettrjbwrgh^ and appeared with all his Fa- 
mily faltidng the Clergy by Turns. 

It was auer he had aflifted at this Solem- nt2mt»n 
nity, that the pious Monarch was ieized with ^7^^* ^ 
a Rheum, which was foon after attended by "^^ 
a Fever, a violent Cholick, and a Retention 
of Urine: This Complication of Difeafes 

made 
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made his life immediately defpaired of i but 
the Hero faw the Approach of the fatal Hour 
with as much Firmnels and Refblution^ as. he 
had always fhewn in every other Circumftance 
of his Life, and with a Cbmpofure of Mind 
that is never to be found, but in Perfons pof^ 
feifed of the greateft Virtues. He gave Or- 
ders himfelf about every Thing ; fo that it 
may be faid, that after having employed all 
his Life for the Happinefs of his People, he 
facrificed even his laft Moments to it, being 
willing to extend his Paternal Care to the 
very Grave. . 

During the Time that this good Father, 
this great and wife Emperur, kept his Bed, 
he caufed the Emprefs, his Children, the 
Duke oi HolftetHy and the Mini(ters, to come 
into his Chamber, and declared to them his 
lafl: Will, regulating even the Mourning to 
be worn at his Death, which was to be but 
for three Months. He declared, that he had 
chofen the Emprefs his Wife for his Succcf- 
for, and that he had intruded to her all the 
Defigns he had proje&f d, and the Means of 
Bh DioiK cxecuring them. At length he expired with 
great Refignation and Tranquillity, on the 
a 8th of January 1725, at five o'the Clock in 
the Morning, at which Time the Emprefs, 
who had not left him a Moment, praying by 
him, with a loud Voice pronounced thefe 
Words : Lordy open iby Paraiifc to receive this 
hie Jed Soul. 

The End of the Firfi Book. 
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eight o'che Clock they reared to the Palace, 
where Prince Menzikoff introducing them to 
their new Sovcrei^, they proftrated them- 
felves at her Feet, Iworc Fidelity to her, and 
prefented her with the Aft of their Submif- 
fion in Writing. Her Majefty received them 
very gracioufly, and aflured them, that^&e 
would be a Mother to her Country^ as the En^ 
feror bad been a Father to it. 

The Grief is not to be exprefled, that 
feized on ail Degrees of People, on the News 
of the Emperor's Death ; even the Soldiers 
were drowned in Tears, and were not to be 
comforted, till they learned that the Emprefs 
Catharine was declared Sovereign of all the 
Rujfias: They then came in Crowds about 
the Palace, to take the Oaths to her, crying 
out. If oiar Father is dead^ our Mother fiill 
lives! 

In the Midft of thefe Acclamations, the 
Senate publifhed the following Declaration. 

neJhetarm* ** Y\^ it known to all and every one, by

tjihiSnuai. cc Almighty God to take to himfelf, out of

** Empire, his Majefty was impowered to 
*^ name a SuccefTor to the Throne ; and that 
** in the Year 1724, his Imperial Majefty

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** was pleafed to have his worthy Confort the 
t^ Emprefs Alexowna^ crowned, by Reafon of 
«* her rare Merit, and the great Services Ihe 
has done to the Ruffian Empire, as it ap« 
** pears by the Patent of the 15th ot Novem- 
^ ier 1724: For which Reafons it has been 
*^ unanimoufly relblved by the Senate, the 
«• Clergy, and the Body of Generals, to or- 
** der all the Subjeds, as well Ecclenaftical 
as Military and Civil, of what Rank and 
Condition foever they be, to recognize her 
Majefty, the moft magnanimous and moft 
auguft Lady Catharine Alexowka, 
f* Sovereign of all the Ruffian Empire, and 
•« to be faithful and trufty to hen" 

The Emprefs immediately difpatched Or- 
ders to the Governors of Provinces and the 
Generals, to fecure the Fidelity of the Troops^ 
and to the Grandees of the Kingdom, to re* 
pair to Feterjburgh^ to be prefcnt at the Pub- 
lication of the late Emperor's laft Will. The 
following is the Form of the Oath, which 
was taken by all the Ruffian Officers, both Ci* 
vil and Military, and lent into all the Pro- 
vinces to be taken by the People ; and to the 
Minifters in foreign Courts, that they might 
take it themfelves, and adminifter it to thofe 
RtiffiaHS^ who fhould be found in the States 
where they were.

^^ to the Rcguladon and Statute made by his 
^ Imperial Majefty, of glorious Memory. 

^ Therefore I the underwritten^ pro- 
^ mife before Almighty God, and fwear 
upon his Holy Gofpel, That I am willing 
and obliged to recognize her Majefty my 
lawful great Lady and Emprefs, and after 
her Death her Majefty's high Succefibrs, 
who, according to the good Pleafure and 
fovereign Imperial Power which God has 
granted, ihall be fettled on the Throne of 
Ruffia^ and deem'd worthy to fill it. That 
I will employ all fpiritual Powers, my £- 
(late, and even my Life, if it be neceflary, 
for maintaining and defending the Rights 
and Prerogatives of her Majefty's high and 
fovereign Power and Authority, already fta- 
^ tuted, or that may be ftatuted hereafter. 
«• Laftly, That I will contribute my utmoft 
•* on all Occafions for the Service of her Ma- 
, •• jefty, and the Welfare of the Empire. 
#^^ The whole in fuch a Manner, that I may 
^ be anfwerable before God and his fevere 
•• Judgment. So help me God, as well in 
** Soul as in Body ; and to bind my Oath, I 
•• kifs the Word of God, and the Crofs of 
«* my Redeemer. Amen!* 

The Emperor Peter the Great left no 
Children by his firft Wife ; he had had fcve- 
ral indeed by this repudiated Czarina Ottokefa 
Federowna\ but the Czarewitz ySIexis Petro- 
vfitz alone lived to Years of Maturity, and 

* had 
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had by his Spoufe, the Princefs of H^olfenh 
butteU two Children, who funrived him and 
their Grand&ther Peter, viz. the Imperial 
Princefs NataUa^ bom on the 23d of July 
17x4, and a Son, who afterwards came to be 
Emperor by the Name of Peier /iUxc^juiiz II. 
bom the 21ft of OBober 17 15. The Emprcfs 
Catharine had had five Children, of whom the 
two Princes Peter and Paul died before the 
Emperor their Father, who left at his Death 
three Imperial Princeflcs ; I. jime Petrowna^ 
bora the 5th of February 1708, who was mar- 
ried to the Duke of Holftein Gottorp on the 
I (I of June 1725. II. Elizabeth Petrowna^ 
who now moft defervedly wears the Imperial 
Diadem of RuJJia^ bom the loth of March 
1713, and promifed to his Highnefs the Bi« 
fhop of Lubecky who died on the ift of June 
1727, before he had wedded her. III. Nata* 
lia Petrownay bora the 20th of Juguji 1718 : 
This lafl Princefs died while the Funeral So- 
lemnides were preparing for the Emperor her 
Father, and was interred at the fame Time 
with him ; fo that the Emprcfs Catharine had 
only two PrincefTes left at the Time we are 
now fpeakingof.' 

The firft Care of her Imperial Majefty was 
to pay the lafl Duties to her Hufband's Afhes 
with a Pomp becoming the greatefl Monarch 
that Ruffioj or perhaps any other Country had 
ever known; and tho* there is no Court in 
Europe^ where Splendor and Magnificence is 
carried to a greater Height on thefe folemn 
Occafions, than in that of Ruffian yet it nuy be 
now laid, that fhe furpafled herfelf in the Fu- 
AcnU Honours paid to her great Peter. The 

Emprcfs 
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nfBman Emprcfi was not fadsfied with this i but ira^ 
^I^Mo!/^ mediately fet to work fome of the moft able 
AnZ ^ "^^ Sculptors of liafy^ and employed the moft 

J>recious Kinds of Marble to ereft a Maufo- 
eum to this Hero, which might laft, if po(^ 
fible, as long as the Remembrance of his 
great Adtions, and preferve them to the moft 
diftant Ages. 

On the Emperor's Death, and the Em- 
prefs's Acceflion to the Throne, was ftrpck a 
Medal worthy the Ancients: On one Side 
was reprefented the Buft of the late Emperor 
with thefe Words; Peter the Great, 
Emperor and Sovereign op all Rus* 
SI A, BORN May XXX, MDCLXXIL On 
the Reverfe was the Empreis fitting with the 
Crown on her Head, the Globe and Scepter 
by her Side on a Table, and before her were 
a Sphere, Sea-Charts, Plans, Mathematical 
Inftniments, Arms, and a Caduceus ; at Dif- 
tances, in three different Places, were repre- 
fented, in one an Edifice on the Sea-Coaft 
with a Platform before it; in another a Ship 
and Gaily at Sea i and in the third, the late 
Emperor in the Clouds, fupported by Eter- 
nity, looking on the Empreis, and fhewing 
her with his Right Hand all the Treafures he 
had left her, with thefe Words ; Bebold what 
I have left you. In the Exergue, Deceafed 28 
January 1725. 

Several of thefe Medals were (truck in 
Gold, of the Weight of 50 Ducats, which 
her Imperial Majefty diilributed among the 
foreign Minifters, and ordered to be prefent- 
ed to her own Minifters in foreign Courts, 
and to the greateft Part of the great Men of 
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the Empire, as a Monument of her Gratitude 
towards the late Emperor, to whofe Genero* 
fity fhe took^ a Pleafure to own (he was in* 
debted for that high Rank in which fhe was 
then placed. 

After having fatisfied all that her Love 
and Acknowledgment demanded, this Prin* 
cefs turned her Thoughts on the Affairs with- 
in her Empire. There were fomc Arrears 
due to her Troops, which (he caufed imme- 
diately to be paid ; and this intirely gained 
her the Affcftion of her Army. The Cof- 
facks^ who for fome Time had been very un* 
eafy, for having fufiered fo many Years for 
the Infidelity of their former Hettman Ma- 
zeppa^ and for the J^fs of their Privileges, 
complained very loudly, and threatened the 
Court with a Revolt : It was to be feared, 
that they would take Advantage of the Be^ 
ginning of a Woman's Reign to put their 
Defign in Execution ; but this prudent Prin-^'«^/^ 
cefs fent General Wiejbach to them with Pro-J^u*"!^^ 
mifes fo ftrong, and fo particular, of re-efta- *«^*»«» 
blifhing them in the full Enjoyment of all 
their Privileges, and of giving them Chiefs 
and Officers of their own Nation, that they 
were brought to a juft Obfervance of their 
Duty, and were contented to fuffer feveral 
Forts to be ereded in their Country along 
the Pruth^ under the Pretence of flopping 
the Courfe of the Tartars ; and thefe Forts 
were gamiOied vrith two hundred Pieces of 
Cannon. 

Brigadier Romanzoff, whom Peter 
the Great had fent to Confiantinopk fome Time 
before his Death, to confirm the laft Treaties 

Yqu.JL £ made 
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made with the P&rfe^ and agree to the Limits 
to be fettled on the Side of Pa^/Ht^ having 
received the News of his Mafter^s Death, and 
the Emprcfs*s Orders, knew how to give fuch 
an Idea of that Piincefs to the Minifter of 
the Divan, that the Grand Vizier declared to 
him, on the Part of his Sublime Highnefs, 
that he would rcligioufly obfenrc the laft 
Treaties concluded with the Emperor of Ruf- 
Jldj and that in a very fliort Time the Com- 
miffaries (hould be fent away, to determine 
on the Spot the Affair of regulating the Li- 
mits. 

Although Perfons very incapable and al- 
together unworthy of fq great an Employ- 
ment are oftentimes raifed to this firft Poft in 
the Ottcman Empire, fuch as we have an Ex- 
ample of in Bahagi Mahomet ; yet that was 
not the Cafe at prcfcnt ; for the Prime Vizier 
at this Time was a Man of diftinguifhed Me- 
rit ; neverthelefs, fo great is the Force of 
Prejudice and Cuftom, that this firft Minifter 
could not readily conceive, how fo vaft an 
Empire (hould be willing to obey the Laws 
of a Woman ; and efpecially as the late Em- 
peror had left a Prince, his Grandfon, wlio 
might have fucceeded him. It was on his 
making this Doubt, that Brigadier Romanzoff 
took an Occafion to draw a Pidkure, to the 
Grand Vizier, fo much to the Advantage of 
the Emprefs Catharine, that from that 
Inllant the Porte conceived fuch an Efteem 
for her, as could not but influence that Court 
for the future in favour of the RuJJians^ with 
rcfpccl to their Conquefts on the Frontiers of 

Perfiu, 
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JPerfia^ where they did not dare to oppofe 
the Progrefs of their Arms. 

Some Months before the Death of Peter '^ TmwA^ 
jbe Greats Poland had prefcnted Europe with '^"•*"» 
a SpeSacle truly horrible in the bloody Trar 
^edy that had been a£ted at norn^ which be* 
^an in thi$ Manner: Some infolent Scholars 
^f the Jefuits had infulted many of the Im^ 
^beran Burghers of that City, becaufe they 
Jiad not taken off their Hats during one of th^ 
^JLonum Catholick Proceffions. This Violence, 
^Tor it can be called no other in a * free City, 
>¥here the Lutheran Religion predominates, 
Nvas repulfed, which gave Rife to a Tumult, 
fuch as the Jefuits feemed for a long Time to 
have delired to bring about their Ends, whicb 
were to re^ftablifh their Reli^on in tha( 
City, Who is ignorant of the Fury of aa 
inccnfed Populace! It was impolfible to check 
the Impetuofity of theie, who threw them- 
felves upon the College of the Jefuits, itota 
whence proceeded the firft Spark of this un- 
happy Flame. There were Blows given ou 
both Sides ; the Gates of the College were 
forced open, the Houfe and Church plun-. 
dered, and the ZeaL.^f Religion aOifUng 
their Rage, it is not to be fuppofed, but that 
fome of the Popifh Images of their idola« 
trous Worihip were a little ill treated.

5a ^e History of RUSSIA. 

The reverend Fathers mi^t have {mc* 
vented a great deal of the Mifchief that in- 
fued, had they appeared more like Priefts 
than Soldiers, by rearing to their Chambers^ 
or puniihing the Scholars who had infulted 
the Citizens, inftead of prefenting themfelves 
at their Windows armed with Stones and 
Mulquets. This Conduct irritated the Po- 
pulace to that Degree, that they became deaf 
to the Voice of their Magiftrates, and no 
longer knew any Superiors : Whatever Or- 
ders were given by thofe Magiftrates, or the 
Commandant, nothing could ftop their Fury, 
till they had fatisfied their Revenge. The 
Authors of the Diforders, who were not the 
ftrongeft Party, were the firft to complain, 
and knew fo well how to put a Glofs on their 
bad Caufe, that the Tribunal ereded at fFar- 
faw to try Perfons concerned in this rebellious 
Tumult, as it was called, pronounced a Sen* 
tence agreeable to the Genius and Views of 
the Jcfuits, without permitting the City of 
7bom to make the lead Defence, which Sen- 
n»tarkm ^^^^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^*^f Burgomaftcr Rofner his 
HxicuOwT^ Life, a Man of 6^^ venerable both by his 
thtrtm. Years, and the Dignity of his Office, as well 

as by the Services he had done his King and 
Country ; yet this good old Man died by the 
infamous Hands of the common Executioner, 
for not having ftopt a Torrent that nothing 
could (lop. Ten other Inhabitants had the 
fame Fate ; one. of whom receiving the Sa- 
crament a few Moments before his Death, 
declared, That be bad never fet Foot within the 
Jefuits College during the whole Courfe of bis 
Life^ much lefs at the Time of the unhappy Tu- 
multy 
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^nuU^ though falfe Witnefles had fwom to the 
contrary. All the ten Perfons executed, four 
of whom had their Right Hands cut off be« 
fore their Heads, died good Proteftants, aiid 
\^th great Refolution and Chearfulnefs. Thf 
HeadVman did his Bufinefs pretty dextroufly 
vrith two Sabres, excepting on one of the 
unfortunate Sufferers, a Carpenter by Trade, 
whole Head was not taken off till the third 
Stroke, and he was one of the four that had 
loll: their Hands. 

Among the Perfons condemned was one 
Heyder^ a Burgher, who, to fave his Life, had 
embraced the Popilh Religion, and by fo do* 
ing obtained his Pardpn, which fhewed, that 
the great Crime tbefe poor People were guilty 
of, was being Proteftants. The Jefuits and 
Friars had tried their utmoft, both by Threats 
and Promifes, to oblige the Prefident Rojner 
to change his Religion; but he was immovea- 
ble, and fhewed all the Conftancy of a truly 
Chriftian Martyr, crying to his Perfecutors, 
Content yourfehes with ny Body ; iut as for mf 
Soulj that is wj Saviour^ s. 

The Jefuits, befides this, in full Satisfac- 
tion for die Damages done them, had twenty 
two thoufand Florins given them, the City 
being obliged to pay them eight tlioufand in 
ready Money, ana mor^^e two Villages to 
them for the rcnuuning fourteen thoufand; 
and was moreover deprived of the greateft 
Part of her Privileges, which had been con- 
firmed to her by the Treaty of OUva^ in the 
Year 1660. 
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Onb of the falie Witnefl<» employed bf 
the Jefuits agaunft the People of fbom^ being 
i^ed by fome of his Friends, How he could 
in Confcience fwear fo many innocent People 
out of their Lives, fince he was not in Town 
during the Tumult ? He made Anfwer, •* That 
^ the LMtberans^ and all other Hereticksy are 
** looked upon by us Catholicks, as Men 
^ condemned to be burnt } and when we can 
** contribute to bring any to the Flames, we 
" believe with the Church, that it b doing a 
" meritorious Work.*' And when he was 
told, that fuch a barbarous Proceeding as 
that was very much unbecoming Chriftians^ 
he had nothing to fay, but *^ that both he 
** and the other Witneffcs had been tho- 
•* roughly inftru^led by the Jefuits ; and that 
•* moreover the Excommunication which the 
** Holy Father thundered every Year at Rcme 
*' againft all Hereticks, inrirely fatisfied their 
** Confciences/* 

It is very remarkable, that one of the 
Commiflioners appointed to put the Decree 
againil the poor People in Execution, was 
very forward to haften it, in hopes of reco- 
vering his Sight, which he had almoft loft ; 
the Jefuits having fo far impofed upon his 
Credulity, as to give him a ftrong Opinion, 
tliat if he di^ this good Work to revenge the 
Injury done to the Mother of God, (he wpuld 
not fail to caufe this Miracle to be wrought 
in his Favour: But the poor Man continued 
a$ blind as ever. 

All the Froteftant Princes of Europe high- 
ly refcntcd this cruel Tranfadion at Tbom\ 
And among the reft, the King of Denmark 
f was 
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was fo moved thereat, that as foon as he was ^^ 
informed of the horrid Decree of the Affeflo- ^'^ 
rial Tribunal, he wrote a Letter to the King x^ 
of Poland^ in hopes of preventing its £xecur^« 
tion % wherein he fays, •• Your Majefty wiU '^ ^ 
•• undoubtedly call to Mind the feveral R©-^ 
^ prcfentations, which we made to you and 
^* the Republick in a cordial, brotherly Way, 
^* and particularly by our Letter of the 14th 
^ of June laft, in favour of thofe of our 
^ Communion in Poland and Lithuania^ who 
*^ are called Non-Confomnfts^ and daily op- 
** preffed by the Clergy of the Church of 
•^ Rme. 

^* We hoped our Interceflfions would have 
^^ put a Stop to fuch unheard-of Proceedings, 
^ to proted their Churches, to procure the 
** Reftitutiou of thofe taken from theni fince 
.^* the Treaty of OUva^ to maintain them in 
^^ the peaceable Exercife of their Religion, 
" and to redrefs all their Grievances: And 
^ this Hope of ours was founded on your 
^ Majefty's eftablifhed Charafter for Equity. 

•* But we arc forry to hear, that not only ' 
*' your Majefty and the Republick of Poland 
^ have paid no Regard to our Reprefenta- 
^^ tions, but that the Proteftants are ftill rob- 
^^ bed of their Churches ; and that all Man- 
** ner of Pretexts and indireft Methods arc 
^* made ufe of more and more, to deprive 
*^ them indrely of the Rights and Privileges 
^ confirmed by the fundamental Law$ of the 
^ Kingdom of Poland. 

^^ It is inexpreffible, how much our Con- 

/^ cem is aggravated b^ that horrid Sentence 

.^^ of the lace Court ot Chancciy at X^^2»^, 

E4 •* againft 
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^ agsunft the poor Gtj of Jlmt and its PrO: 
^ teftant Inhaoitants, whereby ferend Perfons 
•• of Note, and others, hare not only been 
«• condemned tp one of the mod cruel and 
^ infamous Deaths, upon Account of a Tu- 
•* muJt, and fome Incivilities of the Pbpu- 
" lace to the Jcfuits, but their Church is alfo 
*^ taken from the Inhabitants, their Schools 
•* dcftroycd, and the Form of their Govem- 
•* mcnt utterly fubverted ; and in a Word, 
** the Inhabitants (hipped of all their Privi- 
*^ leges, fo dearly purchafed, and confirmed 
" by the Peace of Olha^ and the whole 
f* barely founded upon the falfe Depofitions 
** of the Jefuits, and on the Declarations of 
•* Witncffcs of the fame Stamp, without 
** granting the Perfons accufed fufficient 
** Time to prepare for their Defence, or fo 
•* much as an Audience to hear their Rca-

** but your Majefty will alfo prevent your 
*^ Glory from being tamiftied by the Execu- 
te don of fo many worthy Perfons, whofe 
f* Blood will cry to Heaven for Vengeance : 
?• And byrelieviiigthofe of our Religion your 
^ Majefty will give us an illuftrious Proof of 
^ your Friendflup for us } and we will cndea- 
^^ vour to convince you upon all Occa(ions» 
^^ that we are with great AflfedUon, &r. 

Feedsrick IV. 
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Th« IQng of Am&w allb^ whea he ftceti' 
iwd an Account of the barbarous Proceedings 
of the PcUi againft the pFoteftano of the 
Qty of Ti^Ti^ .ai>d a Letter from the King of 
Pruffia upon the fame Subje£t» he communi- 
crated thofe Pieces to his Counal ; and all the 
Members of it were moved with fo much In- 
dignation againft that unparallelled Cruelty 
that they made it their Requef^ to him. to 
interpofe his good Office^ in order to procure 
due Satisfaftion to that City« and to take 
fuch Mcafures in Concert with the Guaran- 
tees of the Treaty of OBva and other Prote* 
ftant Princes, as fliould fcem necefiary to o- 
blige the Poles to reftore the Liberties of the 
Protcftants of Tbom^ and provide for the Se* 
curity of the Proteftant Religiont which the 
, Papifts were endeavouring to dcftroy in P^ 
/afid and Utbmma. The King of Sweden^ 
who had the Proteftant Caufe very much at 
I Heart, wrote in moft prefling Terms to the 

.. King of Poland^ to rcprcfent the horrid Pro- 
ceedings of the Poles againft that City, which 
were a downright Violation of- the Treaty of 
Oliva^ declaring, that unlefs Satisfadion was 
iorthwith given to the injured Protcftants, he 
fhould think himfelf obliged to concert Mea- 
furcs with the other Powers concerned in that 
Treaty, for maintaining the Privileges and 
Liberties of the City of Tbom^ againft thofe 
barbarous Incroachments. 
, The King of Sweden wrote alfo to his Fa- 
ther, the landgrave of Hep Cajfeh and fe- 
vcra! other Proteftant Princes ; and his Ma- 
jrfty's Minifter made a Reprefentation of that 
AfTair at tlir Court of Ri^Jfia^ which feemed 

con- 
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convinced, that the Zeal of the folijh Papiih 
ought to be reduced within due Bounds, fee- 
ing they equally aimed at the Deftruftion of 
all Diflenters in Poland^ among whom there 
were a great Number of the Greek Church, 
for whom the Ruffian Minifters had made vain 
Interceffions at the "Polijb Court. 

The King of Sweden^% Letter to the King 
and Republick of Poland contained in Sub- 
fiance, •* That his Majefty had been deeply 
^ affeded and grieved to hear, that contrary 
^ to all Right and Juftice^ and all the Trea- 
^ ties that had fb long fubfifted between the 
*• two Crowns, they had proceeded againft 
'^ the poor Inhabitants of that City in fuch a 
^ barlxuous Manner, and that moreover they 
^ pretended to take from them their Church- 
^ es, Cblleges and Eftates : That his Majefty 
** was indifpenfably obliged to interpofe his 
^* moft preffing Inftances in Behalf of that 
** City, to the End it might not be deprived 
^ of its Privileges, and the ancient Alliance 
^ between the two Crowns might not be bro- 
«* ken through." 

His Swedish Majefty likewife wrote the 
following Letter to the King of Great Bri- 
tain. 

" We, Frederick, 6?r. as wc doubt not 
•• but the Oppreffion of the Proteftants in 
•• Poland is very well known to your Maje- 
^ fty, and pardcularly the late Perfecution 
^^ of thofe at 72«nr, who, by a Sentence of 
«« the Afteflbnal Tribunal at fVarfaWj havd 
** been cruelly deprived of Life, Limb, E- 
^ fiace. Reputation, and all Rights Spiritual 
^^ and Temporal» and as we are penuaded 

«• your 
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^1 ^ your Majeftjr cannot bot be aSe£bed with 

!jj ^ great Gnef and a jnft Indignation to fect 

^ that all the Endeavours ufed hidierto with 
^ fo much Zeal and Sincerity, for maintain^ 
^* ing their Freedom and Safety, avail no- 
<* thing: We being aSeded with the fame 
^ Caufe, efpecially fince the Tempeft raifed 
^ againft thofe of TTwrn^ which goes to our 
** very Heart, thought we ought not to dc- 
^^ lay a.Moment, ftrenuoufly to invite your 
** Majcfty by this Letter, as we have already 
^^ done by our Pleni^tentiarics refiding at 
^^ your Court, to a£t in Concert with us in 
^^ an Affair of fo great Importance. 

" We, for our Part, after the Example of 
" our Predcceffors, of glorious Memory, who 
>* formerly aflerted, and after, by the Peace 
*' of O/fz/tf, confirmed the Liberty of the 
*' Proteftants in the Kingdom of Poland^ 
" Ihall never be fparing in any Endeavours, 
^^ Pains or Meafures for preferving and main- 
^^ taining their faid Liberty. And we have 
^ made no Scruple to recommend this Affair

" concerned in the Treaty.

•* King of France^ whofe Great Grandfather, 

I \ " of glorious Memory, was a Guarantee of 

the faid Treaty for himfelf and Succeflfors, 
to make good the faid Guaranty and Pro- 

jijjl " mifcs, in lure and certain Hopes that the 

jii V faid Potentates, imitating, as well as we, 

li - ■ 
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the glorious Examples of their Anceftors, 
will employ themfelves in goed Eameft^ 
and in Concert, for fecuring the liberty of 
the Proteftants in Tolani according to the 
Treaty of Oliva. 

•* And we are perfuaded, that your Maje- 
fiy will recommend this Affair to the faid 
Powers, and others as you (hall think fit^ 
and take what other Meafures you fhal) 
judge convenient, of which we have the 
lefs Doubt, becaufe your Majefty cannot 
but fee, from your great Wifdom, what 
fpeedy Remedies the Mifchief requires, 
and how necefiary it is, that your Majefty 
(hould fpeedily concert with us the Mea- 
fures proper for thb End, it being but too 
manifeft, that by the cruel Execution o^ 
the Sentence ifiued at Warfaw^ the bloody 
Authors of that wicked Tragedy have, as 
it were, given a Signal for cutting off all 
the liberties of the Proteftants in Pokmd 
at one Stroke. 

•* For the reft, we heartily recommend 
your Majefty to the Divine Protedion.

No Prince in Europe was more in Eameft 
in this Affair of Tbomy than the late King of 
Pruffia^ who having wrote a very prefling 
Letter to his PoUJb Majefty^ received an An* 
fwcrt brought to BerUn by Count Flemings the 

King 
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King of PoLmJ's Miiiifter» wbffmn that ninoe 
cxprelTcs ^ a deep Coocem ibr what had paip 
^ ed on that Occafion, and protefb, that it 
^ oiight not to be laid to his Charge, fince 
^* his Intention was to pardon the Guilty, or 
^ to punilh them but Qightly ; h:r that diey 
^ furprized him in obtaining the Sentence to 
^^ be executtd eight Days iboner than the 
* ^* Time limited &r it, and that this andci- 
•* pated Order ought to be wholly imputed 
•* to his MiniftcES." 

This Anfwer was not at all fadsfadory 
to his Pnffian Msyefty, who irtumed a very 
(mart Reply to Count Flemings and abfolutely 
demanded the Reftitudon of the Church ta- 
ken from the Lufberans^ that of their Eftates 
conBfcated, and that all Things (hould bejT- 
] 1 ftored upon their ancient Footing, with re- 

fpeft to the Members of the Council and the 
Civil Government of that City. 

Thjc King of Poland not long after wrote 
a Letter to the Lutheran Magiftrates of Tborn^ 
to afliire them, that he was forry, and much 
concerned upon Account of the violent Exe- 
cution made in that Town, in which he had 
direftiy no Manner of Share ; but could not 
: I avoid, according to the Conftitutions of the 

Kingdom, to fign the Refolutions of the Gc- 
=11 neral Diet, in which the Affair of Thorn was 

included; and that pofidve Aflfurances were 
given him, that the Sentence iflued by the 
.Aflfeflbrial Tribunal at Warfaw (hould not be 
literally put in Execution. 

Th£ Proteftant Powers feemed refolved to 
fee Reftitution made to the People of Tbom^ 
and Mr. Finchy .his Britannick Majcfty*s Envoy 

Extraor- 
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Extraordinary at the Diet of Raiijhn^ had 
Orders to repair forthwith to Drefden^ with 
which he acquainted the Deputies of the Pro* 
teftant Princes, to whom he made the follow- 
ing Speech before his Departure. 

•• Gentlemen, 

ACCORDING to Inftrudions from my 
Mafter the King of Great Britain^ I 
had Yefterday the Honour to communicate 
to you, by my Secretary, the Orders with 
which his Majefty has been pleafed to honour 
-me, to repair immediately to his Majefty the 
King of Poland'^ the King my Mafter, as a 
Proteftant Prince, being not willing in any 
Cafe to excufe himfelf from giving cbnvin* 
cing Proofs of the great Efteem he has for, 
and the great Regard he pays to a Bodv fo 
illuftrious and venerable as the Evangelick. 

The Extremities to which the Affairs of 
nom have been carried againft that City, by 
the rdjb Coimfeb^ to call it by no haitler a 
Name, of the fwom and declared Enemies of 
our holy Faith, are fo recent, that I cannot 
be reproached with attempting to revive the 
Memory of a Scene fo tragical, barbarous 
and fatal \ and which the Honour of thofe 
who were the Authors of it, and who have 
very ill ferved their King and Country, re- 
quires to be buried in eternal Oblivion. 

The Confcience of the King my Mafter, 
as a Proteftant Prince, and Defender of the 
Faith, his Honour as a Guarantee of the 
Treaty of OUva^ (a Treaty fo folemn, that 
Hiftory cannot produce an Inftance of any 
other, that received the Sanftion of fo many 

Kins^ 
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Kings and Potentates) oblige him to be con- 
cerned at the unparallelM Infiingement of it| 
snd mcmover the Clemen(^, Juftice and E* 
quity of his Briiamick Majefty are too well 
known in the World for any one to fuppofe^ 
that he is not grieved to the very Soul for 
the Death of fo many Innocents, as tragical 
as Jt was unjuft. 

The King my Matter cannot excufe him- 
felf from trying all fair Means, in the firft 
Place^ by the moft effedual Reprefentations 
in £ivour of thofe whom their Enemies, glut> 
ted with Slaughter, have left alive, whofe Li- 
berties have all been deftroy'd. Churches pro- 
faned. Schools taken away, Eftates confUca- 
ted, and Perfons banifhed, contrary to the 
Faith of Treaties, and even with the Invo- 
cation of the moft Holy and blefled Trinity ; 
and this for no other Crime, but for trying^ 
I to work out their Salvation according to the 

Word of God, and the Light of their Con- 
fciences : For it happens, that of thofe poor 
People there were fome, who deferve the Ti- 
tle of Martyrs, and the rather, bccaufe they 
might have faved their Lives, if they would 
have facrificed their Religion, 

The Meafures therefore which the King 
my Mafter will take in this Affair, will be no 
other than what will be didtated to him by 
his Confcience, by his Honour, by his Senti- 
ments of Humanity, and fuch as will be fuf- 
ficient to quiet the Minds of all the Englijb 
Nation, which with one unanimous Voice cry 
out for Jullice or Revenge, 

I HAVE no Need to borrow the Helps of 

Eloquence to excite your Paflions, or to ani- 

X mate 
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mate your Refcntments ; for I have been 
Witnefs, with very great Satisfaftion, of the 
Expre/Eons of Sorrow and Indignation which 
you made ufe of to fhew your Horror and 
Deteftation of it, when the tragical News was 
firft brought to us. And indeed the Tragedy 
of ^om^ written in io many Letters of 
Blood, could not fail to make the deepeft 
and mod: lading Impreflion on the Heart of 
every good Proteftant, as lading as are thofe 
Scars, which are left by the murdering Sword 
that has cut off the Heads of fo many Inno- 
cents. 

I AM perfuaded, that the Refolution which 
the King my Mader has taken, with refpedt 
to the Affairs of Ti^ra, to the End that the 
Protedants may be redorM to their ancient 
Privileges; and that the frefti and (hining 
Proofs which he thereby gives of his Zeal for 
our holy Religion, which Zeal of his increa- 
fes as fad as does the Danger and Dedrudion 
that threaten the faid Religion, will be Mat- 
ter of perfeft Joy to you, unlefs it be abated 
by the Incapacity and Inexperience of the 
Perfon whom his Majedy has chofen for a 
Commidion, as difficult as it is important. 
But I hope that the Grace of God will en- 
lighten me, and that his Hand will lead me 
in whatever I diall do for the Defence of the 
Word, which he himfelf has preach'd, and 
for which the Protedants of Thorn have lately 
fuffered: I dare flatter my felf, that the Au- 
thority of fo great and powerful a King, in 
whofe Name I fpeak, and the Judice of this 
Caufe, which does not want to be fet in a

. When Mr. luncb arnved at Drefden^ l\t 
delivered a, very prefling Letter to King y&- 
gufius^ from* his Britamick Majcfty, upon this 
Affair, and made the heccffary Reprefenta- 
tions and Inftances to obtain a final Refolu- 
tion m the Demands of the Proteftant Pow- 
ers ; his Polijb Majefty declared to that Mini- 
fter. That it was not in his Power to procure 
the Satisfaftion infifted upon, but that he 
would try all poffible Means to prevent a 
Rupture;; and that in the mean time he ho- 
ped all A6ts of Hoftility would be fuljpend- 
ed, .till his Majefty had received the final 
Refolution of the Primate of Poland^ upon 
the tetters and Papers fent to him concern- 
ing this trbublefomc Affair. 

His Britannicic Majefty's Care did not 

ftophere; btst he took Occafion, byafepa- 

rate Article in the Treaty of Hanover^ to en- 

^gage the King oi France^ who was one ol 

* the Guarantees of the Treaty of OHva^ to 

promifc to fee it maintained and obfervcd in 

its 
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its full Extent, and to caufe Reparation to be 
made, for what had been done at TZ^^/ti con- 
trary to the faid Treaty. 

The Primate of Poland in the mean tirne^ 
on his. Part, having called the Senators toge- 
ther at IVarfaWj read to them his PoUJb Ma- 
jefty's Letter, and other Papers concerning 
the Bufinefs of ^born \ after which he made 
a long Speech, wherein among other Things 
he : laid. That he was no Stranger to the 
Treaty of Oliva^ and that he knew very well 
• there was nothing in it, forbidding the Pu- 
nifhment of Rebels, and impious Profaners 
of the Church of God and his Saints, fuch 
as were the Inhabiunts oi Thorn: That there- 
fore the beft Anfwer to be returned to the In- 
ftances in their Favour, would be to (Ignify 

* to them, that they fliould learn to be more 
cautious for the future ; and concluded, that 
in refpe& to the Menaces of the Proteftants, 

^ the Poles hoped the Almighty God would af> 
(iil them in Defence of his Honour, and give 
a Biefling to their Arms. 

It has been faid before, that the Rttffian 
Minifters had made vain IntercelTions for the 
Proteftant DifTenters at the Court of Poland \ 
it was likewife one of the Affairs, that the 
Emperor Pbter ibe Great recommended on 
his Death-bed to the Emprefs Catharine ; 
and (he, who. had been born and bred up ia 
the Lutheran Religion, tilt fjie was twenty 
Years of Age, ftill prcfcrved fuch favourable 
Sentiments of it, as maJe her intereit herfelf 
the more for ti)e poor unhappy Citizens of 
Tbom\ therefore Ihc was not fatisfied with 
only fending Orders to Prince Bolgorucld^ her 
F 2 Miniftef 
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Minifter at H^arfaw^ to intercede with all his 
Po^Tr for that Town, but declared to the 
neighbouring Princes, who were refblved to 
aflift the People there with all their Strength, 
that (he would do the fame, and aft in Con- 
cert with them in favour ol the opprefled 
Proteftants; and for that Purpofe, kept a 
Body of Troops a long Time in Courland^ 
and upon the Banks of the Dwina^ in Readi- 
nefs to march, if it (hould be found necef- 
fary : But Things were not brought to that 
Extremity, and the Affair being put into Ne- 
gotiation, the Court of Poland at length fuf- 
fered the Non-Qmformifts to enjoy their for- 
mer Privileges, and remain in quiet.

Princefs Anne Peirowm: This Prince was Son 
of Frederick IV. and Heiwiga Sophia of Swe- 
den^ the eldeft Daughter oi Charles XI. He 
was named Charles-Frederick^ and was bom at 
Stockholm on the i6th of April 1700 : His Fa- 
' ther, GeneraJiflimo of the S'wedijb Army, was 
killed at the Battle of aijfau on the 19th of 
Jtdy 1702, and his Mother died at Stockholm 
on the I2th of December 1708. As the King 
of Sweden^ Charles XII. his Uncle, had no 
Inclination to Marriage himfelf, this young 
Prince was brought up in i\\c Hopes of fuc- 
cecding him ; but thefe were all overthrown 
by the fatal Death of that Monarch, and by 
the Laws that were made by the States of the 
Kingdom, at the Acccflion of the Princely 
Ulrica to the Throne of her Anccftors, not- 
withftanding the Proteftations of the Duke 

of 
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of Ilolfteiny who pretended to a Right to the 
Crown before that Princefs, not only as his 
Mother was the elder Sifter, but becaufe, as 
he faid. Women could not fucceed but for 
want of Male Iffue, even in the Collateral 
Line. 

The Houfe of Holftein is a Branch of tht The FmuidMkm 
Royal Family oi Denmark \ and derives itsfff^^ifi- 
Original from Frederick I. King of Denmark 'j^'^^'^^^'''^^ 
in the Room of his Nephew Qn-iftiem the^j^jj^^f 
Cruel, from the Year 1523, to his Death tTsm* 
1534: This Prince having had two Wives, 
Qnriftiem IIL bom of the firft, fucceeded him 
in the Throne; and Adolphus:^ who was by 
the fecond, Sophia^ Daughter of Bugiflas^ 
Duke of Pomerania^ formed the ducal Branch 
of Holftein. The Duke Charles-Frederick was 
the fixth from Duke Adolpbus. 

There had been for many Years fo great 
an Animofity in the Court oiDemnarkz^2xni!t 
the Dukes of Holjlein-Gottorp, that (he defired 
nothing more than an OccaHon to take Ven- 
geance on them, which prefented itfelf after 
the Battle of Gadebufcb. Count Sieinbock the 
Swedijb General, who had there defeated the 
Danes^ entered into Jutland^ with a View of 
carrying the Theatre of the War into the 
States of the King of Denmark^ who had de- 
clared War with Sweden after the Defeat at 
Puliowa^ according to the Cuftom of that 
Crown, to attack Sweden only when Ihe is 
embroiled elfewhere. The Dcligns of the 
Swedijb General drew to the Succour of the 
Danes all their Allies, efpecially his Czarifh 
Majefty» who leaving a Body of Troops in 
F 3 PoUmd^ 
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Poland^ CO guard the Plaoes by which the- 
King of Sweden might pafs in the Return to 
his DominionSy put himfelf at'the Head of a 
powerful Army, and entered Holftein like a 
Torrent, to bear down Sieinhock^ and the 
Troops he commanded -, with this View he 
caufcd the Bridge which the Sv:edes had built 
over the Eyder^ to be deftroycd, to cut off 
their Retreat. 

When Steinbock faw the Approach of 
the Czar, he was all on a fudden obliged to 
change his Defign, and inftcad of falling upon 
the Provinces of the Enemy, to think of his 
own Prefervation. 

The Duke of Holftein was, then a Minor, 
and brought up at Stoekholm^ Duke Cbriftiem 
JugiiJiuSt his Uncle, being Adminiftrator of 
his Dominions, for which they had obtained 
a Neutrality from the northern Allies. In the 
mean time the Swedljb Army, purfued on all 
Sides, could find no Retreat but in the Pro- 
vinces of this Prince ; for which Reafon, the 
Count on one Side, and the Regency ofSwe- 
dm on the other, neglcdcd nothing to en*' 
gage the Duke and Adminiftrator to grant it 
a Refuge in Cafe of Neceffity. 

The Houfe of Holftein was fo ftriftly uni- 
ted to Sfvedcny had fo great Obligations to 
her,, and cherifhed Hopes of fuch Importance 
from her, that it was hardly pofTiblc to refufe 
this Piece of Service; therefore the Duke 
granted all they afkcd, and the Adminiftra- 
tor concluded a private Treaty with Count 
Steinbocky to admit Part of the SwedifijUroo^z 
into Tonmtgeny and to fufier the reft to en- 
camp under the Proteftion of their Artillery : 

But 
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fiuc to avoid all Reproaches as much as pofr 
fiblc, he would not declare openly for S^vir 
den^ ftill prorefting that he wouid obferve the 
Neutrality \ and engaged the Commandant 
Wolff to keep inviolably fecret the Orders he 
Jhould receive, and to pretend that the Swedes 
entered the Place by Surprize. 

When the Czar advanced with his Army^ 
and had drove the Swedes from many of their 
Pofts, without finding any Refiflance from 
thrm, who were haftening to gain the Ram- 
parts of Tonningen^ whither he purfued them, 
and when he expefted tliey wouid have thrown 
down their Arms, he could not but be greatly 
furprized, to fee them difappear, and enter 
the Fortrefs, all but a Part of tlieir Cavalry, 
who remained under the Cannon of the Place 
behind a Morafs. As it was known there 
was not much Provifion left in Tcmingen^ 
and that thefe 6000 Swedes^ who had juft 
entered into it, would not contribute a little 
to the Confumption of it, it was judged pro^ 
per to block up the Place. Stetnbock had no 
Intention to remain long in TonningeUj into 
which he had not thrown himfelf but to obtain 
fome Capitulation that might extricate him 
from the Embarraflfment he was in : To this 
Purpofe he deputed fome Swedijh Officers, to 
endeavour to obtain iavourable Terms from 
his Czariih Majelty ; but he would hear of 
nothing but his yielding himfelf Prifoner, 
with all his Army ; and he was conduced 
from hence into Denmark^ with the Remain- 
der of thofe Troops who had fo lately tri- 
umphed at Gadebufcb. The Allies being now 
Conquerors, ro^de the moft of their ^ood 
F 4 Fortune^, 
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Fortune, and took ample Revenge on the 
Adminiftrator and the Duke, for what they 
had done contrary to the Laws of the Neu- . 
1 trality : Tonmngen was belieged and took by 

• the Danes^ whofe King fcized on 2l\\ Holjiein- 
Slefwick^ vilnch had been already fequeftred 
in the Hands of the Enemy -, it was pretend* 
ed at that Time, that all this paflTed in Con- 
cert with the Adminiftrator, who endeavoured 
this Way to make his Peace with the King 
of Denmark at the Expence of his Pupil ; and 
on the other Side it was faid, that the King 
of Denmark^ to fccurc to himfelf the Poflcffion 
of the Dominions he had jud then fcized on, 
was one of the firftwho endeavoured to af- 
fure to the Duke of Holjiein the SuccefHon to 
the Crown of Sweden ; and that for this End 
he fet Baron Gortz at work by his Intrigues^ 
to bring about the Marriage of that Prince 
with the Czarian Princefs, in order to obtain 
the powerful Proteftion of the Emperor 
Peter. 

Whether that Monarch or no was a Pro- 
moter of the Projeft, it took effetft ; and that 
Prince married the eldcft Daughter of Pe- 
ter the Great. This Digreflion may not be 
.thought improper, as it (liews how the Duke 
of Holftein came to lofc his Dominions; and 
as the Defign of recovering them was one of 
::je principal AlTairs in the Reign of the 
Kniprefs Catharine, and produced fe veral 
jneniorable Events. Let us now return to 
tht Marriage. 

The Duke t)f HoljJehu Cbarks-Frederickj 
was 25 Years of Age, when he efpoufed the 
princefs Ame Petro-n-tii^^ cldeft Daughter of 

the 
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the Emperor Peter the Great y and the Em- 
prefs Catharine Alexowna: She was in 
her fevcnteenth Year, being bom on the 5th 
of February 1708, before the Emperor's Mar- 
riage with CSj/i&tf/w was declared. ThefeNup- . 
tials were celebrated between the Duke of 
Holftein and the Imperial Princefs, on the i ft 
of June 1725, with all the Pomp imagina^ 
ble : The Duke was conduced from his Pa- 
lace to the Imperial Caftle by Prince JWhnw- 
koffy grand Marfhal, the Procurator General 
Jagoftnjku fecond Marflial, and fixteen Gen- 
tlemen of the Houfliold, preceded by Trum- 
pets and Drums. His Royal Highnefs was 
received at the Imperial Palace by all the 
great Officers of the Crown, and conduced 
by Prince Menzikoff into the great" Hall , 
where the Imperial Family received him, and 
the Compliments lafted about half an Hour, 
after which the Proceffion began, under the 
Difcharge of the great Guns, towards the 
Church of the Holy Triniiy^ where the Arch- 
bifhop, affifted by fevcral Ecclefiafticks, gave ' 
the Benedict ion to the new married Couple, 
in Prefence of the Emprcfs, who after this 
Ceremony conferred the Order of St. Catha- 
rine on the Bride, and that of St. Andrew on 
General Butturlm^ and the Privy Counfellor 
Bajfewitzi after which her Imperial Majefly 
returned to her Summer Palace, where the 
jlluftrious Couple alfo appeared, with all thofe 
who had been invited to the Nuptials. At 
the two Extremities of the great Hall were 
erefted two Thrones, under which were two 
Tables, one for the Duke, and for thofe 
Ijords who reprefented his Fathers and Bro- 
thers ^ 
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thcrs; and the other for the Princcfi» her 
Mothers, Sifters, and Bridc*Maids. The 
IXikc had for Fadiers Count jfypraxin^ Grand 
Admiral, and Count Golof/kin^ Grand Chan- 
cellor; and for Brotliers, the General Count 
Bruce^ and General Buiiurlin: The Mothers 
of the Princefs were the Duchefs of Mecklen- 
bourg and the Princefs Meimhff\ her Sifters, 
the Lady of the Grand Chancellor Gohffkin^ 
and the Lady of General ButUirlin ; her Bride- 
Maids, the Princefs Elizabeth and the Sifter 
of the Great Duke. Two long Tables were 
prepared on each Side the Hall : The Lords 
were placed at that on the Right Hand of 
the Bride. The Emprefs did not aflift at this 
Feaft, but before it began flic conferred the 
Order of St. Alexander Newjki on Lieutenant 
General Gallowin^ and on feventeen other Of» 
ficers and Minifters. 
nthflUutkm This Order had been laiely inftituted by 
rfthiOrdtr the Emprefs Catharine^ to recoiiipenfe the 
ef St. Amx- Services of thofe Ofncers who were not of a 
Rank to be adorned with the Order of St. 
ArJrc'ji\ or as a Degree towards arriving at 
that moft diftinguiflicd Mark of Honour. 
The Ribbon of this new Order was of a 
Crinifon Colour and very broad ; the Em- 
prefs placed it under die Proteftion of St. 
Alexander Newjkt^ one of the ancient Czars, 
or Great Dukes of Mufcovy^ the fcventh Suc- 
ccfibr from Wolodiniir^ v/ho reigned towards 
the End of the thirteenth Century, (as we 
have mentioned in the firft Volume of this 
Work, Page lo.) and whofc Virtues made 
him eftcemed as a Saint by his SubjeAs. Ic 
was this Princo, wlio firft iliook oflf the T^r* 
4 tartan 
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tarim Yoke, and rcfufcd to pay the fhamefui 
Tribute impofcd on the Rs^aru by their 
Cham : He firft chofe Mo/caw for the Place 
of his Rcfidence, from whence the Name of 
MufcaviUs has been given to the Riiffiatu by 
Foreigners. The Emperor Peter :bc Great 
built a Monaftery and a Church in Honour of 
this fainted Czar, in the Neighbourhood of 
Peterjburgbj on the Banks of the Ncva^ whi- 
ther he tranfported his Kclicks with great 
Pomp and Ceremony, in the Month of Sep- 
tember 1724. Thus the Hfifians have three 
Orders of Knighthood, two for the Men and 
one for the Women ; the firft is that of St. 
yfndrtsfy or the Blue Ribbon, inftituted by 
the Emperor Peter in the Year 169S; the 
fecond that of St. Alexander^ or the Red Rib- 
bon, inftituted by the Emprefs Catharine in 
the Year 1725; and the third that of St. 
Catharine^ or the White Ribbon, inftituted in 
Honour of his beloved Confort by Peter 
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The Fcafts and other Entertainments, 
which ufually accompany the Marriages of 
Princes, did not divert the Attention of the 
Emprefs from the Affairs of her Government, 
which required a more than common Vigi- 
lance, as it was of an extraordinary Kind, 
and what few of the Ruffians had expc&ed ; 
for which Reafon there was a great deal of 
Room to fear fome Attempts againft it, efpe- 
cially in a Nation fo much inclined to revolt, 
and among fo many Nobles who yet refented 
the Force that had been put upon them, to 
maHe them renounce their ancient Cuftoms^ 
and adopt thofe that were eftabliihed by the 

deceafed 
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Ideceafed Emperor. All Ettrcpe expc&ed to 
fee them return to their long Beards, their 
long Robes, and their furr'd Caps ; and that 
they would undertake any Thing to preferve 
them: Befides this, it was a Novelty among 
the Ruffians to fee a Woman on the Throne, 
whereon no one had fat fince the Princcfs 
0/&f, Mother of the third Grand Duke, in 
whofe Place (he reigned, altho* with great 
Courage and Genius, yet with much Inhuma-^ 
nity. This Novelty was alfo the more fur^ 
prizing to them, as there was a Prince to 
whom the Crown fccmed of Right to be- 
long. 

All thefe Things confidered, it was to be 
fear*d, that the Favourers of the old Cuftoms 
and the reft of the difcontentcd Party would get 
the young Prince into their Hands, and carry 
him to Alofcazvy where they might fct the 
Crown upon his Head : This was to be fcar'd 
within the Empire, and there were no lefs 
Difficulties to encounter without. All the 
neighbouring States fecm'd to take frefli Cou- 
rage at the Death of a Monarch, whofe very 
Name carried Terror in it. Poland efpecially 
imagined, that the Time was come, when 
fhc (hould get rid of her* continual Appre- 
henfions, and be able to make an Advantage 
of her Pretcnfions ibunded on the Terms of 
her Alliance with the late Emperor. Sweden 
hoped to be able to recover her LofTes by Fa- 
vour of the firft Troubles that (hould hap- 
pen ; and Dem/fark flattered herfelf, that (he 
had nothing more to fear, and that the Em- 
prcfs Catbarhte would fcarce be in a Condition 

to 
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to pufli on the Projefts formed b/ her Huf- 
band in favour of the Houfe of Holfiein. 

Catharine took the wifcft Meafures to ntimfiMm^ 
prevent all Enterprizes againft her Govem->^-' '«*'• ^ 
menty and put herfelf in a Pofture to receive ^l^^^l^^^ 
Laws from no one. To be fccure from all t^fylua^fi 
that could happen at home, it was fufficient iS«r Gmwtji- 
to continue in their Employments the faith- " 
fill Minifters of the late Emperor, who had 
a proper Influence over all Parts of the Go- 
vernment, and over the whole Nation ; there- 
fore (he made no Change in the Miniftry, nor 
in the Generality. The equitable and faith- 
ful Golof/kin was ftill continued in his Poft of 
Grand Chancellor, Prince Menzikoff in that 
of Prime Minifter, and Count Appraxin at 
the Head of the Marine : The Generals and 
Counfellors of State, Repnin^ Galliczin^ and 
Dolgorucki, remained in their Employments, 
and there was no Alteration made eittier in 
the Syftem or Conduct of the Court toward 
foreign Powers. 

Affairs -were conduced in fuch a Man- 
ner with rcfpedt to the neighbouring Poten- 
tates, as might deftroy any Idea they (hould 
entertain of the Government's being more 
weak than under the late Emperor ; for this 
Reafon great Care was taken to augment the 
Troops and difpofe them fo, as to be ready 
to be employed on the firft Occafion that 
might happen ; they likewife worked on the 
Improvement of the Marine with the fame 
Diligence as in the laft Reign ; and by the 
Example of the late Emperor, they armed a 
Summer Fleet, which was put out, according 
to Cuftom, with Sailors, Spldien and Provi* 

fions. 
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fions, as xf dcfigrtcd for fomc intended ^Expe- 
dition. 

At the fame Time that thefe Difpofitions 
"were made, as the Demands were renewed at 
Ccpenbaisjt^OTi the Freedom of the Sounds and 
the ReftitOrion of the States of the Duke of 
S/efizuky Son-in-Jaw to her Imperial Majefty» 
the Couit of Denmark mz<i^ no Doubt of 
•their Iritcntions, and that thefe Armaments 
threatened the Coafts of 7»/i5(i«/, therefore 
flie armed with fo muth the more'Diligence, 
as fhe imagined, that the Court of Rujpa 
•would negled nothing to fupport the Duke 
o{ Holfieiiiy and fitted out a Fleet of twenty 
Ships of the Line, befides fome Frigates and 
a great Number of fmall fIat-bottom*d Boats. 
^Her Troops were polled in fuch a Manner, 
as to be ufeful on the firft Orders given ; and 
' they even fent for fome Regiments from Nor- 
''j:ay: Neverthelefs nothing paffed, but each 
^* Fleet remained on its ownCoafl; that of i2i{/^ 
fia having advanced above Cronfioot with the 
Troops embarked thereon in Uvoma^ return- 
ed to Revely and left only a fmall Squadron, 
which went as tar as the Ifland of Ocfel to ex- 
ercife the Men, as had been the Cullom of 
Peter. 

The Apprchenfions that thefe yearly Ar- 

maments gave to Denmarky that the Ruffians 

\ • would, on a fudden take an OcLarion to enter 

yvfome of their Provinces, drew them every 

l\Year into Exivnccb that were unprofitable in 

'Appearance, but which neverthelefs drained 

* their Finances j for which Rcafon they endea- 

' voOred to find fome Means ro get rid of thefe 

Fears, by obtaining a powerlul Alliance, of 

• which 
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'^which we (hall fee the Cpnfcquence in the 
next Year. 

Whilst they infpired vain Fears towards 

•rhe Weft, the Ruffian Generals continued the 

Conquefts began by Peti-r the Great on the 

Coafts of the Cafpian Sea. Myrr-Magbmud^ 

or Myrr^FeiSy as he is commonly called in 

JKurape^ kept the Porte in play, and llie, on 

rhe other hand, found fo much Employment 

for this Myrr-Magbmud^ that neither one nor 

the other could traverfe the Enterprizcs of 

JRuffia ; but Myrr-Maghmud dying foon after 

\Peter^ it was to be fcarM, that either iheP^- 

yians or the Turks would turn a Part of their 

Forces towards the Coafts of the Cafpian Sea. 

It may not be improper to give a Relation, 

in this Place, of the extraordinary Revolution 

that happened in Perjia^ as this DigrelTion 

will conduct us to the Deatli of Myrr-Magb- 

mudf and give us a Notion of the Dcfigns of 

his Succeflbr. 

The Persians, who almoft all of them ^ Dt^rejSm 
follow the Errors of Mabomef^ are divided ^^^^^ 
into two Se£b; one follows the Alcoran ac-^'p^^J^^'' 
cording to the Explication and Commenta- 
ries oi Afy^ whom they call the Co-adjutor or 
Lieutenant of God, and the other follows the 
Dodrine of Omer \ the firft are thofe who are 
properly called Perfians^znd they have always 
had the King, the Princes, and the greateft 
Part of the Nobles of their Party ; the fecond 
are tailed jfgbvans^ zx^A their Sed never made 
'any trbgrels but in the Provinces of Candd- 
bar^Ki^azan^ShsiJiMj zhAKirmoHi neverthe* 
^efs, being declared Enemies of ^^ Per/umSf . 
who hsui fometimes ill treated them^ they 

thought 
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i thought only how they might find an Oppor- 

! tunity to revolt from them, and intirely make 

\ off their Yoke : For this they had need of a 

I Man of Underflanding and Spirit to be their 

( Leader, and condufi: them in their Enterpri- 

j zes i they did not feck long before tliey found 

fuch a one as they wanted, in the Perfon of- 

I Myrr-Magbmud^ the Son of MjrrWeis^ of 

their Sedfc. 

fit Rifitf" ' Th I s Man, who was extremely ambitious, 

Myrr- altho* born of the vileft of the People, and 

^J^jy^^who had thought for fomc Years, how to ren- 

MYRn-WEis^^cr the Province of Candabar independent, 

frvmibi Nam Under the Pretext of defending its Rights and 

•J hii Father. Privileges, and even to fcize on the Throne, 

if Fortune favoured his Dcfigns, very readily 

fell in with this good Difpofition of the Agb- 

vansy and« began to raife a confiderable Body 

of Troops in the Mountains, and to go on 

with the greater Security in the vaft Defigns 

he meditated ; he endeavoured to gain over 

the GuehrtSy an ancient People of Per/ia^ who 

had the Reputation of being very couragious, 

and who were the very bell Soldiers in the 

Kingdom : In this he fuccceded to his Wi(h- 

es; and having got together 10,000 of thefe 

People, he joined them to a Body of about 

iS'fiOQ AgbvanSj and witli this Force went, 

in the Beginning of January 1722, againft 

Kirman^ the capital City oi the Province of 

that Name : This City made no long Refif- 

tance; for befides that it was not provided 

for fuch an unexpected Attack, there was 

found within its Walls a condderable Body 

of GuthreSy who very joyfully embracing the 

Party of their own Sed, foon obliged the 

reft 
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reft of the Inhabitants to deliver up the City 
to the Enemy : This Acquifition, which ren- 
dered Myrr-Megbmiid Mafter of the Province 
of A/r;M«, greatly encouraged him, and made 
him take the Refolution of going diredtly to 
Ifpahan^ the Capital of the whole Kingdom. 

He went from Kirnum at the Head of 
about 40,000 Men, leaving only a thoufand 
Soldiers in the Town to guard it : He hardly 
found any one in the Road to oppofe his 
March % his Troops every Day increafed by 
the great Number of Vagabonds, who came 
to join him. The People every where terri- 
fied, abandoned their Towns and Villages to* 
fcrcen themfelves from the Cruelty of their 
Enemies: Two Men only, Murza Roftom^ 
Brother to the Pnnce of Georgia^ Commander 
of the Perfian Horlc, and jOitnerdanrKan^ 
Prince of Arijtan^ ihewM any Inclination to 
ftop his Progrefs ; they came before the Re- 
bel with four or five thoufand chofen Men» 
and attacked him brifkly ; but after fome lit- 
tle Advantages gained, they found them* 
fclves overpowered by the great Number of 
the Enemy, and were obliged to fly, that 
they might fave their Lives, and avoid the 
Rage of the Rebels. There were above 7000 
Men killed in this Engagement, and the 
greateft Number were on the Side o( Myrr^ 
Maghmud^ who now continued his Rout to^ 
^ards Ifpabany which City bebg in the utrnoft 
Confiematioo, without Troops, Ammunition 
or Provifion, knew not how to oppofe a for- 
jnidable Enemy, from whom they could hope 
for no Quarter. The King, more terrified 
than any Body elfe, having his Soldiers dif* 
Vol. n. G pcrfcd 
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perfed in the different Ftovinces of his King* 
dom, and feeing the Impoffibilitj of ^etdng 
them together Time enough to be of any 
Sennce to him, caufed 40,000 Men to be le- 
vied in Hafte in the City, which he divided 
into two Bodies, and gave the Command of 
them to the Prince of Havouzaj called Valey^ 
and to the ytbenuU-Boukt^ or Prime Minifter 
of his Court 

These two Generals went out of the City 
at the Head of their Troops, to ^ve Batdc 
to the Enemy, who advanced with great 
Speed. On the 8th of March 1722, they 
met within four Leagues of IJpaban ; die two 
Armies ftopt in Sight of one another, with- 
out either of them daring to begin the Bat- 
tle: A Shouting was heard on both Sides, 
and feveral Muiket-Shot were fired without 
doing any Execution. At length the Prince 
of Hauouza^ on the 9th in the Evening, be- 
gan to advance towards the Enemy 5 his At- 
tack was fo brifk, that without giving them 
Time to reconnoitre their Forces, he forced 
all he encountered with to throw down their 
Arms; and notwithftanding all the Precau- 
tions Myrr-Magbmud had taken to fortify his 
Camp, the Prince, by Favour of a Shower 
of Bullets, penetrated into it. Sabre in Hand, 
and feized on all the Treafure he found there. 
A Succefs of this Nature quite dazzled him, 
and far from animating, foftened his Cou- 
rage : He thought only how to prefenre his 
Riches, and inftead of puHuing the Enemy, 
fhamefuliy retired fully fatisfied with the 
Spoils he had made. 

His 
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His Avarice coft his Country dear ; for the 
Enemy foon perceiving his Flight, re-entered 
their Camp, killed all thofe Per/tan Soldiers, 
who had not followed the Prince, and then 
purfued him with fo much Speed and Heat, 
that after they had made a great Slaughter ia 
his Rear«Guard, they came up with the Bag- 
gage and all their Treafure, which they re- 
took, and brought back again to their 
Camp. 

This Defeat of the Prince of Havcuza 
animated the Courage of the Rebels ; but at 
the fame Time very much abated that of the 
AbenuU'Doulci : This General, who on his 
Side fought valiantly, and even with Advaii* 
tage agamll the Enemy, finding himfelf, by 
the Flight of the other General, out of a 
Condition to refift any longer, refolved to 
make an honourable Retreat, and go ahd en- 
camp near the City in an advantagious Place, 
Inhere he might not be eafily attacked, which 
Jhedid, but not without being vigoroufly pur- 
iued, and lofing a great many Men ip the 
^Retreat.. 

The News of this Defeat, in which 15,000 : 
J^erjians were (lain, all their Baggage uken, 
^th 25. Pieces of Cannon, was foon known 
9t Ijpdfony and brought fo much Tenor upon 
-€he Inhabitants, and even the King himfelf, 
^hat if the Enemy had made the moft of 
Their Viftory, they might the fame Day have 
Taken both the City and the King ; but A^^rr- 
.Maj^tmmii who could hardly, credit his own 
good Fortune, and fearing that fome Am* 
biilh was laid Sox him, contented himfelf with 
sidvandng (lowly, (topping here and there to 
G 2 plunder"

plunder the Pe^fian Grandees of the Riches 
they had left behind in their Country Villa's 
about the Qty. 

In the mean time, the Spies that she Re- 
bel had fent into the Town, to learn what 
pafled there, having related to him the Dif* 
order and CbnfuGon they were in, he repent- 
ed, but too late, of his Delays; therefore, 
without amufmg himfelf any more in gather- 
ing Riches together, which could not efcape 
him, if he fucceeded in his Defigns, he ad- 
vanced with his Troops, and encamped on 
the 19th of March at Zulpba^ a laige Bo- 
rough inhabited by Jrmemans^ not above a 
League diftant from Ifpabattj and made him- 
felf Matter of the Place with very little 
Trouble, the Inhabitants very readily fubmit- 
ting to a Man, whom they could not refift 
with Impunity. 

From Zulpha he fent a Body of 10,000 
Men, to try if they could not penetrate into 
the City, and make themfelves Matters of it 
by Surprize ; he caufed a tfiore confidcrable 
Body to follow them flowly, fo that if the 
firft had any Succefs, they might be readily 
fupported: But this did not fucceed. The 
Negligence of Atyrr-Magbmud to purfue his 
firtt Conqueft, and make all the Advantage of 
it he might, was looked upon by the Inhabi- 
tants of Ifpaboit^ as an Excefs of Fear, which 
began to feize upon the Rebels, and made them 
hope from thenccforv-'ard, that they fhould 
eafily fubdue thofe, who did not approach 
them but with Trembling. I'hey tbrtified 
the City the bett they were able in their prc- 
fcnt Circumftanccs, and potted good Troops 

in

in every Place, where they thought the Ene- 
my could attack them: Thefe Precautions 
were not unprofitable ; for Myrr-Magbmu^Ti 
10,000 Men approaching, they were repulsed 
with Vigour and Lofs, which obliged them» 
as well as the others that followed them, to ' 
take to Flight. 

The General of the Rebels, very much 
concerned that his Dilatorinefs had given the 
City fo much Time to be put in Order and 
fortified, was not willing to let it have any 
more ; but refolved to advance with all his 
Army, compofed of near 100,000 Men, and 
give it a general AfTault, which he determi- 
ned fhould be on the 2 2d of March 1722 5 
but the little River of Zendsn^ on the Borders 
of which Ifpaban is fituated, fwelled fo much 
that Day, that the Enemies did not dare ven« 
ture to pafs it ; but the next the Waters were 
fallen enough for the Army to do it without 
any Danger. The Jgbvans began the Attack 
under the Condufb of James Curlandy other* 
wife called Cbarron: This Chriftian having 
learnt the Succefs of Myrr-Maghmud^ with 
whom he had for a long Time kept an Intel- 
ligence, joined him with feveral Jgbvans^ and 
thefe followed the Attack fo brifkly, that 
every Thing yielded before them, and they 
were very near entering the City the fame 
Day ; but the Agboans^ on thefe firfl Advan* 
ta^s, thinking themfelves already Mafters of 
Ifpaban^ b^an to run about without any Or- 
der, fome on one Side and fome on another, 
hallomng and making' a continual Firing. 
The Pe^ums fuffercd their firft Fire to pafs^ 
G 3 and 
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and theiiv feeing the Difbrder the Befiegers 
were in^ made a vigorous Sally, which 6> dif- 
concerted the Aghvam^ that afmr a fceUe Re- 
finance they took to Flight, and with them 
the reft of the Army* 

This firft Attack not fucceeding, the E- 
ncmy had no Inclination to be^n another 
very foOn : Finding what a powerful Defence 
was made by the Befieged, tliey dreaded what 
another Aflault might coft them; therefore 
altering their Refolution, they thought now 
only of invefting the City, and feizing on all 
the Paflages by which Provifions might be 
brought to it ; fo that if they could not take 
it by Force, they might reduce it by Fa- 
mine ; and this Undertaking fucceeded. 

Ispahan, is without Dilpute, one of the 
largeft Cities in the World , it is at leaft ten 
Leagues in 'Circumference, without reckon- 
ing feveral confiderable Suburbs, well enough 
fortified : It is true, it is not peopled in Pro- 
portion to its Largenefs ; for befides the pub- 
lick Squares, of which there are a great 
Number, and of large Extent, there is hardly 
an Houfe, even of an Artificer, that has not 
a Court, and a large Garden with abundance 
. of Trees, belonging to it ; fo that whoever 
views this City at a Diftance, imagines it to 
be a vaft Foreft, with feveral Houfes built 
in it. 

• The Enemy were not enough in Number 
to be able to nm the Hazard of dividing 
themfelves into fo many Bodies, as would be 
neccflary to feize on all the Pofts round about 
the City to form the Blockade; therefore 
iHjrr'Maghntud refolved to keep quiet in his 

Intrench- 
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Increnchments between Zuipba and Ifpabati^ 
and undertake nothing, till he had received a 
confiderable Body of Troops that was com- 
ing to him from the Provmces of Candabar^ 
Siztftan and Kirman. 

The King of Perfiaj in the mean time, 
who few very well, that the Defign of Myrr-^ 
Magbmud was to inveft the City, and force it 
to furrender by Famine, thought ferioufly 
how he might prevent this Misfortune, and 
refolved, by the Advice of fome of his great 
Men, to make a Sally with above an hundred 
thoufand Men, to go and force the Enemy in 
his Intrenchments, and at leaft to drive him 
to a greater Diftance. He propofed his De- 
fign to the Abemat'Doulet and Valg^ Prince 
of Havottza: The firft was ftrongly for this 
Advice, and would not have had it deferr'd 
a Moment ; but the Prince of Havouza^ who 
by his Avarice, as we have taken Notice of 
before, had occafioned the Lofs of the firft 
Battle, fearing, with Reafon, that he Ihould 
be difgraced and fet quite aiide, if the Ene- 
my (hould once happen to be beaten, pri* 
vately favoured the Party of Myrr-Maghnud^ 
and cunningly endeavoured to put every thing 
out of the way, that he thought might be 
prejudicial to him. The King, who cfteem'd 
this Prince on account of his Bravery, and 
his Experience in military Affairs, and fuf- 
poE^ed nothing of his Infidelity, unhappily 
gave into his Opinion, and abfolutely forbid 
any Sally without an Order fix>m the General 
Valtf^ to whom he intrufted the Care of the 
City : This Prohibition, which was not at all 
cxpcftcd, confidcring the Ncceffity of fi^t- ^ 
G 4 ing. 
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ing, and the good Difpofition all the Inhabi* 
tants were in for it, very much furprized and 
afflidted every one ; but they were ibmewhat 
comforted by the Departure of Prince Tab- 
mafeh^ the King's Son. 

This Prince, endowed with all the Virtues 
of a Hero, affable, liberal, magnanimous, 
and to whom nothing was wanting but Chrif- 
tianity, and a Crown that was worthy of him, 
having by his Father been declared prefurap- 
tive Heir of the Kingdom, and acknow- 
ledged as fuch by all the other Princes of the 
Blood and Grandees of the Court, went out 
of the City on the 21ft of j^ril^ accompanied 
only by four hundred chofen Soldiers. His 
I>efign was to get together all the Troops he 
could in the Provinces, to make a confidera- 
ble Body, and then to return to the Succour 
of the Place. Nobody in the leaft doubted, 
that the Prefence of fo amiable a Prince would 
draw the People in Crowds to his Party, or 
that the Love which every one fcemed to 
have for him, would make them ufe their ut- 
moft Endeavours to put him very foon in a 
Condition to refift his Enemies: But what 
Truft is to be placed in the Fidelity of Men? 
Princes, like others, have many Friends in 
Profperity, and fee tlienifelves attended by a 
Crowd of Courtiers, v/ho all ftrive to give 
the moft inviolable Procts of tht-ir Attach- 
ment, but all difappcar at the Sight of Ad- 
verfity, and the beft Friends in Appearance 
often uke to Flight, and leave them a Prey 
to their Misfortunes. 

Tjiis was proved by the unhappy Prince 
of whom we are fpeaking : The forrowful 

Condition 
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Condition he mud be reduced to without a 
fpeedy Succour, made no Impreflion on the 
Minds of his Subjedb. The People, and 
even the Neighbours of Ifpaban^ (Iruck with 
a Panxck at the News of the Defeat of the 
Perftans^ had quitted their Habiutions, and 
difperfed themfelves on every Side, in the 
Mountains, from whence they would not de- 
fcend and re-unite in Defence of their Prince. 
Others at a greater Diftance, under Pretence 
of preferving the Limits of the Kingdom 
from the Incroachment of the Tirrib, excufed 
themfelves fix>m coming to him ; and others 
thinking this a. fair C^portunity to fatisfy 
their Ambition, fought only how to make 
themfelves abfolute, and become independent 
in their Provinces. Thus this unfortunate 
Prince iaw himfelf abandoned by every Body, 
and not having, among thefe Diforders in the 
Kingdom, Authority fufHcient to make him- 
felf obey'd, refolved to return to IfpahaUy and 
defend the City as well as he could, by the 
Afliftance of the Inhabitants, and thofe Stran- 
gers who had taken Refuge there in great 
Numbers : But it was no longer in his Power 
to return alonj? ; the City was invefted on all 
Sides, and every Paffage to it occupied by 
the Enemy. For as foon as Myrr-Magbmud 
had heard of the Departure of Prince Tabma^ 
feb^ he forefaw all that was to be feared, if 
before the Return of that Prince, he did not 
put himfelf in a Condition not to be attack* 
cd : He had but two Meafures to take, either 
to abandon his Enterprize and retire, or pulh 
on the Siege fo vigoroufly, that it might fur* 
render before any Succoun could arrive; the 
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firft was not agreeable to his Temper, and he 
had advanced too far to draw back ; the fe- 
cond appeared very dangerous. The Refolu- 
tion which he knew t|ie Befi^ed had taken, 
to defend thenifelves co the laft Extremity, 
made him apprehend, that his Th>ops might 
be much weakened under fuch Circumftan- 
ces 'r neverthelels the Neceflity he was in of 
immediately vanquilhing, or being himfelf 
deftroyed, forced hini to embrace the latter 
Defign, and Fortune, very unhappily for If- 
paJban,. feconded this Refolution. 

There was upon the River, at one of die 
Ends of the Town, a very large Bridge, be* 
yond which was a fmall Fort that commanded 
the whole Country, and at the fame Time a 
Part of the City: This Fort once taken, 
Myrr-Maghnud could, without running any 
Rifk, cafiiy feize on all the other Forufica- 
tions one after another, batter the City as he 
thought proper, and cut off a Paflage for 
any Provmons to be brought to it. 

He thought how he might make himfelf 
Matter of this Port, and an Opportunity of- 
fered, which he made the mod of; the Geor- 
gians^ to whom the Guard of this Bridge and 
Fort were intruded, having by Chance taken 
a fniall Provifion of jiqua Viu^ which was 
coming to Myrr-Magbmu^s Army, had drank 
of it to fuch Excefs, that they were all drunk, 
and in their Liquor had left the Fort without 
any Guard : Myrr-Magbmud^ who was imme- 
diately advertifed of this by his Spies, fent 1 500 
JgbvanSj who, on the laft Day of Jprit^ fci- 
zed on the Bridge and the Caftle, and having 
forced all the Georgians to lay down their 
. 4 Arm5> 
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Arms, play'd all the Artillery that he found 
there in great Abundance againft the City. 
This Acquifition facilitated the PafTage of 
Myrr-MagbmuSs Army from the other Side 
the River, to take from the PerfianSj and c- 
fpecially fiiom the Atbentat-Boukt^ the adyan* 
tagious Pofts they occupied, and without 
which it would have been very difficult to 
have taken the City. 

A Succour of 20,000 Men, whom Myrr'- 
Magbmud txpcSttAj as was faid before, from 
the Provinces of Candabarj Sizifian^ and Kir^ 
ffUMj coming up at this Interim, ferved him 
not a little in his Enterprize. After having 
aiHgn'd his new Troops their Polls, which 
were to guard the Intrenchments that had 
been made in the Beginning of the Siege be« 
tween Zulpba and Ifpaban^ he divided his 
Army into two Bodies, and made them pafs 
the River at the two Extremities of the 
Town. In a fhort Time he found himfelf 
Mailer of the Fortifications that defended If- 
paban^ and of all the Pallages by which any 
Provifions or other Succours could be brought 
to it. 

The Befieged feeing their City thus block* 
ed up, without any Hopes of Succour frova 
Prince Tabmafcb^ who they learnt was very 
much embarraflbd himfelf, and beginning on 
the other hand to feel the Miferies of Fa- 
mine, eameftly defircd they might be allowed 
to go out and give Battle to the Enemy ; but 
the Prince of Havouza^ who privatchf fa- 
voured the Party of Mpr-Magbmudj forgot 
nothing that might difliiade them from this, 
faying, that it was not yet Time» that the 

King's- 
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King*s Intendon was no other, and^ that he 
would not faU of giving them Notice, when 
the Occafion prcfented itfelf : But this Occa- 
fion was long in coming, and the Ftavifions, 
which diminifhed every Day, began to fail 
• them ; feveral died of Hunger, and the great 
Men, as well as the meaner Sort, faw the 
Neceflity there was of attacking the Enemy, 
and of opening a Pallage to their Provifions, 
which were not far off; but the King, who 
through too much Fear, or rather a Ihame- 
ful Cowardice, had (hut himfelf up in his 
Palace, would never liften to their De- 
mands, but on the contrary, being offended 
with them, as if they had revolted againft 
him, ordered, with an unheard-of Impru- 
dence and Cruelty, that they fliould be fired 
upon and abfolutely difperfed from before his 
Palace. 

So extraordinary a Conduft would have in- 
falliby caufed a general InfurreAion in the 
whole City, if jicbmet Jga^ a valiant and ge- 
nerous Man, and who was very much attached 
to the Intereft of his King, had not appeafed 
the Murmurings of the People, and put him- 
felf at the Head of the Troops and of the 
Inhabitants, to go out and fight the Enemy. 

It was in the Beginning of Julyj that he 
went out of the City, followed by above 
^0,000 Men : He began his Attack, faintly 
fupported by the Prince of Havouza^ and had 
at firft all the Succefs he could hope for ; af- 
ter having killed 2000 yfgbvans^ and obliged 
the reft to retire, he feizcd on certain Paffes, 
by which he could with Eafe bring Provi- 
fions into the City. 

This 
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This happy Beginning gave great Joy to 
the Inhabitants, but it lafted not long; for 
the Prince of Havouza^ who till then had 
only favoured Myrr-Magbmud in fecret, de- 
clared for him openly, and joining his Troops 
to thofe of the Enenny, came thundering 
upon Jcbmet Aga^ drove him from the Polb 
he was poiTefled of, put all the Perfians he 
met with to the Sword, and purfued the o» 
thers with fo much Heat, that they had much 
ado to gain the City. This Treachery of the 
Prince of Havouzdy and the Defeat of Ach- ' 
met Aga^ greatly difpirited the Befieged, and 
made them lofe almoft all Hope of being 
able to defend themfelves. 

The King of Pcrfiay more fenfible of this 
Misfortune than any other, and not knowing 
where to vent his Refentment in the great 
Affliftion he was under, called to him Acbmei 
Aga^ and blamed him publickiy, for too rea* 
dily following the Inclination of the People^ 
and for his Imprudence in going to atuck 
the Enemy in their Intrenchments without 
the Orders of the Prince of Havouza ; add- 
ing, that if that Prince had betrayed him on 
this Occafion, it proceeded from the Chagrin 
he had, to fee by this Sally that his Autho- 
rity was defpifed, and his Counfels rejected. 
Acbmei Aga omitted nothing that he thought 
might cxcufe himfelf, and give the King to 
underftand, that Neceflity alone, the Welfare 
of the State» and the Safety of his Majefty's 
Perfbn, had enjgaged him in what he had un- 
dertaken ; and that as to the Prince of Ha^ 
vouza^ he had had for a long Time a fecret 
Conefjpondence with Mfrr^Magbmud^ and that 

the 
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die little Care he had ifaewn to lefift him, 
joined to his conlUnt Aj^cation of remo- 
ving every thing that might incommode^ 
or flop the Enemy in his Vv&oty^ "^"^^ ^^ 
evident Ftoof of his Infidelity ; but the King 
not being willing to hear any thing of this 
Kind, jfcbmet j^a^ too fenfible of the Re- 
proaches he made him* and believing he 
could never furvivc fuch an Affront with Ho- 
nour, fwallowcd a Dofe of Poifon the next 
Night, of which he died four or five Hours 
after. 

The Lofs of this Man, who was affable, 
generous and jufl, occafioned a general Grief, 
and even the King himfelf, being recovered 
from the Prejudices he had conceived againft 
him, had relblvcd to intruft the Defence of 
the City to him ; and it muft be confefied, 
there was great Need of a Man of his Ho- 
nour and Bravery, in the forrowfiil Condition 
it was reduced to by the Famine. 

Nothing could be more deplorable than 
the Extremities the Inhabitants were drove 
to : All the Horrors that formerly fell upon 
the City of Jerufalem^ during the Time it 
was beficged by Titus and VefpafiaUy were re- 
newed in our Days in the City of Ifpaban ; 
and it may even be faid, that they went ber 
yond them. 

In the Beginning of the Siege the King, 
but little experienced in the Art of War, 
and liftening too eafily to the Sentiments of 
fome Perfons, unworthy of his Confidence, 
and incapable of giving him any wholefome 
Advice, publifhed an Edift, by which he for- 
bad all the Citizens and even Strangers to go 

out . 
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out of the City upon any Pretence whatfo- 
ever: Moreover all thofe who, through Fear 
of the Enemy, came in Crowds from the 
neighbouring Villages, were received into the 
City ; fo that it contained a vaft Multitude of 
unprofitable Perfons. Not only the Houfes, 
but the Gardens, the Streets and all the pub- 
. lick Places were filled with them ; notwith- 
ihnding which, before the Town was inveft* 
ed, and all the Avenues to it blocked up, all 
Kinds of Provifion were very cheap ; but 
when the Place was invefted, every thing 
bore an excelfive Price : An ordinary Loaf of 
Bread was (old in the Month of July from 8 
to lo Piaftres, in the Month of Juguft for 
20, in September for 100, and at laft it 
mounted to 200 Piaftres. Horfes, of which 
the King himfelf was obliged to make his 
ordinary Diet, were fold from 12 to 150Q Pi- 
aftres : Dogs and Cats were, fought for, and 
eat by the private Perfons who could get 
them ; and at laft the Mifery was fo great, 
that Men without Horror fed upon human 
Flefli, Perfons who were reduced to Skin 
and Bones, were feen in the'Chamel Houfes 
feeking for dead Bodies, to fupport a little 
longer the Remains of a languiihing Life, 
which Hunger foon after deprived them of: 
Others ran with Fury about the Streets with 
Bars of Iron in their Hands, to knock down 
the firft the^ met, and afterwards devour their 
Caicafles. ' Mothers did not even fpare their 
own Children, infenfible of their Cries and 
Tears, they were the firft to mafiacre and eat 
them. 

BWT 
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But it wa» not only amon|; the meaner 
Sort that thefe inhuman Cruelucs were exer- 
cifed; Perfons of the grcateft Diftin£tion» af- 
ter they had confumed all their Money, were 
drove to the fame Extremities : Some Fami« 
lies only, not being able to refolve on fuch 
unnatural Horrors, chofe rather to die by Poi- 
fon, than to fupport themfelves wretdiedly 
in a Manner fo contrary to Humanity. 

Such was the unhappy Condition of Ifpa- 
ban for two Months and a half; the Number 
of the Dead in that Time would furpals ordi« 
nary Belief. The Gardens and the publick 
Squares were' like fo many Church -Yards : 
And fo many dead Bodies were thrown into 
the River, that all the next Year no one 
would venture thro* Horror to cat any Filh. 

If Myrr-Maghmud, at this unhappy' 
Conjundhire, had attack'd the City, he might 
infalliby have taken it by Ailault, and that 
without much Trouble ; but being defirous 
to prcfcrve the Treafurcs of the King and the 
Nobles, which would certainly have been car- 
ried off by the Soldiers in the Heat of the 
Plunder, he kept himfelf quiet for above forty 
* Days, ftill amufing the Perfmns with fruitlefs 
Terms of Capitulation, and expecting every 
Day when the King and tlie City would fur- 
render at Difcretion," which fcil out accord- 
ingly on the 23d of October 1722. 

Th e King in the firft Place, that he might 
foften the Rage of his Viftor, and provide 
for the Safety of his Life, chofe, among the 
Princeflcs his Daughters, one whofe Beauty, 
Wit, and engaging Behaviour, he thought 
would be moll agreeable to Myrr-Magbmudy 

and 
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ind fent her to him with very rich Prefents» 
humbly befeeching he would be pleafed to 
accept of her for his Wife > after which di- 
Vefting himfelf of all the Badges of Royalty, 
and doathed- in a black Garment, he went on 
Foot with Tears in his Eyes, and in the moff 
humble and fubmif&ve Pofture, through the 
prindpal Streets of the City, deploring his 
own Misfortunes, and the Riiin of his Fa« 
mily^ who were very foon to enter into'a fe- 
vere Bondage. 

The few Inhabitants who were left in If* 
pabafty touched with fo melancholy a Spefta- 
de, could not refrain from Tears, and for** 
getting their own Mifcries, for a (hort Time 
feemed fenfible only to thofe of their Prince. 
Their Cries and Groans were heard in all 
Parts around, and carried as far as Zulpba^ 
where they filled the Hearts of all who were 
there with Grief and CompafHon. After this 
forrowful Solemnity the King put on his u- 
fual Habit again, and having the Crown on 
his Head^ went out of the City accompanied 
by about 300 Petfons of the greateft Rank in 
his Court, and prefented himfelf before Myrr^ 
Magbmud in his Camp. 

. The Rebel was intreated, by fome about 
him, to meet the King at his Approach ; but 
this he thought beneath the Dignity of a 
Conqueror, and contented himfelf with bare- 
ly rifing out of his Seat a£ his Arrival, and 
giving him a common Salute, which he 
would have done to the loweft Perfon in his 
Cburt 

Voi.n. H So 
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.:So^ hauglitjra BehaTiour very much turned 
Mens Minds againft him ; even the Enemies^ 
efpecially Efcberef^ a Chief of the Agboms^ 
and a near Relation to Myrr-Magbmud^ could 
not.ibrbear to (hew his DUlike of it publickl]r« 
The King in the mean time, without fhewing 
any of that inexpreflibJe Grief that touched 
him to the very Soul, approached Mfrr* 
Mdgbmudj and embraced him as if he had 
been one of his beft Friends; he acknow- 
ledged him for his Son-in-law, and at length 
adopted him for his Son, making an authen- 
rick Cedlon to him in Writing of his King« 
dom, himfelf, and his Defcendants, exclu-> 
ding his own Children for ever from the 
SuccelSon, or thofe who Ihould be bom of 
them. 

As all the Acknowledgment for to confi« 
derable a Grant, the King defired but two 
Things; firft, that he (hould not touch his 
Concubiner, and the other, that he fliould 
engage himfelf by Oath, that he would fpare 
his own Life and that of his Children, the 
* Princes of the Blood, whom he ought to look 
upon as his younger Brothers, and from whom 
he might cxpeft all the RefpeA, Submiflion, 
and Fidelity, he could defire. Myrr-Magb- 
mud engaged himfelf without DitHculty and 
even very willingly to all that was required 
of him : After which, the King taking his 
Crown from his Head, put it upon that of 
the Rebel, prcfented him with his Sceptre^ 
and at the fame l*ime delivered to him the 
Keys of his Palace and his Treafures, afluring 
him, that he would always acknowledge him 
* for his Matter and only Sovereign, 

I The 
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The Grandees of the Kingdom, and the 
Generals of the Agbvans and Guebres follow'd 
the Example of the King of Perjta^ and all 
made their Submiilion: Myrr-Magbmud^ af* 
ter having given the King, according to the 
Cuftom of the Country, and all his Train 
foitie Refrefliment, fent about 4000 Men to 
feize on the Royal Palace, the Avenues and 
principal Polls in the City, and made his 
publicK Entry into it on the 25th'of the fame 
Month* Qi.dS^' 

James Curland, with 10 or 12 Soldiers 
on Foot, began theProceifion; he himfelf was 
mounted on a Horfe richly caparifoned, and 
carried the Keys of the City and Royal Pa^ 
lace; immediately after him followed 150 of 
the Guards, marching two and two with their 
Sabres lifted up ; thefe were followed by 20 
Officers on Honeback fuperbly cloathed, and 
forming a kind of Circle, in the Centre of 
which was the new King, with the Crown on 
his Head and the Sceptre in his Hand, mount- 
ed on a very fine Horfe, which the Prince of 
Havouza had made him a«Prefent of fome 
Days before : He had on each Side of him 
the two Chiefe of his Army, Kicfr Suhan and 
AmanuUoj with each a Circlet on his Head 
adorned with precious Stones. The March 
was clofed by an hundred other Soldiers of 
the Guards, having, as the firfl:, their Sabres 
in their Hands ; alter thefe came the Perfian 
Grandees, with fome of the Princes of the 
Blood at their Head, iand the dethroned King, 
who from henceforward was called only Scbab 
Huffiin. The Streets that led to the Palace 
were lined with Soldiers with thdr Muikets 
' H2 on 
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Oft their Shoulders, and at equal IMftaiiCes 
from one Place to toother were burnt a Quan- 
tity of Perfumes, to difperfe the ill Scent 
which fo many dead Bodies had occafioned. : 

As foon as Myrr-Magbmud arrived at the 
Royal Palace, he was conduced into the great 
Hall where the Throne flood, and being pla*^ 
ced thereon, was a fecond Time faluted King 
of Perfia by Scbab Hujfein^ by the Princes and 
Grandees of the Kingdom, who appeared in 
great Numbers at the new Court. A Mo- 
ment after a general Difcharge was made of 
ail the Artillery that was in the City; but 
there was nothing extraordinary in the Rejoi- 
cings that followed for fome Days, the Mi- 
fery of the Inhabitants would not allow them 
to exprefs any great Joy upon this Occafion. 
The Dearth ncvcrthelcfs diminifhed confide- 
rably, and the Loaf of Bread that had been 
fold for 200 Crowns, was by Order of Mfrr* 
Magbmud reduced to two Crowns ; and very 
foon after, Provifions coming in in great A- 
bundaiice, every thing was fold at a reafona- 
ble Price, 

So happy a Succefs made the new King 
imagine, he (hould be able to carry on all his 
Entcrprizes with great Facility. Mailer as he 
wai of the Capital of the vaft Kingdom of 
Petjia^ having the King in his Power, the 
Princes, and the greateft Part of the Grandees, 
he did not doubt but all the other Cities and 
Provinces would readily acknowledge his Au- 
thority, and fubmit to it : Therefore, having 
regulated every thing in Jfpaban^ and put 
Schab Httjfein and his Children under a ftrong 
Guard, he fcnt, at the End of Nwemher^ 

10,000 
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10,000 Aghoans to Cajbin^ another capital City 
oiPerfia^ and one of the ordinary Refidcnces 
of her Kings* to engage it to furrender, and 
^▼e the fiift Exarhple of its Submiffion ; the 
Inhabitants of this City, who were not pre- 
pared to hold out a Siege, immediately fub- 
mitted ; but fliortly after, not being able to 
endure the unworthy Cruelties committed by 
the Agbvans^ entered into a fecret Confpiracy 
and revolted, killing above four thoufand of 
them, took their Baggage from the red, and 
obliged them to fly \ feveral of them died on 
the Road of the Wounds they had received, 
or through the excefllve Cold, againil which 
they were not provided : So that very few of 
them arrived at Ifpaban in the Beginning of 
February 1723; and jimanuUa their General 
had niuch ado to get cured of a Mufket-Shot 
he had received in his Right Shoulder. 

The News of this Defeat afflidled Myrr 
Magbmud in an extraordinary Manner, and 
learned him how much his Prefence was ne- 
cellary to fubdue the reft of the Kingdom to 
his Dominion ; neverthelefs he would not go 
too foon out of Ifpaban \ he feared, that in 
his Abfence (bme Revolution might happen, 
which might in a Moment take from him all 
the Fruits of his Conqueft. There was in* 
deed nothing to be dreaded from Scbab Hajfein 
and the Princes of the Blood, whom he had 
intrufted with a Guard of his moft faithful 
•Adherents; but the Grandees of the King- 
dom, to whoni he had given their Liberty, 
mighty as foon as he fhould be engaged in a 
.War elfewhere, fpirit up the People ag^nft 
hiiDt oblige the Soldiers he left behind him 
H3 to

to lay down dieir Ann% and nuke dieiiir 
felvcs Maften of the City and the Fortifica^ 
tions. 

To prevent this, and aflbre himfelf of thf 
City in the firft Place, he caufed all the Far 
milies to come fix>m the neighbouring Pior 
▼inces, who wece- found there of his Seft, to 
whom he diftributed a Part of the Houfes of 
thofc, who had pcrifhed by the Famine ; af^ 
tcr which, under Pretence of giidng a Repaft 
to the Grandees of the Kingdom, he alTem* 
bled them all in his Palace, where he ordered 
them and their Children to be ftabbM: Their 
dead Bodies, to the Number of 300, were 
thrown in the publick Streets. Not contented 
- with this ihocking Cruelty, he alfo caufed a 
thoufand Soldiers to be put to Death, who 
were of the Guards of Scbah Huffein^ and three 
hundred Perfians. 

' Some few Days after, all thofe who were 
thought fit to bear Arms, were maflacred; 
fome in their Houfes, fome in the Streets, 
and other publick Places : So that according 
to the common Opinion, there were not lefs 
than 25,000 Men deftroyed on this Occafion 
in cold Blood. 

Myrr-Maohmud, by this monftrous and 
unheard-of Cruelty, having got rid of all 
thofe» from whom he imagined he had any 
thing to fear, and feeing in the City only 
Pcrfons of his own Scft, of whofe Fidelity 
he had no Doubt, he thought now of no- 
thing but new Conquefts : Therefore, after 
having given his Orders, and left a good Ga- 
rifon in the City and all the Caftles, he put 
himfelf at the Head of his Army in the Be- 
ginning 
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^nning of Mttf 1723, and marched towards 
the Qtadel of Guim. 

. This Place, built on the Top of a little 
Hill, is very ftrong, and as it is commanded 
by no other Place, was very difficult to take 
any otherwife than by Famine. Zeherdeh- 
Kan^ one of the Generals of the Agbvans^ 
had already attacked it feveral Times, but 
^dthout any Succefi \ on the contrary, he had 
been vigoroufly repulfed, even with Lofs. 
Myrr-Magbmud at his Arrival fummoned it 
to furrender, and upon the Refufal of the 
Governor, he fent 4000 Guebres to feize on 
the Gates, break them down, and force the 
Garifon to fubmit : This Enterprize did not 
fucceed according to his Wiflies ; for thofe 
who guarded the Citadel, attentive to all that ' 

pafTed in the Army of the Enemy, feeing 
the Guebres with Hatchets in their Hands ap- 
proaching in Crowds to their Gates, made a 
Difcharge fo a prepos of all their Artillery 
upon them, that they killed above 2000, 
which fo terrified the reft, that they took to 
Flight, and returned to the Camp. 

In the mean time, Myrr-Magbmud forcfec- 
ing what it would coft him, if he perfifted in 
the Refolution of taking the Place by Foixre, 
and not thinking on the other hand, that he 
ought to emi>loy much Time in invefting it, 
and waiting till it fliould be obliged to fur- 
render through Hunger, had recourfe to ano- 
ther Method, in which he fucceeded. He 
fent by fome of his Confidents a confiderabic 
Sum of Money to the Governor, affuring 
him^ that if he would deliver up the Placc» 
be ^ould xcoeivc a much larger, and have » 
H4 Govern*

Government a great deal better than that He 
heljd at prefent: The Soldiers of the Garifoi) 
were not forgot^ but each had a Pirfent gi- 
ven to them ; and they foon after gave up 
the Citadel. Mjfrr-Magbmud^ to prcferve it, 
put a thoufand /fgbvans in it, under one of 
the chief of his Friends, and turned the Go- 
vernor out, and carried away the Soldiers 
with him, under Pretext of their participa- 
ting with him in his Viftories, 

He afterwards took his Rout toward Bmf- 
faban^ a little City fituated on the Afcent of 
a fmall Hill, at the Bottom -of which ex- 
tended an agreeable and fertile Plain, waterM 
by divers Rivulets of running Waters, which 
made it, in the Summer Seafon, the moft a- 
grceable Habitation of any in the Province 
of Airack. 

This City gained feveral Advantages over 
the Enemy, of whom fhe deftroyed a great 
Number in a Month's Time, while the Siege 
continued; but at length being prefled by 
great Miferies within, fhe furrendered at the 
Perfuafion pf Zeberdelt-KM^ on honourable 
Terms. 

The Aghvans, hitherto confined to the 
Territory of Ifpaban alone, began to think of 
going out to fubdue the other Provinces ; ne- 
verthelefs, as they were apprehcnfive of fomc 
fuddcn Revolution in favour of Prince Tab- 
• ntafiby whom fome of the People began to 
follow, it was judged neceflary for Alftr- 
Magbnuid to remain in the conquered Coun- 
try with a Part of his Troops, to be in Rea- 
dinefs to remedy any Troubles that might 
happen, and that Kicr Sulian fhould go in the 

mean 
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mean while, with the reft of the Troops, to 
make himfelf Mafter of the other Provinces, 
and moft confiderable Towns in the King- 
dom : Therefore the Army was. divided into 
two Bodies; JCf^r Sultan having under him 
ZeherdeU-KaHj took the moft numerous, and 
went to throw himfelf into the Province of 
Fafiftany which, after a noble Defence, at 
length fubmitted, as we (hall fee hereafter. 
Myrr-Magbmud kept with him only 25,000 
Men, with whom he went to attack Kmlpi- 
kin. 

This City, which is not above 30 or ^5 
Leagues from Ifpaban^ and which is fituated 
in a Plain, barren for want of Water, held 
out ftrongly for the Party of Prince Tabma- 
feb: It was well*fumi(hed with Troops, Pro- 
vifions, and Ammunition of War. The Q- 
tadel elpecially wanted for nothing that was 
neceflary for its Defence, and to maintain a 
long Siege. 

As foon as Myrr-Magbmud arrived there, 
and had learnt by his Spies the Refolution of 
the Inhabitants, and the good Condition of 
the Place, he began to fear, and repented his 
having advanced fo far with fo fmall a Body 
of Troops ; neverthelefs, unwilling to have 
the Difgrace of abandoning his Enterprize, 
he diipofed every thing in fuch a Manner, 
that after having caufed feveral Difcharges of 
his Artillery to be made ag^nft the Town, 
he ordered it to be attacked in three different 
Places at once, which was done with fo much 
Order and Bravery, that notwithftanding the . 
generous Refiftance of the Befieged, he had 
^1 the Advantage he could defut, and feized. 

on* 
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on a fnudl Number of Retrenchments^ whicli 
fenred him greatly, to refift the continual 
Sallies which were wont to be made, and in 
which he had feveral Soldien taken Fri* 
foners. 

Prince Tahmasbb, who was but two 
Pays Mareh from Kuipekiny with 8000 Men, 
under a Chief named Fredranc^Kan^ of the 
Seft of the Aghoans^ hearing of the Danger 
that the Befieged were in, came with his lit* 
tie Body of Troops to their Succour, and he 
came with the more Pleafure, as hp thought 
himfelf fure of Succefs. The fmall Number 
of the Enemies, whom the continual Rains, 
and the excelfive Sharpncfs of the Cold, had 
extremely incommoded, the Fidelity of the 
Inhabitants with refped to him, and the 
Goodnefs of his Troops, had almofl: aflfured 
him beforc^hand of Viftory ; but he found 
himfelf deceived : For he was fcarce arrived, 
before Fredronc-Kan^ by the blackeft Trea- 
chery abandoning his Party, went to embrace 
that of Myrr^Magbmud^ fuddenly throwing 
himfelf, with the beft Troops that followed 
the Prince, upon thofe who guarded the Re* 
trenchments, and making all whom he encoun- 
tercd throw down their Arms, he feized on 
all the advantagious I^ofts they had pofleflfed : 
The Inhabitants, difpirited and confounded 
at this unexpefled Revolt, and not knowing 
how to defend themfclvcs in the Diftrcfs they 
were in, abandoned the reft of the Retrench* 
ments, and took Refuge in the Fortrefs, 
which was fhoitly after took by the Enemy. 
The City was delivered up to be plundered, 
and all the Citizens put to the Sword : The 

Prince, 
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Prince, with the few Soldiers who continued 
faithful to him, was obliged to Hy» and went 
intoxhtYvomnctoiMazanderan. 

The City of Caffam^ terrified at the Re- 
port of this forrowfui News, and fearing that 
they might foon undergo the fame Fate with 
Kulpekiny fent their Chiefs to Myrr-MagbmuJ^ 
and fubmitted to him, who treated them with 
all the Lenity that their Submi(Iion required. 

Afthr thefe Succefles, Jk^rr-Mzji^/Wrc- 
folved to return to Ifpaban^ as well to recover 
from the .Fatigues of the War, as to refrefli 
and augment his Troops : Therefore, having 
put Garifons in the two lad Towns, he went 
away, and arrived at Ifpaban towards the End 
. of March 1724. It was at this Time, there 
appeared a young Georgian Heroine, who per- 
formed fuch Feats of Courage againft the 
jlgbvanSy as could not but be greatly admir'd, 
and well deferve to be recorded. 

This brave Woman having learnt, that 
her Hufband was killed by the Enemy at the 
taking of the Bridge and Citadel of Ifpaban^ 
fpoken of before, refolved to go and revenge 
his Death upon die Authors of it : She trull- 
cd her Effiib, and the Education of two 
Children (he had, to the Care of her Brother, 
and difguifing her Sex, and taking conveni- 
ent Garments, well armed herfelf, and with- 
out being difmayed at the Rigour of the Sea- 
fon, or the Length of the Journey, which 
was near four hundred Leagues, came with 
all Speed to Ifpaban^ where (he arrived juft 
as Myrr-Mdgbmud made his laft Entry into it. 
She no (boner perceived the JgbvanSy and the 
Place where her Hu(band was killed, but the 

Delire 
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t>efire of Vengeance grew ftronger in her 
Heart; therefore, without waiting any Ion* 
ger, but fatigued as (he was with her Jour- 
ney, Ihe threw herfelf. Sabre in Hand, with 
Impetuofity upon a Body of Agbtmns^ and 
killed above twenty of them before they had 
Time to feize her. Myrr-Maghmui hearing 
of the Behaviour of this refolute Woman, 
caufed her to be put into Prifon, defigning 
her only fome flight Punifliment, and to have 
fent her home again ; but the Agboans pre- 
vented that, by putting her to Death in the 
Place where flie was confined. 

In the mean time it was not known what 
Succefs the Army had had, which was fent 
the Year before into the Province of Fafiftan: 
All they were certain of was, that the City 
of ScbiraZj which is the Capital, had been 
befleged by Kior Sultan^ that that General 
had been killed by a Mufket-Shot at the firft 
Attack, and that ZeberdeU-Kan taking his 
Place, had pufhed on the Siege with Vigour; 
but they knew no more, and Myrr-Magbmud 
every Day expefted News with great Impa- 
tience, which arrived at length in the Begin- 
ning of May^ and gave a great deal of Joy 
to the new King and all his Party. 

Sc H I R AZ had been taken in the following 
Manner : This City, which is fituated on the 
River Bendemir^ not far from the ancient Fcr^ 
fcpolis^ and is reckoned the fccond City of 
Perftaj was almoft intirely blocked up in the 
Beginning of the Siege. The Kan or Go* 
vendor, who commanded in the Place, and 
who was one of the rnoft powerful Perfons of 

the 
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the Court oi Scbab Hujfein^ neglcdted nothing 
that might hinder the Blockade. 
: Several flight Battles we fouglit ; but at 
length, after a few inconfiderable Advantages 
againft the Enemy, he was obliged to yield 
to a fuperior Force, and abandon thofe Pofts, 
which were abfolutely neceilary to bring Pro^ 
vifions into the City : He had expeded fome 
Aflillance firom Baguircbagia^ an Arabian 
Prince, who was coming with fix or feven 
thoufand Men to the Succour of the Place i 
Jbut they advanced with fo little Order, that 
about 1400 Aghoam defeated them, and kill- 
ed the greateft Part of them. 

The Governor by this Difafter having loft 
the only Refource he had left, and feeing on 
the other hand, that Provifions and Ammu^ 
nition failed him, that three Parts of the In« 
habitants were dead through Hunger, or had 
been killed, and laftly that the Enemy, fo 
far from diminiihing, feemed every Day to 
increafe, he delivered up the City on the 
13th oi Aprilj after a Siege of eight Months* 
maintained with all the Prudence and all the 
Bravery, that could be expeded from fo great 
a General. Above 6000 Aghoam had been 
killed during the Siege ; therefore the City, 
contrary to the Promife of the Enemy, was 
given up to be plundered, and to a moft ter* 
riblc Slaughter. 

A CoNQjJEST of fuch Confequence agreea« 
bly flattered the Vanity of Zeberdeli-Kan^ and 
ftrongly incited him to make new ones ; there- 
fore, after having regulated all things in Scbi* 
rax^ and put a good Garifon into i^ he march- 
ed cowaids X^&r. This Town, which gives its 

Name 
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Name to a little Country between the Fn>* 
lonces of Kuzijlan and Mogoliftan^ and which 
was formerly the Seat of a Prince^ who took 
the Title of King of Labrlfian^ after a feeble 
Refiftance fubmitted, and received about 
%o6o Aghvans into its Fortiefs, defigned for 
its Guards. 

From thence Ziheridt-Km took his Rout 
towards Benderahaffy^ "^Yiv^ was the ancient 
Gtmbrd to whom King Scbab Abas gave his 
Name in the Year 1622, and transferred the 
Trade thither, which was before carried on in 
the Ifland of OrmuSj which he took from the 
Pcrtuguffe with the Affiftance of the Englijb 5 
this Town, as well as the Caftle, furrendered 
in a very Ihort Time, 

Myrr-Maghmud in the mean while, re* 
Covered from all his Fatigues, and having 
well re-eftabli(hed and augmented his Troops, 
by the Means of feveral Families that came 
to him from different Parts, and efpecially 
from Candabar^ refolvcd to purfue his Point, 
and go to conquer the Province of Kilan. 

He appeared, in the Month of Jtme^ at 
the Head of near 30,000 Men % but his good 
Fortune now began to forfake him, and this 
Expedition arifwered but very ill : He was 
fcarce arrived in Kilan^ but, thro* the Badnefs 
of the Air, and the frequent Incurlidns of the 
Aratsj who every Day killed a Number of 
his Men,, he was forced to return to IfpabdHy 
having loft all his Baggage and three Farts of 
his Troops. 

If Prince ^abmafeb at this Time had but 
had 8 or 10,000 Men, to have purlued Ai^^rr- 
Magbmud in his Retreat, he might have Toon 

made 
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made himfclf Maftcr of all that the Enemv 
had taken from him; but the Terror was io 
great among the People, that Nobody dared 
embrace the Party of that Prince, at leaft 
openly, and he was fcarce followed by 2000 
Men. 

The Revtrfe of Myrr-MagbmiuTs Fortune 
threw him into the deepeft Melancholy : The 
Hutcb^ whom Trade had drawn in a pretty 
large Number to Ifpaban^ were the firit who 
felt the Efteds of his ill Humour ; he caufed 
them to be arretted, and to pay him 40,000 
TbomanSy altho' they had already given him 
above 20,000. After thefe, the Armenians 
were taxed at 7000 ; and Choice was made, 
cut of the moft confiderable Families of this 
Nation^ of fifty Girls to be fent into the Se* 
raglio. 

The French were a little lefs ill treated 
on this Occafion ; for he fpared their Purfe, 
it is true, but ftrongly attacked their Liberty. 
M. de Gardstne^ the Conful of the French Na- 
tion at Ifpahan^ to whom we cannot in JuA 
tice deny the Praifes that are due to his WiA 
dom, liis good Conduct, and his Zeal for 
every thing that regarded theTrade of France^ 
received an Order, as well as the other ir^rr* 
Merchants, not only not to go out of the 
City, upon Pain of Death, but alfo not to 
write any Letters whatfoever, under the fame 
Penalty : So that whatever Inclination M. ie 
Garddne had to inform the Court of France oi 
what had pafled in Perjia^ he dared not fa« 
tisfy it« 

But that which chagrinM Mfrr-Maghmui 
the fflofif was in Account of dbe Revolt of

Tizd^ which is ten Days Journqr from I^ 
bm^ on the Side of Qmdabar: The.Inhabi- 
tants of this City, at the Solicitation of the 
Guebres^ who were in great Numbers there^ 
Jiad iubmitted at firft, and received 2000 
Agboahs^ who were fent to be put into Garir 
fon \ but learning the bad Situation of the 
\ Enemy's Affairs at this Time, they obliged 

1 1; all the Agboans to lay down their Arms^ and 

^ |, drove both them and the Guebres out of the 

City. 

Myrr-MaghmuD| embarraflfed as he W2ts 
in his Affairs, would not let this Aftion go 
unpuniflied.; he got together all his Troops 
as foon as poflible, from which he fele&ed a 
Body of about 18,000 Men, and weiit away 
on the aid of December for Tezd. The At- 
tacks were very frequent and very briflc on 
the Side of the Befiegers ; but they were well 
fuftained, and nobly repulfed by the Befie- 
ged ; both Sides were only attentive to the 
Means of becoming Conquerors, and hapr 
pily one prefented icfelf to the Inhabiunts, 
which they knew how to make the befl: of. 
THE'Enemy's Army fuffercd very much, 
^ not only on Account of the Snows that fell 

in great Abundance, but (till more through a 
Scarcity of all Sorts of Provifions : The Pea- 
iants, who had abandoned their Villages, and 
were retired to Mount Taurus^ had carried 
away every thing with them -, fo that Myrr-- 
\ Magbmud was obliged confiderably to dimi-» 

nifii his Troops, and fend fome one Way and 
fome another in Search of Provifion. The 
Befieged perceiving this, made all on a fud- 
den two Sallies, one with the Horfe and tho 

other 
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other with the Foot, and fell fo fmartly and 
fo well-timed upon the Enemy, that they 
killed near three thoufand of them. Mj/rr- 
Magbmud feeing himfelf on the Point of be- 
ing furrounded and taken by the Horfe, wa& 
forced to leave all his Baggage, and take to 
Flight with ' the few Soldiers he had remain* 
ing« This fecond Defeat, which put it out 
of Mfrr-Magbmu^^ Power to undertake any 
thing, at lead for fome Time, threw him 
into fuch an Excefs of Sorrow, that his Life 
was endangered thereby : Troubled for him* 
felf and all that were with him, he refolved 
to (hut himfelf up, and begin the Riadba^ or 
ipiritual Exercifes which are fometimes per- 
formed by the Muilulmans. 

These Exercifes conflft in keejping them- 
ielves Ihut up for fourteen or fifteen Days, 
without eating any thing but a little Bread, 
or drinking any thing but Water taken up 
after the Setting of the Sun, and m conti- 
nually repeating with a hollow Voice, fetch'd, 
as ic were, from the Bottom of their Brea{ts» 
thefe Sounds, Hou! Hou! Hou! till they foam 
at the Mouth, and their Strength intirely 
failing them, they fall into Syncopes, or 
fainting Fits, which they call Extafies ; and 
in thefe Exufies they pretend, the Demoa 
who attends them is obliged, by a fuperior 
Power, to difcover to them the good or ill 
Succefs of the Enterprizes they meditate: 
Thefe fuperftitious Rites Myrr-Magbmud went 
through m the Month of February 1725, but 
drew nodiing from them but a gp?eat Weak* 
nels in his A^nd, and a Difpofidoa not bx 
fipom Madnelk 
^ Voi,. n. I Hia 
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His Head difordertd bjr his long and fe^ 
irere Fading, and a hypooondriac Homour 
firedbnuna6ng» his Redon was fb much im« 
paired, that he fended he (aw eveiy Moment 
Perfons who had Defigns upon his Life% e- 
Vcry body was fufpeded by him, and clpc- 
cially the Princes of the Blood, of whom he 
tclblvcd intircly to rid himfelf. 

Th e ^tter to execute this horrible Defign, 
he borrowed the AflUftance of Ibme of his 
confident Friends, with whom, immediately 
after Dinner, he entered into the great Hall, 
where all the Princes rere aflembled with 
ScbabHuffein their Father; and there his in* 
human I^jry tranfported him to far, that he 
fell, with his Sabre in Hand, upon all the 
Royal Family, and intircly deftioyed them, 
except two young Princes of four or five Years 
of Age, whom the Fear of Death had drove 
into the Arms of their Father, as the laft A- 
fylum that was left them : Scbab Hujfein em* 
braced them tenderly, and bathing them with 
his Tears, lifted up his Arm to ward oflF a 
Blow that the Tyrant was prepared to give 
them, by which Means he received a confi- 
derable Wound. The Sight of the Blood, 
which iflued from it in Abundance, very 
tnuch foftened Myrr-Magbmud^ who had no 
Defign to hurt the Perfon of the King, and 
engaged him to fpare the two young Princes 
to comfort his old Age, The Number of 
the Dead amounted to a hundred and five 
Perfons, among whom were three Uncles of 
Scbab Hujfein^ very much advanced in Years, 
and fcvcn of his Nephews. 

Arxlft 
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After fo horrid a Slaughter, Mj^-Magb* 
mud not finding any Remedy for his Malady, 
that could give him Eafe, caufed the Arme* 
nian Prieds to be called about him to read the . 
Gofpel upon his Head, and to engage them 
the more willingly, he fcnt them fifteen thou- 
fand Tbomans of Gold, aflfuring them, that if 
he recovered his Health, he would reftore all 
he had taken from them : He alfo made 
fome Reftitution to the Dutch Company ; but 
all was taken from them again by his Succef- 
for. His Body covered over with a Leprofy^ 
fent forth an intolerable Stench, his Flefh 
drdpt from his Bones by Piece-Meals, and in 
the Excefs of his Fury he tore his Hands and 
Arms with his Teeth, and Nature no longer 
able to perform her necclTary Funftions, he 
voided his Excrements at his Mouth. 

The Aghvans feeing the Danger Jl^rr- 
Magbmud was in, thought of giving him a 
SuccefTor; they would willingly have had his 
Brother, to whom the Government of Perfia 
naturally devolved upon the Death of Myrr- 
Magbmud^ had he been upon the Spot; but 
he was yet in the Province of Candabar: And 
tonfidering the Diftance between the Places, 
and the Badnefs of the Roads, it would be 
impoflible, with all the Speed that could be 
made^ for him to come to Ifpaban in lefs than 
eight or ten Months, and their Neceflity wa$ 
very preffing ; for the People informed of the 
miferable Condinon Myrr-Magbmud was in» 
began to fear him no more, and to declare 
loudly in favour of Prince Tdbmafeb: The 
Report even fpread, that that Prince was ap^ 
proacfaing wim a powerful Army ; that ;he 
la Arabs 
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iftvJx joining the Pif^lGn^ 

Affiftanoei and that the Towns only waited 

for his Arrival to fubnsit CO him. 

All thefc Reporo, as falfe as they weief uh 
timidated the jigbwais^ and taught them the 
indifpenfable Neceflity there was of chiifing« 
without Delay, fome Man capable of fup- 
porting them under the Difficulties they were. 
So that in the Impoffibility there was of fee- 
ing the Brother of Myrr-Magbmud come Time 
enough to take his Place, they turned their 
Eyes upon his Coufin Gemum, named EfcbC" 
reff^ who was at that Time in Prifon, for the 
Reaibn we (hall relate. 

The deplorable Situation oi SchibHuJfebf% 
AflTairs towards the End of the Siege Qilfpa- 
ban^ when he put his Crown and Sceptre into 
the Hands of Myrr-Magbmud^ touched every 
one with Compafllon ; even the Enemy, fen* 
fible of his Misfortunes, could not refnun 
from Tears ; but Efcberef^ as we have already 
obferved, was one of thofe who feemed the 
moil moved, and ufed all his Endeavours to 
engage Myrr-Magbmui to receive the unfor« 
tunate Princes in a Manner lefs haughty and 
barbarous. The Freedom with which he 
Ipoke on this Occafion, rendered him flii^ 
peded by Mprr-Magbmud^ who at firft dif- 
fembled ius Refentment, but afterwards cau- 
fed him to be feized, and dapt up in Pri* 
fon. 

Th£ Aghvans getting together, at the 
Time we are fpeaking of, and taking up 
their Arms, went and rcleafed Efcbereff from 
his Confinement ; and having conducted him 
to the Royal Palace, caufed him to mount 

the 
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the Throne^ and faluted him as King of 
Perfia. 

^EscHEREFF, to maintain himfelf in this 
high Dignity, to which he was raifed beyond 
his Expedtation, began his Reign with cut* 
ting off the Head of Myrr-Magbmudy and 
thofe of all the Minifteis who were the moft 
attached to him ; fome Days after being in- 
formed of certain fedidous Words fpoken a«- 
gainft him, by the Soldiers who were of 
MpT'MdgbmuJPs Guard, he put about five 
hundred of them to Death, imprifoned their 
Officers, and ffaipped them of every thing. 
Zeberdeli'Kan^ who had arriv*d about a Month 
before in Triumph from his Conquefts, was 
preferved and fupported in all his Honours 
and Prerogatives. 

As to die Perjknsy Efibereff at firft pre* 
tended to be fiivourable to them, with a De- 
iign iecredy to draw Prince Tabmafeb into 
fome Ambulh, and by his Death to make 
himfelf the more fecure upon the Throne : 
He thought he could not better fucceed in 
this than by ufing Difllmularion, outwardly 
ihewing a great deal of Refped for the Royal 
Family, and an Inclination of reftoring the. 
Crown to the Perfians in the Perfon of their 
lawful Prince. For thefe Reafons, in the Be* 
ginning of his Royalty he made a Vifit to 
Scbab Hujfein^ to whom he ezprefled a great 
deal of Concern for the Cruelty that Myrr- 
Mdgbmud had fliewn to his Children, and to 
give him (bme Comfort, he ordered their 
aifi>erfed Bones to be coUeded together, and 
having caufed them to be put into ougnifi* 
C9nt Coffins^ ient them widi a g^ttat Train, 
I 3 upon 
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upon Camels richly haunafled, to the City of 
Konh which was the Place of Sepulture for 
the Kings of Perjia. 

Hb fcnt at the fame Time coftly Prefents 
for the Mofque» where they were to be dcpo* 
fitedy and a thoufand nomms to be diftribu^ 
ted among the Poor : After which, taking his 
Sceptre and Crown, he went and laid them 
at the Feet of Scbab Hujfein^ defiring him in* 
ftantly to take upon him again the Govern- 
ment of the Kingdom, or at Icaft to oblige 
Prince Tabmafeb his Son to do it. 

So HAH HussEiK, to whom this Offer 

;. feemcd a little fufpidous, and who. very 

juftly, feared that his Life might be in Dan* 

ger, if he fhould imprudently fhew any De* 

fire to rc-afccnd the Throne, anfwered Efibe- 

Teff\ that he was very much obliged to him for 

the Zeal he exprefTed for his Perfon } bdt that 

having already voluntarily given up hisDomini* 

; ons andRoyalty, he (hould never more think of 

j refuming them ; that as to his Son, he would 

i not in any Manner meddle with his Affairs, 

j nor endeavour to perfuade him to accept of 

a Kingdom, which perhaps he might govern 

very ill ; but as to that, Efcbereff was his 

t own Mafter, and might do as he (hould judge 

} proper. 

; EscHEREFF ftill conccaling his bad De- 

\ figns, feemed very forry for the Refolution 

I of Scbab Hujfeifi, in the mean time, that he 

\ might not be wanting in what, as he faid, his 

Duty and Inclinrtion both exaded from him, 
he fent a magnificent Embaffy to Prince Tab- 
mafeb^ with confiderable Prefents« and fome 
fine Horfes fuperbly caparifoned, inviting 

him

him to come and take Poflfefnon of his Do- 
minions, and eameftly requeuing him to name 
fome PJace, where they might talk together 
with Safety, and determine on what mould 
be judged moft convenient for both Pardee. 
The Pnnce too ealy to give Credit to what 
was pleafing to himi, named himfelf the lit- 
tle plain of Tl^tran for their Rendezvous. 

EscHEREFF, charmM with fo happy ^ Be- 
ginning, marched at the Head ot twelv? 
thoufand Men, and being the firft arrived at 
the Place of Appointment, he pofted his 
Men in fuch a Manner, as might the mo(( 
readily conduce to hiis Defign : The Prince, 
who advanced only with three thoufand Men, 
having heard, happily for him, that Efcbereff 
had a great Number of Troops, began to 
fear and fufpeft him-, nevcrthelefs, riot bp^ 
ing perfedbly aflured, that this was Fad, ia 
order to be thoroughly fatisfiied of the Truth, 
he Cent J/fam-Kan before him with two thou- 
fand Soldiers, and rcferved only a thoufand 
near his own Perfon ; JJfam-Kan being arri* 
ved, arid perceiving not only the great Num- 
ber of AgboanSy but that all the Pofts w^rc 
guarded to, as eafiiy to furround the Prince, 
he immediately gave him Notice of the Dan- 
ger that threatened him, and adviied him to 
provide, as foon as poflible, for the Safety of 
his Life by flight, and indeed it'wai high 
Time ; for Efcbereff having learnt bjr his 
Spies, of the near Approach of the Prince, 
he ordered two thoufand fiv? hundred y^iN 
vans to go privately behind a little Hill to 
cut off Im Retreat, and render it jmppffiblc 
ibr him to efcape: They were upon the Point 
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of failing' u^n hiiii« and feizing hin^ wliai 

he had Nonce of the Enemy *s Defi^. * 

. This unfortunate Prince fering himfelf in 

fuch imminent Danger; was conftnuned to 

abandon his Troops, which there was not 

Time enough to gettogether, and take Re* 

I ; fuge in' a Hurry, with about two hundred 

; j; ^ Horfei m the City of. Tberan. 

[ V EscRiREjTF finding his Plot was difcovcr' 

:- ed, and having mifTed his Blow, fell upon 

\ jtffam-KuHj who, againft fo great an Inequa* 

lity of Numbers, defended himfelf courag;i« 

I ouQy, and even repulfed the Enemy twice 

with Lofs ; but at length could refift him no 

more, when Night coming on, happily for 

him, he retired to join the Prince in Tberan. 

The Enemies not knowing the Roads, and 

fearing to enter too far into the Mountains in 

: the Night, dared not follow him< 

i : Assam-Kan, who forcfaw that Efcberef 

\ would certainly befiege the City, when he 

j icnew the Prince had taken Refuge there, 

! thought only how to get him out of it, as 

I loon as poffible : For this Reafon, having . 

\ given his Troops fome Refrefhment with 

what Speed he could, he took the Prince 

t with him, and marched all Night ; at Break 

{ of Day they found themfelves fix Leagues 

from neroHj near the Province of Mez^ndem 

ran^ whither they went a few Days aften 

yjYiZt Affam-Kin expcftcd, happened the nwt; 

Day after their Departure, and (boner than 

the Inhabitants of the City apprehended ; for 

j^fchertff imagining, that Prince Tabmafeh 

would not be^in to march till towards die 

Morning, 
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Morning, rcfolvcd to prevent him, if he 
could, by invefting the City before he left it. 

He forced fome Peafants to condudb him 
to fberoHj where he arrived two Hours before 
Day ; but learning that the Prince was gone 
out of it the Evening before, he was fo en- 
raged, that having taken the City at the firft 
Aflault, he gave Orders to his Soldiers to 
fpare neither Man, Woman, nor Child, but 
to put all to the Sword. 

Th£ Taking this City was followed by 
that of Kcmand Sava^ which two laft Towns 
could have made a longer ReHftance, if 
they had been fumiflied with Provilions ; but 
under the Grcumftances they were, they fub- 
mitted after one Week's Siege, and were 
treated with lefs Cruelty than Tberan^ the E- 
nemy being contented with plundering their 
Houfes, but fpared the Lives of the Inhabi* 
tants. 

EscHEREFF not thinking he ought to. 
pufh his Conquefts any farther at this Time, 
with the few Troops he had, returned to If^ 
faban^ where he made an End of deftroying 
thofe Nobles, whom Mpr-Mat^bmud hzidi fpa- 
red ;. which was done on the following Ac- 
count* 

The cmfiderable Number of Soldiers that 
Efcbereff took with him, when he went to 
meet the Prince, made the great Men appre^ 
hend, that he had fome ill Defign upon him; 
and as this young Prince was tenderly belov*d 
by them, they refolved to give him Notice 
of what fiSkAi ^^ <o th/x Purpofe wrote a 
X^ttcriO liioH which was intciccpttd by^9- 
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daif one of tlu^ jfghum Genends, and put 
into the Hands o^Efibereff, who» to revenge, 
himfelf on the great Men for what they had 
done in favour of the Prince, caufed them all 
CO be brought together into the Royal Palace, 
under Pretence of communicating to them 
fome Matters of the greateft Confequence, 
and there ordered their Heads to be cut ofi, 
and at the fame Time put cut the Eyes of a 
young Child, whom Myrr-Magbmud had by 
the Princefs Sopbia^ Daughter of Scbab Huf 
fein^ who, according to publick Report, un« 
.derwent the fame Fate ; but this was after* 
wards contradiAed. 

News was impatiently expeded from the. 
Brother of Myrr-Magbmudy who, if he came 
to Ifpaban^ it was not doubted, would occa^ 
iion a furious War among the Jgbvans^ and 
that deftroying them by little and little, might 
give a favourable Opportunity for Scbab Hufr^ 
fiin to remount the Throne, or at leaft to 
place Prince Tabmafeb thereon : But Efcbereff 
fent fuch People to meet him, as he knew 
would prevent his proceeding too far on his 
Journey. 

In the mean time, the neighbouring Prin- 
ces bordering on Perjia^ taking Advantage of 
all thefe Troubles that dcfolated this vaft 
Empire within, feizM on thofe Provinces that 
lay the moft convenient for them* 

The Russians took Scbirvan^ ont of the 
fineft and richeft Countries oi Perjia^ which 
extends itfelf along the Cafpian Sea, and is 
the moft commodious of any for Tnide : But 
the Turks pufhed their Conquefts the fartheft •, 

for 
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for they feized, in le(s than two Years, of aU 
G^^rgia^ of Erivan^ Nakfuan^ jterbejan^ Ki* 
lan^ Hatnadan^ with their Cities, fome of 
which refilled a long Time, cfpecially ^ath 
riSj which held out vigoroufly, and did not 
furrender till it had proved the fame Miferies 
that were felt by the City of Ifpahan. 

All the Conquefts of the Turks^ and the 
Approaches they made towards the Capital . 
of the Kingdpm, from whence th^y were not 
above five or fix Days March, obliged Efcbe* 
reff^ who was not then in a Condition to re« 
flit them, to fend an Embafiy to the Porte^ 
in the Month of September 1725, to demand 
Peace of the Grand Signior at any Price, 
and upon what Conditions it (hould pleafe 
his Sublime Highnefs. 

Th£ Ambaflador whom Efcbereff fent to 
Qmftantinople^ was received with very little 
Refped ; as he had brought no Letter for 
the Grand Vizie;*, that firlt Minifter would 
not confer with lum, but fent Commiflaries 
to him. The pretended Aipbaffador talked 
with all the Haughtinefs that is natural to 
Rebels, who are favoured by F^ftunCi which 
rendered him contemptible^ and the Caufe 
of Efcbereff ws^ efteemed io bad, that the 
Divan publickly ded^TPd him a Rebel, Infi- 
del, and Traitor, and refolved to purfue him 
with Fire and Sword: Advice of this was 
given at the fame Time to Brigadier Rrnan* 
zoff^ the Emprefs of Ru^^s Minifter at Cm* 
Jlantinopk^ alTuring him that the Porii would 
not only fend Commiflaries to fettle the Li- 
mits 
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inits on the Fronrien of Pa^ but diat (he 
was very well pjc^^^ to fee, that the RuffiMS 
bamfled^ the Troops of Efcbereff^ and con* 
Cuntd with her in aelivering Ptrfia. 
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iles the SucceJJion. An Idea of the Ruffian 
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Academy of Sciences ; augmcfits ber Marine ; 
employs Perfons to dif cover the North Paffage 
to Chba. ^Tbe Situation of Affairs in Europe. 
7i&e Emperor of Germany accedes to the Alii* 
once of SuKkholm. ne goodUnderJianding 
between the two Imperial Courts, fbe Em* 
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|£ have feen, in the laft Book, the 
Enemy whom the Ruffians had to 
make Head againft them on the 
Borders of the Cafpian Sea, where 
already a great Progrels had been made under 
tdbc late Emperor PaTiR^ of immortal Me- 
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VMTf. In the Beginning of the Reign of 
Catharine^ the Prince of Tefiis not only fub- 
mitted to this Empref% but tame to FOerf- 
hurgh with all his Family with an Intention 
to embrace the Greek Reli^6n : The Emprefs 
ordered a moft pompous Reception to be 
given him % a Yacht and two Gallies went to 
meet him, as far as the Monaftery of St. A- 
lexmier Newjki\ the Officer who had the 
Command of thefe three Veflels, made him 
a Compliment on the Part of the Emprefs, 
before lie received him on board; and as foon 
as he entered the Yacht, he was faluted by a 
general Difchaige of all their Guns, and met 
with the fame Salute as he palled by the 
Arfenal. When he landed at the Pod-Of- 
fice, he found a magnificent Coach with fix 
Herfes ready to attend him, with fix Men on 
Foot followed by twelve Horfcmcn; there 
were ten other Coaches and twenty led Hor- 
ies, for his Train r He met with a Guard at 
the Palace defigned for him, and was feafted 
for fevcral Days by Order of the Court. At 
length the Emprefs, in fettling a Penfion 
lipon him fuitable to his Rank^ and the Ad- 
vantage (he cxpeded from his Submiflion, 
gave him the I'itle of Magnanimotis Prince. 

The Emperor Peter had left his Troops in 
Georgia under the Command of General Ma-- 
tuf/kin^ to whom that Country was very well 
known, and who made great Advantages of 
that knowledge. In the Month of June^ he 
twice beat the aflembled Troops of the neigh* 
bourtng Princes ; firft in the Plain of Kofcbo^ 
modan^ and afterwards in that of Temnin^ 
where he took all their Artillery and Bag-: 

gage 
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gage from them : But the chief Advantage 
he got was over the Tartars of DageJlMj to . 
whom feveral Princes round about had joined 
themfelves. The Generals Czeremetoff and 
Kropoioff led againfl them fifteen tboufand 
regular Troops, and gained a complete Vic* 
torv: One of the Princes of the Mountain^ 
and four principal OfHcers, with fome thoufand 
Soldiers, were killed ; they took feveral Pri* 
foners, three Pieces of Cannon, and obliged 
the reft of the Enemy's Army to fave thcm^ 
felves in the Mountains. The principal Fruic 
of this Vidory was the Taking of Tarku and 
twenty Villages dependent upon it, contain- 
ing above fix thoufand Houfes and four hun- 
dred Mills. The Town of Tarku is fituated 
on the Cdjpian Sea but eighteen Leagues from 
Derhentj and twenty from Terki. 

Be FOR £ the End of the Year 1725, the 
£mpre(s undertook two remarkable Affairs ; 
the firit was, in Imitation of the late Empe- 
ror, to make a Difpofidon for fettling the 
Succeflion to the Crown, for fear Providence 
ihould take her out of the World before fiie 
had regulated a Matter of fuch Importance ;

'crs, have Recourfe to this fecret Way of pub* 
lifhing their Sentiments of what pafles in the 
State.

jV«n«&4Kw This Princefs had another Affair on her 
tmdh^fmm Hands much more difficult to execute than 
Sr^rtTfi^ this, which was an Ordinance of the late Em-* 
nr» H ^iSt 1^^^*^ ^ inquire into the Eodefiaftical Re* 
im^ tbiKmit- vcnucs, and fet feme Bounds to the Avarice 
«^<'^ of the Clergy, There is not perhaps any 
Cfoxj. Narion under the Sun more fubjug^ted than 

the Ri^ns to the Will and Diredion of their 
Clergy, which is not to be wondered at; for 
as the People are very fimple in their Man^* 
ners, very ignorant, and accuftomed to Sub- 
miflion, they receive without Contradiftion, 
and even without any Examination, all that 
is prefcribed to them "by their Pricfts, who 
have oftentimes no otlicr Talents than barely 
to know how to read and write ; but as they 
are naturally cunning, they make ufe of all 
their Skill m that to make their own Condi* 
tion as happy as poilible, by uktng Advan* 
taige of the blind Obedience, the Superftirion 
and Ignorance of the People ; it is by thefe, 
that the Clergy procure luch prodigious Re- 
venues for themfelvcs, whicli, as penetrating 

a> 
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as the Emperor Peter was, he could never 
come to an exaft Knowledge of. To avoid 
the Inquiry fo much dreaded by the Cleigy, 
they offered the Emprefs a free Gift, provi* 
ded the Dedgn might be dropt. 

The Growth of Science was likewifc as 
much feared by them ; for as the Clouds of 
Ignorance were difpelled, Superftition, that 
profitable Refource of the Clergy, mull alfo 
difappear, efpecially in a Nation where there 
are Geniufes to be found, capable of making 
the greatefl Progrefs therein, for it cannot be 
r denied, that the Rsiffians have Parts ; and it 

has been feen, that thofe who have applied 
themfelves to Arts and Sciences, fince the 
Encouragement given thereto by the immor- 
tal Peter, have done it with Succefs; and, 
afliuuous as they are, nothing efcapes them, 
provided they have the lead Infight into it. 
. . It was with this Profped, that their great ^**5^' '*# 
Emperor began to form an Academy of Sci--^^^^^ 
cnces before his Death, upon the Model oi^^^^^^^^ 
that at Paris ; but it was not eftablilhed but 
under the Emprefs Catharine, in the Be- • 

ginning of the Year 1726, when fhe caufed 
the publick Aflemblies to be opened in the 
Pretence of the Court, the Senate, the Sy- 
nod, the foreign Minifters, and all the Per- 
fons of Diftin£tion at Peterjbwrgb. M. Bui- 
finger^ ProfefTor of Natural Pbibfipby^ pro- 
nounced a Difcourfe that was very much ap- 
plauded, upon the Queftion, if there were 
any Advances yet made in the Knowledge of 
the Load-done and the Needle, for the Dif- 
coveiy of the Longitude.

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This Academy was oompofed of fifbeeii 
Plrofeflors» famous through all EMttpe: Meff. 
Herman^ Nicholas BemomlU^ deUfle and Goldr 
hacb^ for the Mathemadcks ; M. Laanum^ for 
Mechanicks; M. Suljbtger^ for Natural Philo- 
fophy ; Mefll Marihn and Mayer ^ for Ethkks^ 
or Moral Philofophy ; Mefll Honinger^ iu Vtr- 
ncjy Bruiber and Darnel Bemouillij for Phy* 
fick ; MeflT. Grofs^ Kobl^ Bayer and Beckenftein^ 
for Hiftory, Antiquities, and the Bettes Let- 
tres. The Emprefs put this Academy on a 
Footing to make it become one of the moft 
celebrated in Europe^ and at the fame Time 
to render thofe Services to the Nation, which 
were intended by its Eftablifhment. 

There were yet two more important Pro- 
jects of the late Emperor to be executed, 
which were the Augmentation of the Marine, 
and the Difcovery of a Pafiage by the North 
of Tartary^ to JapoHj Cbina^ and confequently 
to all the Indies^ both Eaft and Weft. 
lifrp^flff,. As to the firft^ the Emprels fucceeded 
Umrme. therein, as far as the Circumftances (he was 
in would permit of, having brought the Ruf- 
Jian Fleet to fifty Ships of the Line, well pro- 
vided with all their Rising, not to reckon 
forty Frigates, befides Gallies, Galliots, and 
a great Number of flat Boats, which are very 
ufeful in the Baliick^ as well for Coafting as 
for Difembarkments. 

The Pains taken by the Dutch and their 
Eafi'Indta Company, to difcover a Paflage by 
the North to China and the Indies j are very 
well known ; they have inefFedually employ- 
ed, at different Times, their beft Pilots, but 
^ould never penetrate beyond Nma ZemUa^ 

which 
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which they difcovcred on this OccaHon^ and 
to the North of which Hemjkerk paflTed the 
Winter of the Year 1596, in the Hopes of 
getting farther at the Return of the Sun: 
The Englijb oftentimes made the fame At* 
tempt with no better Succefs ; fo that it was 
concluded, that the Streights of fFaigats or 
Najfaw could be no other than a Gulpht 
Thofe who took their Way to the North of 
Zembla^ were not able to fupport the Cold» 
nor double the Mountains of Ice ; but every 
one had obfervcd, that the farther they ad* 
vanced towsu-ds the Eaft, the Icfs they were 
embarrafled by the Ice, which Obfervation 
the Emperor Peter thought ht fhouM make 
advantagious to him. Indeed, if there is any 
Monarch in a Condition to make this ufeful 
Difcovery, it is that of Rujfia^ whofe Domi* 
nions penetrating, if I may fo fay, even to 
the Pole, are bounded on that Side by the 
Ice Sea and Polar Lands : As this Monarchy 

II is Mafter of all ^artarj towards the North, it 

I is caGer for that than any other, to examine 

! . the Coafts, and follow them as far as the 

Land of Jejfo ; but the many Affairs Peter 
had upon his Hands^ would not permit him 
to go through with this IJnderuking, and 
the Ihort Reign of the Emprefs Catharine 
gave her not the Satisfadion to fee the Suc- 
cefs of it. 

It is not neceflary to enlarge in this Place 
upon the Advantages, that the RMffians would 
gain by a Difcovery of this Pafiage, which 
would open to them an eafy Way to J^n^ 
^ Qrina^ and to all the Countries beyond the 
Gaiga. With what Difficuldes» Dangers and 
Ka Expence 
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Expcnce are the Caravans oblig^ to crols 
deep Rivers, vaft Deferts and thro* NationSf 
where the People are naturally -given to Theft 
and Plundering! A Port made at the Mouth 
of the Z/«tf» in the Country ofjahtti^ might 
prove the Staple of all the Riches of the Ealt 
i ; i; What a Source of Wealth would this be for 

Ruffia /It is cafy to imagine, what would be 
the Confequences of this Difcovery, and with 
what a jealous Eye it muft be feen by other 
Csniamith Nations. Be that as it might, theEmprels 
Prtfia ff^y- Catharine refol ved to fct her Hand to the 
jSSILrf Work, and fent Captain Barings an experi- 
Pajagt ^ enced Officer, with a good Number of Sai^ 
China. lors, Rowers, Pilots, and all other Sorts of 
Men, who might be ufeful in the Enterprize,

ployed herfcif intirely in thefc Affairs, as ^^%j^^^^ 
ceflary as profitable, a Lcven began to fer- 
ment in the other Parts of Europe^ which 
feemed to threaten an approaching and bloody 
War. The Breaking up of the fruitlefs Con- 
grefs oiCamhray had been clofely followed by 
a Treaty of Peace, another of Alliance, and 
a third of Commerce, between the Imperial 
Court and that of Spain. Some of the Pow- 
ers of Europe^ efpecially thofe who had the 
greateft Share in Trade, thought themfclves 
hurt by this laft Treaty, whereby Spain not 
only guarantied the Eflablifhment made z^ 
bout two Years before, in the Aufirian Nether* 
lands^ of a Company trading to the Indies^ 
but even granted to the Subjeds of the Em- 
peror failing thither, fome Advantages which 
had been already yielded to different Nations, 
cxclufive of all others. The Difcontents of 
thefe Powers naturally united their Interefts, 
which was the Occafion of the Treaty of de- 

f/ fenfive Alliance, concluded at Hanover on the 

3d of September 1725, between the Kings of 
Gnat Britain^ France and PnfJJia^ in which it 
wasexprefslyftipulated, that theRepublick of ' 
'the United Provinces (hould be invited to ac- 
cede to it. The fole End of this Treaty was 
to fuppcMt the allied Powers in the Pofleffion 
- of their Rights, efpecially thofe relating to 
Trade, upon which the Treaty of Vienna , 
feemed to ircroach; neverthelefs, no paru- 
cular Right n^r any Power was fpecified.

Pbilipj in thcfe Terms; * Tbefefincere Exprefi 
^ens are founded on the Perfuafion^ which bis 
Caibolick Majefy bas^ thai the Treaty of Hano^ 
▼er has no other ObjeO in vieWy ha the Peace 
of Europe, On the other Side, the Powers 
engaged in the Hanover Treaty, before they 
had any Knowledge of the Nature of the 
Treaty of Vienna^ conceived a real Joy at the 
peace concluded between the Emperor and 
the King of Spain^ and complimented theni 
upon it : But afterwards the Powers on each 
Side began to confider one another as tacit 
Enemies, and to take Meafures as if they 
were upon the Point of declaring War. From 
hence thofe Communications of Treaties made 
at different Courts, which were invited to ac- 
cede to them, and thofe many Negotiations 
{o eameftly fet on Foot. 

The Allies of Hanover in the firft Place 
invited the States General of the United Pror 
vinces to accede to their Alliance, as a Party 
very much interefted in the Prcfervadon of 
^e Ri$hpf of Commerce^ hurt by the Grant

ces of the Empire and Italy, left to engage 
in their Alliance : Thefe, that is, the Allies 
of Vienna, had recourfe to two Methods; 
they ininted fome to accede to their Alliance, 
and ufed all their Endeavours to diflTuade o- 
thers from Mening to the Inftances that 
were made on the Part of Great Britain and 
France. _ 

SwE DEN, who had made her Peace with Ruf' """^ 
Jla at Nieftadt or Nieuftadt on the 30th ofJu- 
^uft 1721, had confirmed that Treaty by ano- 
ther of Alliance with the fame Empire, con- 
cluded at Stockholm on the 4th of March 1 724, 
wherein it was ftipulated, that all the Powers 
ihould be invited to accede to it, to whom it 
jhould be agreeable; and the Emperor C&zriiri 
VL had been really invited on both Sides to 
accede to it. There were in this Treaty of 
Stockholm Stipulations in favour of the Duke 
of Holfieitfs Pretenfions to the Reftitution of 
the Duchy of Skfioick, guanmtied to the 
King of Denmark by the King of Great Bri- 
tain, on the Acquifition he gained of Bremen 
and Verden, and whilft the G>ngrefs of Cam- 
hnrf yet exifted. The Emperor ha^ang a real 
{ntereft to manage with the King of Great 
Britain, who was Mediator there, the Impe- 
|uJ Cbiut (lK)Ught it not proper at that Time 
K4 ta 
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to anfwcr to the Invitations made her by tholb 
of RifJ^ and Sweden % but after the Conclu- 
fion of the Treaty of Hanover^ the ImpNcrria) 
Minifters caufed that Invitation to be reviv'd, 
and made ufe of it to draw thofe two Crowns 
indircdkly into the Alliance of Vtenna. This

Powers of Europe^ who had forgot the Invi- 
tation of 1724, to which the Imperial Court 
then gave no Attention, were alarmed at a 
Negotiation pufbing on with Vigour, and 
which they had no Knowledge of; but it 
remained not long a Secret ; the Offer that 
the Imperialifts made to Sweden to accede to 
the Treaty of 1724, at the Time that the 
Minifters of England^ France and Pntffia invi- 
ted that Crown to accede to the Treaty of 
Hanover^ blew up this Mine. The Crown of 
Sweden could not well rcjeft this Acceffion af- 
ter they had demanded it, altho' the Circum- 
fiances of Affairs were altered ; therefore 
Count Tejftn negotiated in Confequence of 
the former Inftrufiions given to his Prede- 
ceflbrs, and the Acceffion was concluded 
without much Difficulty on the Part of this 
Swedijh Minifler ; the Chamberlain Lanfdnjki 
was as eafUy brought into it ; and fo the fol- 
lowing Convention was figned*

lity, and to affift the faid Allies by his Sue- . 
cours andCounfels; his Impenal and Catho- 
lick Majefty having always had at Heart the 
publick Tranquillity of Europe in general^ 
and that of the North in particular, has for 
a long Time refolved to enter into this defen- 
(ive Alliance ; therefore his Imperial and Ca* 
tholick Majefty, moved thereto by his At- 
tachment and fincere Attention to the Inte- 
refts of the Univerfe, and in particular of the 
North, favourably received this amicable In- 
vitation; infomuch, that he has for a long 
Time refolved to accede to the faid Treaty, • 
as if he had been at firft one of the high 
contracting Parties : For tli's Reafon, his Im- 
perial and Catholick Majefty has fent the ne- 
ceflary full Powers to his underwritten Privy 
Counfellors, to treat conformably to this Re- 
folution of his AcceflTion, with the Minifters 
of the aforefaid Courts, provided alfo with 
Inftru£tions and the neceftary full Powers, anc 
in Confequence thereof to prepare an Inftru- 
ment or A£t in the Forms to which the re- 
fpedtive Plenipotentiaries are to agree, after 
hainng conferred together, and exchanged 
their full Powers* 

The Minifters Plenipotendaries of his Im- 
perial and C^tholicH Majefty declare, certify

I his Imperial and Catholick Majefty promifes 

to execute in the fame Manner, and with the 
I lame Exaftnels, Fidelity and Sincerity, as if 

I he had been from the Beginning one of the

\ Likewise on the other Part, the Plenipo-

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Majefty in the full and intire Alliance of the 
Treaty of Stockholm j and the fecret Article \ 
and by Virtue of the prefent Treaty do ad- 
mit» receive and comprize his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, his legitimate Heirs and 
Succeflbrs, promifing that their faid two Ma- 
jefties, and each of them in particular, will 
caufe his (aid Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
to enjoy all the Advantages of the faid Trea- 
ty, 6f r. 

Th£ fecret Article mentioned in thb Q>n- 
vention related to the Duke of Holftein ; and 
it would not be departing from Truth to af- 
firm, that this fecret Article, or rather the 
Interefts in general of that Prince, gave Mo- 
tion to this whole Affair, and determined the 
Emprefs Catharine to enter into the De- 
figns of the Court of Viennay which by this 
Treaty was obliged to fupport the Steps that 
ihould be taken to obtain the Reftitution- of 
^c Duchy of Skjivick. 

The Court of Sweden^ which had not the 
fame Views with that of Rujfia^ or to fpeak 
more properly, that had thofe that were quite 
contrary, did not fo readily ratify this A£t of 
the Emperor^s Acceffion, and at laft not with- 
out great Modifications and Reftri<5tions. But 
if the Empreis, perfuaded by the Duke of 
Holftein and by Count Bajjewitz his firft Mini- 
fter, took this Step fo eafily, the Ruffian Mini- 
fters put a Check to this great Zeal afterwards 
by oppofing the Interefts of Ruffia to thofe , 
of Holftein. We have obferved before, that 
fhe AcceflTion of the Emperor to the Treaty 
of Stockholm could not be confidered but as a 
firft Step to engage R^||i4( and Svtdcn^ if pof- 
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fiblc, in other M«ifures. In cflTcft, herim* 
penal Czarilh Majefty had nofooner radfied 
this AccctRon^ but the Imperial Minifters in 
their Tum.propofed to her to accede to the 
Treaty of Vienna. 

This Affair was of great Importance, 
therefore did not gp on fb haftily as the £m«* 
peror's Mlniftei^ defired : The Emprefs Ca- 
THARiNE by this Acceflion might engage 
Ruj^ in a War with France and Great Bri^ 
tainj and perhaps with Sweden^ Denmark and 
the Uniiea Provinces^ without her forefeeing 
any Advantages to be drawn from it, but to 
9 find her Ports (hut up or abandoned, her 

. Commerce deftroyed,' or at leaft fufpended. 
Thefe Confiderations carried the Negotiations 
into a great Length, and obliged the Court 
of J^enna to fend Count Rabuiin to Peterf- 
^^^^» who had been recalled for this Pur- 
pofe from the Court of Pruffia^ in order to 
remove all Difficulties : This Minifter was at 
firft received very cooly 5 But at length know- 
ing how to infinuate himfelf by boaftin^ of 
the good Intentions of his Imperial Majefty 
his Mafter, and by bringing fome other 
Helps from the Court of Spaing where the 
Duke de Ripperda^ at that Time his Catho* 
lick Majefty*s firft Minifter, explained him- 
felf to Prince Galiczin in a Manner fo pathe- 
rick and perfuafive, that he was near fur- 
mounting all Obftacles on the Arrival of one 
LambiUi^ when the Difgrace of the Duke de 
Ripperda preventing LambiUf% coming any 
farther than Amjttrdam^ it was apprehended, 
that the whole Negotiation was overthrown. 
Neverthelefs the Imperial Minifter not lofing

All Europe perfefUy well knows th^ 
crying Injuftice that has been done to his 
Royal Highnefs by the Detention of his he^- 
reditary Duchy, which was taken from hint 
tinder captious Pretences, and during his Mi*" 
nority. 

You A N6Me Mightineflcs knowing the At- 
tachment that the Houfe of Gotiorp has al- 
ways had to this Republick, his Royal High- 
nefs hopes, from the Juftice and Equity of 
your Noble Mightinefles, that the Meafures 
taken, or that maiy hereafter be taken with o- 
ther Powers, are riot, nor ever vnW be prqu- 
dicial to his Interefb, and that your Noble 
Mightinefies, always attentive to the publick 
Repofe, and inviolable in your Engigements^ 
will remember the Guaranties, which are fo- 
lemn Promifes made by the Treaties of ^- 
iena and Travendal^ aikd that you will main-* 
tain them. 

His Royal Highnefs, perfuaded of the 
good Intentions or your High MighdnfleSt 
will be always ready to contribute all that 
may be in his Power for -the Advantage of 
the Republick* and ardently wifhes that your 
High Mightinefles may give him an Oppor-* 
tunity at this Time, .that may convince yoit 
of the Sincerity of his Sentiments. 

The underwritten hopes your High Nffigh- 
nnefles will take a favourable Refolution, that 
will fatbfy his Royal Highnefs of your good

J)rejudicial to any one whomfpeyer, much 
e(s tp her Imperial Majefty pr the Duke of 
Holfiein^ with whom they had the Honour to 
live in Friendfhip; their Cuftpm not being 
to enter into ^ny Engagements, but fuch as 
tended tp the Prcfery^rion pf their Liberty, 
their Rights and PoflfcflTions, and thofe of 
their Allies : For die reft, their High Migh- 
tineiics were very much obliged to her Im- 
perial Majefty, for the frefli Affurances that 
ftie had been pleafed to give them by Count 
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Golog/kin^ of her AfFc6tibn for the Repub- V . :i v : 
Jick; they befought her Majefty to continue ' -■ ^^ 
it, and faid, that their High MightineiTes on { \.\ 

their Side ftould always fliew the high. E^ . .i: r 
fteem they had for her, and their fincere In- 
tention to cultivate and augment the good 
Underftanding that fublifted between her 
Majefty and the Republick, and between the 
Subjedb on both Sides. 

At the fame Time that the Emprefs of 
Ruffia made thefe Remonftrances at the Hague \ 
and even at Paris and Sweden^ Ihe was arm- ) 
ing a mighty Force at ReoeU Cronjhoi and 
Peierjburgb ; the Fleet was to confift of be- 
tween, thirty and forty Ships of the Line, and 
a prodigious Number of Gallies of a new In- 
venuon, and very . fit for Difembarkadons : . 
They were built in fuch a Manner, and drew 
fo little Water, that they could carry a great 
many Men, and run up to the Mouth of any 
River*, and if it fhould happen, that any of 
them were burnt, the Ruffians who ferved at 
Sea being almoft all Carpenters, could build 
others in a very little Time, in any Place 
where they found Timber. To thefe Prepa- 
rations were joined the Reports fpread by the « 
Minifters of Holjlein on the Deiign of this 
Annament, which they declared every where 
was intended for an Invafion in Jutland^ to 
reftore their Prince to the PoITelfion of his 
Dominions. « 

These Reports alarmed the Court of Dot- 
nuark^ who fent Orders to their Minifter in 
Sweden to prefcnt the following Memorial to 
the King, 
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•*;Thi undmrrittcn has OMas to repie^ 
ioit to your Maj^ftVy that the King his MaA 
cer having been mformed from good Hands, 
. that the Duke of Holjtein has an Litendon to 
execute the next Summer, with die Afliflance 
of the Emprefi of RufftOj as well by Land 
as bj Sea, the pernicious Defign which he 
has tor a long Time projeded againft his Da- 
mfi Majefty^ his faid Majefty finds himielf 
obliged to take Meafures proper to^oppofe 
the Execution of fuch a Defign % 'declanng« 
that the Preparations and the Armaments he 
has caufed to be made, tend only to prevent 
the Effeds of the Duke of Holfteitf% Mena- 
tK% ; that the Intention of his Dani/b Majefty 
being always to live in a good Underftand- 
ing with his M^efty of ^te;riflf, and exadtly 
to Obferve the Treaties of Peace conchided 
between the two Kingdoms, he did not iif'the 
leaft doubt;- but that his Swcdifi Majefty had 
the' fame Difppfltion, and would give him 
frcfli Ptoofs of it, by not liftening to the De- 
mands Of any Inftances of the Duke of HoU 
ftdn^' and efpecially in not granting- him any 
thmg to the Prejudice of his D^i»^ Majefty, 
or that might be any Infringement of their 
mutual Treaties.** 

This Memorial appeared very Angular in 
many Refpedts, and comprehended a great 
deal: The King of Sweden^ after having 
caufed it to be examined, anfwered, 

** That he was very fcnfible of this Mark 
of Friendfliip and Confidence that the King 
of Denmark had ftiewn him, in communicat- 
ing the Motives of his Armaments } .that his 
Majefty being always difpofcd rcligioufly to 

obfcr\'e 
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obfcrvc the Treaties of Peace and Convcn* 
tioD, that he had concluded with other Pow^ 
crs» could therefore aflure his Danijb Majefty^ 
that he would pundually execute all that had 
been ftipulated by the Treaties, between the 
two Crowns, and would on all Occafions ^ve 
Proofs of a reciprocal Friendfhip and Confi- 
dence, and fb much the fooner as he was per- 
fuaded, that his Danijb Majefty was difpofed, 
on his Side, to contribute all that depended 
on him to maintain the Peace of the North.'* 
: The Steps taken by the Minifters of Hoi- 
fiein laid open the Secrets of the Cabinet, and 
alarihed thofe Powers who were interefled in 
the Repofe of the North : The Alliance that 
the Emprefs of Ruffia had concluded with the 
Court of Vtcftna made it apprehended, with 
Reafon, that that Court would fupport her in 
lier Enterprizes, fmce, though the Emperor 
conflantly refiifed the Invefliture of Bremen 
and Verden to the Eledor of Hanover^ he had 
neverdielefs granted that to the Duke of HoU 
ftein for his Dominions, which he had refufed 
fo long before: Therefore the Powers were 
arming on every Side. As foon as Advice of 
this came to Peterflmrgb^ they were obliged 
to take other Meafurcs, and to endeavour to 
make it believed, that the Miniflers of Hoi- 
ftein had fpread &lfe Reports ; they publiihed 
uAder-hand, that the prodigious Armament 
that they were preparmg, was defigned to 
iupporc the Party they had in the States of 
Sweden^ andwhidi might give Motion to a 
certain Defign of die Ruffian Court ; but this 
made no Alteratioii in Denmark or England: 
•Perfuaded as they were of the Animofity of 
rj>'j the 
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"fht <iM tAkiSb^ agtinft: die 

Court cf Demuari^ as well' as againft thofe 

^ . of HtmaviT and Great Briima^ as may appear 

hf a Piece under his Hand» of which we ftall 

ipeak below. . 

But in reality the Intent of this Anna* 
ment was to favour the Defigns of the Duke 
of Hclftein upon his Duchy of Sk/widkr It 
was ncceflary to render this Enterprize plau- 
fible; the Foundation of the thing feemed 
juft, but the Publick were to be fadsfied* 
why this Invafion was to be undertaken at 
prefent. On this Account they had rccoiirfe 
to an Expedient extraordinary enough : They 
^ve out every where, that the King of Doi^ 
mark had caufed IVopofitions of Accommo* 
dation to be made to the Duke of Holftem 1 
which was the Name they gave to fome Dif> 
courfe, that M Wijlpbaka^ the Miniftenof 
Denmark^ had &llen into of himfelf, to (hew 
the Difpofitions of the Court of Ruffia and 
the Minifters of Holftein. In fpreading diis 
Report they had two Views, one was to make 
it believed by the Allies and Guarafitees of 
Denmark^ that that Court treated unknown to 
them, and of Confequence to raife fome Suf- 
picions and Jealoufies; the other was to irri- 
tate the Court of Denmark^ and provoke it 
to make fome fharp Complaints. 

In the latter they fucceeded ; for thefe Re- 
ports no fooner reached CapetAagen^ but the 
King gave Orders to his Secretary of StatCY 
. Van Hagen^ to write the following Letter to 
his Minifters in foreign Courts. 
• " The Minifters and OiHcers of his High- 
nefs the Duke of Holbein have taken Pains 

every 
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every where to publifh and infinuate, that his 
Maje(ly our Maftcr had an Intention to treat 
of an Accommodiation with the Duke of HoU 
fitin ^nceming Skjwick^ and to give him an 
Equivalent for it \ and even that his Majeft/ 
had already made Propofitions, and delivered 
a Plan upon which there* might be a Nego- 
tiation' carried on. at Peierfiurgb : Nevcrthe- 
lefsV all ibis is without Foundation and very 
^Ife;: andnt appears; that the End of thefe 
falfe. 'Reposes of tho:i Minifters oiMolftHn is 
calculated only tpiaife^ as much as is in their 
Power, Sufpicions and JealouHes among the 
Allies oand Guarantees of the lafl: Treaty of 
Peace c6ncludcd with Sweden^ with refpeft to 
their Guaranty relating to the Affairs .iaf SkJ^ 
wids. For this Reafoiiy by exprefs Order of 
his: Majefty; I am'^ to oBferve to ypti, > that 
ypu:.are tocontradid. in the flrongeft MannerY 
on all Occalions, thefe Infinuations of the Mi* 
nlfliers of Ho^tin^ as falfe and full of Fraud, 
and to declare and affirm, that his Majefty. 
never had, nor ever will have a Thought o£ 
entering into an Accommodation with the 
Duke of Holjiein concerning Slejivicky nor to 
give him the Value of one Penny as an Equi- 
valent, much leis to make him any Propofi- 
tions, or liflen to any that he fhould be will« 
ing to make ; but that he is refolvM fledfafUy 
to abide by the Guaranty of Great Britain and 
France^ without departing from it in any 
Manner, andinConfequenceof the faidG^ua* 
ranty to maintain himfelf, contra quofcumque^ 
in the peaceable and juft PofTeflion of all the 
Duchy of ^/j/biri ; and this hb Majefty orders 
yoiu not.

As to the firft Article^ we know, what wc 
have thought of this Accommodation : It is 
nc^ (he.^rft Tim^ that this Duchy has been 
for 4 long whiles ufgtpcd ; neyerthelefs^ it has 
always returned to its lawful Sovereigns with- 
out drawing a Sword, It 13 known, that the 
Court of Denmark did not leize upon it^ but 
becaufe the Duke was too weak to refid him : 
And the Duke knowing the Juftice of his 
Right, is it furprizingy that he ihould always ' 
hope, from the Equity of his Danijb Majefty, 
that at length putting /his Hand upon his 
Confcience, he might one Day render him 
Juftice ? I^t any one judge, whofe Senti- 
ments are moft worthy the Royal Majefty of 
Kings, thofe we h^ve juft now exprefled, or 
thofe of his People, who boaft in perfevering 
in an unjuft Ufurpation, with the Aflxftance 
of their Allies, rather than to do Juftice to 
the lawful Proprietor? This Confdfion can«> 
not be prejudicial to the Minifters of his . 
Royal Highnefs, fince they have hitherto a^ 
voided diicovering to the Pttblick his My^ 

ficrics of Iniquity.

Pehhaps they would have been glad at 
the Court of Demnirkj if they had not takeit 
dds^Step'i becaufe his Royal Highnefs the 
next Day ordered us to declare to the Impe- 
rial ^Minifterf that lie could not approve of 
thefe Piropofitions, fince his Damfi Majefty 
had :ofrered his Royal Highneis to guaranty 
CO him the SUcceflidn to the Throne 'of iSwr- 
dpiiiot which his Roy^ Highneft dcfired no 
Guaranty^ the CiKiWn- of ^tt^A/iAf' depending 
on God and the Swidifi Nation* 

If the King of Dekmark was not difpofed 
to an Accommodation, to what Purpofe were 
thofe InfinuationS' that came to his Royal 
Highnefs, on the Part of thofe who declare 
at prefent fo loudly againfl: it» that a propeiT 
Medium might be found out» and this fame 
M. IVefipbaUn has often declared to us^ if we 
would make him any reafonable Propofitionsi 
he was flimiflied with Power to treat? For 
what Reafon has the fame been declared to 
other foreign Minifters ? This Envoy has too 
much Honour to deny this Fa£t If the Se* 

• crctary 
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crttaiy of State Fan Hagen finds lio Inftruc- 
tions on this Matter in the Royal Chaocery^ 
he may be fumi(hed with authentick Prooft 
' in the Chancery of her Imperial Czari/h Ma* 
jcfty. 

These are Fa£b which we are obliged to 
make publick, in Defence of our Honour a^^ 
gainft thofe Attacks which have been nuule 
upon it. 

Now let every impartial Man judge, if the 
Minifters of his Royal Highnefs can with Ju- 
(lice be accufed of having publiflied Falfe- 
hoods and without Foundation^ or as the Let- 
ter from Openbagen cxprcflcs it, rf falfe Infi^ 
nmtions^ and JUled wiib Lies acceding to our 
ufual Qijiom : If we ihould borrow M. Fan 
Hagen^s Stile in anfwering him, it is very cer* 
tain, that fuch an Echo could not be pleafing 
to the Ear; and yet we have a Right to foU 
low the Example he has fet us ; but there is 
Nobody but can fee, that he iias made ufe of 
the Language of the lowed of the Mob, ra* 
ther than of a Stile becoming the Chancery, 
and of a Secretary of State ; fuch grois £x« 
preflions are only agreeable to the Dregs of 
the People, or to miferable Chicanors ; thofe 
who are employed in writing about important 
Afiairs ought not to put Words into the Mouth 
of a Sovereign fitting only for the loweft of 
Mankind. The Author of this Letter ought 
to have reflefted ten Times before he had lee 
ilip'that Expreifion, that his Danifi Majefty 
had never thought of giving the Value of one 
Penny as^an Equivalent for the Duchy oiSkf^ 
wick I* he muft l»ve tad very, dj^^rent Difpo- 
. <VoL.IL. .?:Oiu • jM ...i.* iiicions 
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fidons die kft Year, when lus DingiK Mueftf 
oufed his Royal Htghnels to be offered the 
Succeflion to the Throne of Sweden: Indeed 
this is but a poor Condition. 

After aU, what Reafons oould we Jiave. 
to be willing to infpire the high Allies and 
Guarantees of his Danijb Msyefty with Sufpi^ 
cions : We know^ that thq^ are too equitably 
to maintain any thing through Obftinacy, and 
which may be contrary to their Interefts ; and 
his Danifi MzjcRj is not ignorant, that on 
certain Occafions the Succours of Guarantees 
are not always ready ; befides, that the Gua* 
ranty is hot a Decifion of his Royal High« 
nefs's Hights, and nothing hinders him from 
interefting other Powers in his Favour' there* 
in. 

: If the Almighty has made one Sovereign 
more powerful than another, has he therefore | 

a Rig^t to deprive this of the Heritage of | 

his Fore-fathers, becaufe he is too weak to 
oppofe him, or becaufe in his Minority he 
may have offended the more powerful, and 
afterwards to folicit Guarantees of his Ufur* 
patjon ? This is what cannot be proved by 
the Divine Law, or by that of Nature and 
Nations. 

Whatever Right there may feem to be 
in a PoiTeflion founded only on the Force of 
Arms, that Right muft in Time fall of it- . 
felf; his 2>i7){^ Majeffy has Recourfe to the 
Guaranty of France and England^ and founds 
, thereon his Right of Poflelfion to the Duchy 
of Slefmck ; this does not hinder his Royal 
Highnefs from re-claiming his Dominions 
with Damages ; and the more, as he knows 
2 the 
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the Power and Equity of the Guarantees of 
his Rights, and from whom he expe^ the 
Effedb; and his Royal Highnefs relies on 
them, perfuaded that before they come to a 
War they will have Recourfe to all the Means 
that may procure an amicable Reftitution; 
and fo much the more, as the Guarantees to 
whom he has Recourfe are accepted by the 
two Parties by folemn Treaties, which thofe 
are not, who guaranty to his Dantjb Majefty 
the Pofleflion of SUJwickj and whom his 
Royal Highnefs never thought of. 

If we loved Rodomontades, we might an- 
fwer M. Van Hagen^ that if his Danijb Majefty 
would hot give one Penny as an Equivalent ; 
his Royal Highnefs does not yet fee himfetf 
under the Neceflity of yielding one Village 
of all his Duchy, nor (fince we muft mention 
a Penny) to abate one Penny of the Indemnir 
fications that he pretends to. 

But thefe Difcourfes in the Gouds tend to 
nothing. His Royal Highnefs, who always 
preferves a true Refpcft for his Danijb Majc- 
Hy, flatters himfelf that his Danijb Majefty 
will conceive Sentiments more worthy and 
more equitable towards him, protefting, that 
to prefcrvc the Repofe of the North, there is 
no reafonable Accommodation that he will 
not readily come into; and as to ourfelves^ 
we Ihall think it our Duty to keep his Royal 
Highnefs in thefe equitable and pacifick Sen- 
timents/*

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Conjundure, we ihall examine the faid Let- 
ter, wherein M. Bajfewitz advances, as fo 
many certain Fads ; 

L That M. fFeJipbalen^ his Majcfty*s En- 
voy at Peterjburgh^ had propofed this Afiair 
to the Ruffian Minifters in the Name of his 
Majefty, in the Month of Mof 1725, and 
that this was communicated to the Chancellor 
Stamke in a formal Conference, that he might 
inform the Duke his Mafter of it. 

n. That the next Day the Duke of Hot- 
Jlein let this Minifter know, that he could 
not accept of. the Conditions that had beeh 
offSired to guaranty the Crown of Sweden to 
him, fince the Duke, with refpedb to the Sue- 
ceflion to the l*hrone of Sweden^ relied only 
on the Divine Providence; and if he Ihould 
obtain it, would be only indebted for it to 
the Swedi/b Nation. 

III. That M. Wejlphalen has often decia* 
red to the Minifters of Holjlein^ that they 
need only to make fuch Propofitions, as they 
thought proper, and that he was provided 
fufficiently with full Powers, not only to treat 
but to conclude. 

To give the greater Air of Ph>bability to 
thefe Allegations, M. Bapwiiz boldly cites 
an authendck Proof in the Chancery of P#- 
ierjburgbj which he offers to produce, if I - 
cannot be convinced otherwife ; and if I can* 
not find any Proof in the Royal Chancery 
here: Nevmhelefi I can proteft upon my 
C6nfcience, and hj every thing the moft (a- 
cied, that his Majefty never had a Thought 
of making any fuch Propofitions to M. Ba^e-

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wisz, nor ever gave Qrden to M^J^efi^kalm 
to inake any Overtures upon this Subjcd, ^i^ 
tber to the Mini(lers oi ,Hotftein or thofe of 
J6#iri therefore he had not^ven full Pow- 
ers either to treat or^conchide: And on the 
other haiid, it cannot ^ believed or prefuoo* 
ed, that M* WefipbaUn xis>r any other Minifter 
would meddle in an Afiair of fuch Impor<- 
can(% without Orders. /^ 

But what is certain, and an inconteftable 
Truths iS)- that the NCniipbers of Holftiin^ and 
in particular M. Bajhviiz^ have often made 
sidiculous Propofitions to M. Wtjlpbdm^ 
which his Majefty ordered him tolilten to 
no rnorei^ and to declare to them, once for 
|dl, that his Majefty yrould never lend ah £a^ 
to any Accommodation ; conceming^^A^iri, 
with the Duke oi Holftein^ and that he was 
reiblved, as he had every where declared, to 
abide by the Guaranty of the Kings of France 
imd Great Britain^ from which he never would 
depart in any Manner ; leaving it to the faid 
Kings of France and Great Britain to confider 
how f^r they ought to fliew their Refentment 
for the contemptible Terms made ufe of by 
f he faid Sieur Bajfetvits^ in his Letter, (peak- 
ing of this Guaranty. 

This is enough to anfwcr to the Letter, 

which M. Bajfewitx has taken care to difperfe 

on all Sides, and to convince every one of the 

FalHcy of wh^t he has advanced with fp much

Whilst Mens Minds were thus difpofed 
for a Rupture by thcfe Writings, in a Stile 
uncommon among Princes, every thing was 

preparing 
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preparing in Ruffia for Execution; the Ships 
were brought together and equipt, and the 
Troops dedgned for this Expedition were or« 
dered to advance towards Livonia ; neverthe^ 
lels they were not without Apprchenfions of 
failing in the Succefs of it ; for they received 
Advice from England by every Poft, that 
King George h was making a confiderable Ar* 
mament, which it was judged was deftinated 
for the Baltici Sea. Indeed Denmark was not 
. the only Power tl^at apprehended the Confe- 
quences of the warlike Preparations of the 
Ruffians \ Sweden was greatly alarmed at it; 
and as the Partizans of the Duke of Holjlein 
moved ftrongly in that Kingdom, to have 
Deputies in the approaching AfTembly of the 
States, it was not doubted, but that though 
the Ruffian Fleet feemed defigned againft Den- 
mark<i it would not really fail but with Views 
of fupporting the Swedijb Partizans of the 
Duke of Holjlein % fome ill-dmed Menaces 
that were dropt by the Rttffian Miniflers, con- 
firmed the Court in this Sufpicion ; wherefore 
Baron Spaar^ the Swedifij Minifter in Great 
Britain^ prefled that Court to take Meafures 
to prcferve the Repofe pf the North: The 
Court of Denmark prefled it ho ]efs» and they 
were the more eaOIy determined there, ai 
they received Information of fome Steps ta- 
kw by the Court of Berlin^ that made it 
idoubted, if the King of Prt^ would conti* 
nue firm in the Alliance of Hanover. 

CouKT SECKENDORr, zSaxon^iik the Ser- 
vice of the Emperor, and for whom the 
Xing of Pn^ had for a long Time concei* 
Ti4 a ical E^em, being by Chance at Potf- 
M 4 dam^ 
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dm; ooifito make his Gotuf. to that Mo? . 
narch, imagined that he had found out» that 
he was not veiy well fadsBed with his Allies^ 
of which he informed the Emperor; and at 
the fame Time made fome Infinuations to his 
PruffiM Majefty of a defenfive Alliance with 
the Imperial Court. What he faid of himfelf' 
upon this Subjcft, and only by way of Conr 
verfatioh, was nx)re regarded than he could 
well have expedtcd ; and thcfe cafual Overtures 
led him inlenlibly into farther Explanations 
unth thatPrince, who in his Turn opened him* 
felf upon his Pietenfions to the Succeflion of 
Juliers and Berg^ which he pretended was to 
return to. his Faniily after the Death of the 
Eledor Palatine. Jt was a Mailer Stroke in 
Politicks for.thie Emperor and his Allies to 
-draw the King of Prttffia from the Hanover 
Alliance, or at Icaft to raife (bme probable 
Sufpicions of the Poffibility of a Change in 
that RefpeA, which would be a fure Means 
of perplexing the Allies of Hanover^ and of 
retarding, or it may be, of hindering the 
AcceflSon of (bme Powers who were invited 
to enter into that Alliance; therefore the 
Emp^rror granted every thing. the King of 
Prujffia demanded, and even fome things, the 
f»Execution of which feemed at that Time im- 
poflible, at leaft what was not in the Power 
of the Emperor to grant; hereupon Condi- 
tions <>f a Treaty were agreed to, in Form of 
a defenfive Alliance, which confided of four 
Heads. I, That his Prolan Majefty fhould 
' guaranty .the Succeflion in the Houfe of Am- 
firia^ as it had been regulated by the laft 
. Prapnatick Sanlfion. IL That the King of 

PrndUi 
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Pruffia and the Emperor fhould mutually af- 
Iift each other with a certain Number of 
Troops. III. That the Emperor ihall pay a 
xettahik Subfidy to the King of Pruffia. IV. 
That his Imperial Majefty (hall concur all 
that is in his Power to fecure to his PrufftM 
Majefty the eventual Succeflion to the Stattt 
of Juliers and Berg. Thefe things to be fetr 
tied by the Emperor in the Term of fix 
Months from the Day of the Signature* o* 
therwife the Kingof Pruffia not to be bcnind 
thereby. 

The News of this Alliance was very a* 

greeable at the Court of Ruffia^ where they 

cauled it to be talked of aloud. Other Mo* 

tives gave rife to another Negotiation between . 

the Court of Pntffia and that of Ebiffia. The 

Differences increafed between PoUini and the 

Court of Btrlin ; on the other Side the Poles 

Ihewed but tittle Regard to the Demands of 

her Imperial Czariih Majefty : They equally 

threatened the Kingdoms of Prv^ and Ruf^ 

Jia^ efpecially with refped to Courland. If 

the Ruffians were not concerned in the Potani- 

ers entering \Tito Pruffia^ they had a real In- 

tereft in preferving Courlandy which ferved as 

.a Rampart on that Side to Livonia. On the 

other hand, the King of Prujfia^ whom the 

P^ik»i^/ would treat as a Vaflal, feemed to 

have every thing to fear from the Impetuo- 

fity of that Nation. Thefe Interefts being 

united, without Difficulty formed a defenfive 

Alliance, in which, befides the Guaranty of 

theu* refpeftive Pofleffions, it was ftipulated, 

what Succours they ihould aiCft each other

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^ .I^Thisi Allianca, joinod to the great Ftt^ 
|itraittOn$. that were made» frithout Interrop*

CffdingYears; for which Reafon they fiuid- 
Ctd nK)re than ever the Suocours from Great 
Srihtm: And did dua with the greater Ap« 
peararice of Succefs, as that Court as well as 
franci preflVd his Damfi Majefty to enter 
intq the Hanover Alliance. 
; Tub King of Denmark bad great Reafbn 
to defire to be a contrading Party in this Al* 
liance;; but the Article of the Guaranty of 
Kights and FoflefBons was an Obftacle, which 
from the Relatiohs of the Interefts of other 
Sutes with the Crown of Denmark^ could not 
but hinder other Powers from acceding; to 
it without great Reftridions, which it is 
good to avoid, becaufe they commonly lb 
much enervate Treaties, as to render them 
of little Ufe : Befides that the Rights and 
Pretenfions of Denmark could not be guaran- 
tied without the Guarantees expofing them* 
felvts to difficult EHfcuflions with other Po- 
tentates. Therefore the Kings of Great Bri^ 
tain and Franee chofe rather to make a parti- 
cular Treaty with his Dii/;^ Majefty, which 

' the Lord Glenorchy and Count Camilli nego- 
dated, but it could not be concluded without 
much Difficulty ; Denmark knew fo well how 
to profit by the Defire that thefe Powers 
t jfaewed to maint^n the Peace of the North, 

and make advantagious Terms for herfelf 

In ihort, while the King of Great Britain 
made a confiderable Armament, as if the 
Trade of the iSr/V^ Nation was obftruftcd 

in 
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in the BaUick Sea, by the RuffioKs or fbme o* 
ther Power, the Court of Denmark contend 
herfelf with fitting out ten or twelve Ships at 
moft, as well Men of War as Frigates, and 
thofe hardly in a Condition to put to Sea, 
when the Exglijb Admiral appeared in the 
Sound. Either the King of Denmark relied 
on the Intereft that his Friends took in pre- 
venting any Rupture in the North, or he was 
perfuaded, that it was but a falfe Alarm 
given on all Sides, like founding the Alarum 
JBell againfl: the Emprefs of Ru/^^ as if he 
was convinced beyond Difpute, that that 
Princefs had formed the Proje£fc of invading 
Jutland^ to put the Duke of Holjiein^ her 
Son-in-law, in Pofleflion of his Dominions, 
which could not but rekindle the Fire of * 

War in the North. 

'. Be this as it may, the Englijb Squadron ^ E«o&um 
commanded by Sir Charles Wiager arrived in ^JJ^J^^Jp 
the Bakick Sea, confiding of twenty three Sail, m^T^s^ 
the Danijb Squadron of ten or twelve Veflels 
joined at firft but very flowly, and that not 
till after the Britifi Admiral had taken a Tour 
to Elfenab^ to execute a Commiflion to the 
Court of Sweden^ which was to declare to his 
Swedijb Majefty, that the King of Great Bri- 
tain had fent him to maintain the Peace of 
the North, and to cover the Coafts of Sweden 
from any Enterprizes on the Pare of the Rnf- 
Jians. 

This confirms what we have fiud before, 
that it was fufpedbed that ^e Rx^B^^ Fleet 
was not {o much defigned againft Denmark^ 
as to fupport the Pardaans of the Duke of 
fhlfiem m the Aflembly of the Sutes of Swe- 

den\ 
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. dm t 'mid this is the more probablet as !a 
^rowii is preferkble to a petty Duchy; and 
if that Prince had been once aflured of af- 
tending the Throne of Sweden^ he would be 
no longer in Pain about finding out Means to 
recover his Dominions in Jutkmd\ the nam- 
ral Antipathy between the two Nations would 
have been a fure Guaranty to him. 

Great Brit a i n's fending this Squadron 
of Ships into a reniote Sea was fuch a Step, 
as a Reafon might be demanded for it; there- 
fore his Briiamick Majefty wrote the follow- 
ing Letter to her Imperial Czarifh Majefty, 
which was foon made publick.

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Your Majcfty very well knows, hdw deli- 
rous we have been not only to prefcrve the 
publick Tranquillity of Europe^ but alfo to 
cultivate a perfeft good Unckrftanditig, and 
to cement a firm and lading Friendfliipt b^ 
twixt our Royal Crown of Great Bpimn and 
that of Ruffia. 

We have not failed uj>on all Occafions to 
give convincing Proofs ot thefc our peaceable 
and amicable Intentions ; and your Majefty 
muft needs remember an eminent Inftance of 
this, when we declared our ready Difpofition 
to enter, in Conjundion with our good Bro- 
ther the King of France^ into an Alliance 
with his late Majcfty, your Lord and Con- 
fort, upon fuch Terms and Conditions as 
mig^t be confident with the Peace of the 
Norib^ and be reciprocally compatible with 
the Intereft, Dignity and Honour of the Par* 
ties contiafting. By this Means, we did not 
doubt but a fincere Reconciliation might be 
adjuded between us and your late Cbnfort, 
and an indre Friendfliip and good Harmony 
edablilhed between our refpedUve Dominions 
and Subjedb, for tlieir mutual AdvantagCf 
and that by the fame Means the Peace and 
Tranquillity of the North would alio be eda* 
bliflied on a iblid and durable. Foundation. 

To atuin ta thefe great and good Ends, 
and in Conformity to his late Majcdy's Inten- 
tions, which the Miniders of his Mod Chrif* 
tian Majedy had frequently reported, a Plaa 
pf arTiraty was formed, in Concert with the 
Court of Franci^ and fent to his late Mayedy 
for his Approbation and final Confent; but 
the accomplifiiing of this good Work was 

pre- 
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p re ven te d bf his lace Majefty*s fuddeii' kxA 
unezpeAed Death. 

Neveiithelbss, as we (till retained th« 
fame good Intentions to preferve the Peace 
of the Nerth^ and to renew our ancient Friend^ 
Ihip with the Crown of Rtffia^ immediately 
after your Majefty's Acceflion to the Throne^ 
we declared, in ConjunfUon with his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty, that we were ready to con* 
dude and finifli the Treaty above-mention'd^ 
not in the leaft doubting but your Maje(hr 
would be glad of a Propofal {o inanifeftly ad- 
vantagious to your Dominions and People, 
and which tended fo much to the Pkvfervation 
of the publick Peace : But we muft own, that 
we were fenfibly afRifted to fee our Hopes 
defeated by the Return, which was made to 
the obliging and friendly Offers that were 
made on our Part ; becaule after a long De* 
lay, to no Manner of Purpofe, we found that 
your Majefty's Nfinifters infifted upon fuch 
Alterations in the Treaty projefted, as did 
not concern the Interefl: of the Riffian Em* 
pire, and fuch as were not only contrary to 
the folemn Engs^ments, which we and his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty were under to other 
Powers, but fuch as would have involved all 
the Nc^em Crowns in new Troubles and 
DiftraAions. 

Neither can we conceal from your Ma- 
jefty the extraordinary Surprize we were un- 
der to hear, that while we were carrying on 
amicable Negotiations, and had not given 
the leaft Ptovocarion on our Part, Meafures 
were taldng at your Court in favour of the 
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Pntender to our Crown, and great Etxbu- 
ragement given to his Adherents. - 

After what we have now fct forth^ your 
Majcfty will noc be furprized, that we being 
indifpenfably obh'ged to provide for the Se- 
curity of our Dominions, to perform our En- 
gagements with our Allies, and to maintain 
the publick Tranquillity in the Norths which 
feems to be very much in Danger from-y^iSr 
Majefty's late IVeparadons, have thought it 
neceflary to fend a ftrong Fleet of our Mtfil 
of War to the Baltick^ and that we have 
given Orders to our Admiral who commands 
it, to endeavour to prevent frefh Troubles iii 
thofe Parrs by hindering your Majefty's Ships 
from toming out, in cafe that you perfift in 
your Refolution to put your Fleet to Sea, to 
execute the Defigns which you may have in 
View. 

But as it is our firm Intention to live in 
Pe^^e and Friendfhip with your Majefly, we • 
wifh n-om the Bottom of our Heart, that 
your Majcfty, ferioudy refie&ing upon the 
true Intereft of your Subjeds, would permit 
them to enjoy the Blelfings of that Peace, 
which they purchaied at the Expence of fo 
much Blood and Treafure, under the Con* 
dud of his late Nfajefty; and that rather 
than enter into Meafures, which muft inevi- 
tably plunge Ruffia into a War, and the whole 
North in Confufion, your Majefty would pleafe 
to give your People and all Mankind convin* 
cing Proofs of your Inclinadon to Peace, ahd 
of your good Difpofitionrto liire in Quiet 
with your Neighbours*'-^ ^^

This Lttter was matordy examined in the 
Priv^ Council which her Imperial Majefty 
had juft eftabliflied, and in which all the im« 
portant Affairs of the Empire were treated 
of in the Prefence* of that Princefs: This 
Council was compofed of but five Lords in 
whom her Majefty had an indre Confidence;. 
* thefe were Phnce Mcnzikoff^ the Grand Ad- 

miral jtfraxin^ the Grand Chancellor Goloff- 
^/«, Count ^olfioit and Prince ADcbaelawitz 
GaUczin. Before this £(labli(hment» every 
thing was reported to the Senate, which made 
it very difficult to keep things fo fecrct as 
was neceffary ; for which Reafon the Em- 
prefs ordered, that all foreign Affairs, and 
thofe relating to the Army and Admiralty, 
fhould be deliberated upon in this Privy 
Council, leaving every thing elfe under the 
Adminiffracion of the Senate.

That the warlike Preparations we haye 
made had engaged your Royal Majefty to 
fend a ftrong Fleet of Men of War into the ^ 
BaUick^ to obviate any Enterprizes wc might 
go upon to difturb the Tranquillity of the 
North \ and that in order thereto, your Royal 
Majefly had given Orders to your Admiral 
Sir Charles iVager^ to hinder our Fleet going 
out to Sea. 

We muft confefs, we were extremely fur- 
prized not to receive your Letter, but at the 
very Inftant your Fleet appeared on our 
Coaft, and after they had caft Anchor before 
Revel \ fince it had been more agreeable to 
the Cullom cftabtidied by Sovereigns, and 
more confident with the Amity that has fo . 
long fubfifted between our Kingdoms and the 
Crown of Great Britain^ had your Royal Ma- 
jefty thought fit to expoftulate with us about 
the Umbrage you might conceive from our 
Armament, and to cxpcft our Anfwer there- 
upon, before you advanced to fo offcnfivc a 
Step. 

Them might your Royal Majefty have 
been aflured by us, that fo far it is from our 
Thoughts to difturb the Repofe of the Norths 
that on the contrary, all our Cares and Att;en- 
tion are wholly bent on the Security and Pre- 
fervation of it, both for the Time prefent 
and Time to come, as being more concerned 
than your Royal Majefty in preventing what* . 
ever may endanger that Tranquillity. 

And as your Royal Majefty is fully in* 
formed of what pafled in the Negotiations 
between his Imperial Majefty, our Lord and 
Confprtt of glorious Memory^ and afterwards 

Vouir. N betwem 
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between us and his Majefly die King of 
France^ 70U cannot but be perfuaded of this 
. our fincere Intention ; and we refer to your 
own Judgment, in what Manner we, and all 
the World with us, ought to look up xi this 
extraordinary Step of your Royal Majefty ; 
and whether any other Conftrudion can be 
put upon it, but that you have formed De- 
ligns very prejudicial againft us, and that there* 
fore you are mdined to occafion new Troubles 
in the Nortb^ by making, for want of any war- 
rantable Reafon, the faid Armament a Pre- 
tence, altho' not at ail tending that Way : Our 
Apprehenfions herein appear to ht the better 
grounded, becaufe in your Royal Majefty's 
Letter you charge us with things, of which 
with great Juftice we ourfelves might com- 
plain. 

It were needlefs to mention in this Place 
the fincere Friendfliip which his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, our Lord and Confort of giorious Me- 
mory, bore to your Royal Majefty ; and all 
the World knows, how much tliat Friendftiip 
has l>een ufefiil and advantagious to you: 
Neither is your Royal Majefty ignorant what 
Return you have made to my faid Lord and 
Confort ; nor that through Greatnefs of Soul, 
his Imperial Majefty rather chofe to overlook 
it, than to undertake any thing that might 
make the leaft Breach in the conftant Amity 
that always fubfifted between Rujfia and Great 
Britain. His faid Imperial Majefty could ne* 
ver have given more convincing Proofs of 
his fincere Intentions to prefervc that -good 
Amity, than by his generous Acceptance o( 
the good Offices offered by his M^efty the 

King 
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King of FrancCy towards the Reftoradon of 
a perfeA Underflanding with your Royal Ma- 
jefty, and by declaring himfelf refolved, dif« * 

pofedy and willing, not only to bury in eter- 
nal Oblivion all former Injuries, but alfo to 
enter (on reafonabie Conditions) with your 
Majefty, and the Crown of France^ into a 
ftri&er Engagement, and a defenfive Alli- 
ance. 

The Conditions propofed by his faid Im- 
perial Majefty, at the Requeft of France^ were 
not only thought juft from the Beginning, 
but his Moft Chriftian Majefty has more than 
once given Hopes, that as thofe Condirions 
might be well reconciled with the Engage* 
ments entered into with France^ with your 
Majefty, and with other Powers, fo, with re- 
fpeft to fuch an Alliance, they might be ad* 
jufted and fettled according to Equity and 
Jufficc, for the intire Security of the Tran- 
quillity of the North \ and therefore thefe are 
not new Conditions, but the fame, though 
your Royal Majefty founds them fo high at 
prefent ; and iince in the laft Anfwer which 
has been communicated to us on the Part of 
France^ your Majefty's felf declares the thing 
to be juft, it is very plain, that neverthelefs 
your Majefty not only rejefts all amicable 
and equitable Means to adjuft the fame, but 
that you defign to oblige us to accept Condi* 
tions dircdiy oppofite both to our Intereft, 
and which is more, to our Honour and Re- 
puution, as well as to Juftice itfelf.

have (hewn publickly every where againft us 
for fo many Years p^. The thing appears 
evident from what your Majefty alledges and 
charges us with in relation to the Pretender. 
Your Minifters have rightly underftood, that 
all the Reafons by them fuggefted, (and 
which) abftrafted from that, do not regard 
the Intcreft of Great Britain^ but are rather 
diametrically oppofite to the folemn Treaties 
fubfifting between Great Britain and other 
Powers) are not to be admitted, and are in- 
fufHcient to juftify their violent Enterprizes 
to Perfons difinterefted ; and not being able 
to find out any other Reafon, that frivolous 
and ftale Acculation muft be trumped up, 
and ferve, as heretofore, as the main Pretence 
for all the unkind Steps taken againft us. 

Althoug h the GroundlefTnefs of that Ac- 
cufation has oftentimes been proved, tho* Time 

I and Experience have evinced, that thofe pre- 
tended Engagements no where exifted but in 
the Imaginations of your Royal Majefty's 
Minifters; and though the Willingncfs we 
have fhewn on our Part to facilitate the late 
Negotiations, ought no lefs to convince your 
Royal Majefty of the Malice and Falfity of 
thole Infinuations, than the Difpofitions we 
Jiave fhewn to grant the Guaranty you have 
demanded of us ; ncvcrthclcfs, over and a- 
bove all that, we are ftill willing to aflure 

your 
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your Royal Majefty, that we bear you too 
much Friendfhip, to be willing to give your 
Majcfty and the Britijb Nation any Uneafi- 
ncfs, by any Engagements we might enter 
•into with the Pr^/«r^^. As for the reft, ic 
depends on your Majefty's Pleafure to give 
what Orders you think proper to your Admi- 
ral: But then your Royal Majefty will agree 
with us, that your Prohibition would not hin- 
der us from caufing our Fleet to go out, if 
we thought it convenient ; and that in the 
Quality of a Sovereign and an Emprefs, 
holding of none but God alone, we are no 
lefs unwilling to receive Laws from any one 
than to forget ourfelves fo far, as to pretend 
to di&ate any to others. Moreover, we are 
indrely ready and difpos'd to entertain a good 
Harmony with your Royal Majcfty ; nor (hall 
•we undertake any thing that may interrupt 
the Amity fo firmly eftablifhed between the 
two Kingdoms for fo many Years paft : And 
as on our Part we readily declare, thdt this 
Amity cannot but be very ufeful to us, and 
to our Kingdoms and Subjefts, we hope like- 
wife your Royal Majefty will own, that hi- 
therto it has been no lefs advantagious to 
your Majefty, and to your Kingdoms and 
Subje£b, and that for the future it might not 
be unprofitable* In ftiort,. as it is moft cer- 
tain, that his Imperial Majefty, of glorious 
Memory, after having been abandoned by all 
his Allies, did, with incredible Labours and 
Scpences, procure to himfelf and his'King- 
doms, the fo much defired Peace, fo we ihail 
likewife ufc all our Endeavours to fecure the 
* .*' '"^ N 3 En- 
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Eojoymeiit of it to our Kingdoms and Sob* 
jcAs. 

Wb are even perfuaded, that we caiuiot 
better attain thefe good Ends, than by being,, 
after the Example of our Lc^ and Confort, 
of glorious Memory, in fuch a Pofture, as.at 
all Times, in Cafe of Need, to be able to 
(uccour our Allies, to perform our Engage- 
ments to them, to proteft our faithful Sub* 
jeAs againfl: any Infults, and to oppofe them, 
who may offer to wreft from us and our Sub- 
je£b this Treafure, Peace. 

It is with this View^ and with this View 
only, that we have made the Armament that 
has given your Royal Majefty fo much Um- 
brage, though without any Realbn or Foun* 
dation. We wi(h the Almighty to vouchfafe 
to beftow on your Royal Majefty perfeft 
Health, ?nd an ever happy Reign. At St.

Neve rt r e i ess, the Englijb Squadron ad- 
vanced as far as Nargin^ an Ifland in Sight of 
Rpody^iihttt it was very fecure, and from 
whence it could hinder the Coming out of 
the RMJJian Fleet. Several Councils were held 
concerning the Manner they (hould behave 

towards 
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towards the EngUJh ; the lefs prudent were of 
Opinion, that they ought to take Advantage 
of the firft favourable Wind to fall upon 
them, after they had blocked them up on 
the Side of the Land by their Gallies, which 
carried great Guns ; others were for fetting 
fire to their Ships : But the wifer fhew'd, that 
after it had been publifhed in all the Courts 
that were concerned herein, that her Imperial 
Czariih Majefty had no Entcrprizc in View 
with her Fleet, but had equipt it only to 
maintain the Repofe of the Nortb^ and to ex- 
ercife her Marine, as was done in the preced- 
ing Years; they ought by their ConduA to 
anfwer to this Declaration, and prove to all 
Europe^ that they afted fincerely, and that ^ 

thofe were deceived, who had given another 
Idea of the Defigns of the Ruffian Emprefs. 
This was thought making a Virtue of Necef- 
lity ; and by a forced Condudt thofe Forces 
were left in InaAion, which were dcftinated 
for quite other Matters : Therefore the Em- 
prefs gave Orders to all the Governors of Re- 
vel and other Places on the Coafts, to give 
Adnoiral Wager a good Reception, and even 
to fumi(h him, paying for them, with Pro- 
vifions and whatever Refreihments he had 
OccaGon for. Thus the Officers and even 
the Sailors were feen in Revelj as much at 
liberty as if this Fleet had came to bring 
Succours to Rjuffia. 

But as it was feared, that the Neighbour* 
hood of this Fleet, and the Reports that 
were every where carefully fbread of her Im- 
perial Czariih M^efty*s Defigns, might dtf- 
torb the Trade of thofe Farts ; hpr Imperial

Way occafioned by us, hath plainly no other 
Aim, but to undertaJce fome difagreeable 
Meafures againft us, and confequently difturb 
the Peace of the North % and whereas the 
Merchants of the Great Britifl) Nation, trad- 
ing with our Empire of Great Bjujfia^ might, 
upon his Royal Briiamuck Majefty's unfriend- 
ly Proceeding toward us, fufpedt, (and the 
more, if any aftual Hoftilities againft us 
fhould be ufed by the aforefaid Squadron) 
left they who are in our Empire may come 
to fuiFer in their Pcrfons, Ships, Goods, t^c. 
and be reduced to utter Ruin ; but we on our 
Part are fincercly purpofed (notwithftanding 
thcfe Proceedings of his Great Britamick Ma- 
jefty, tending to excite new Troubles in the 
North) to prcferve with all Diligence that 
friendly and good Correfpondencc, which 
hath continued fo many Years till this Time, 
fteady and inviolable betwixt the Dominions

nefit and Advantage of both Nations, and 
not only allow the Merchants of Great Bri-

may freely, and at their Pleafure and beft 
Advantage, without any Fear or Apprchen- 
fion, carry on their TrafEck in our Empire, 
equally with all Nations in Friendfhip with 
us \ and on all Occafions be unalterably afcer- 
tained and afllired of our gracious Protedxon

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iod Care for them ; intmded only they them* 
felyesy through no aifagrteable Meafuivs, or 
forbidden Proceedings, render themfelves ob- 
- noadous. In Confirmation whereof, we have 
iigned this our gracious Declaration with our 
own Hand, and commanded that it ihould 
be prochumed in the ufual Manner.

Count Rabutin, the Emperor's Minifter 
at the Czarina's Court, left no Stone un- 
turned, at this Time, to thwart the Negotia* 
tions which the BrUifi Admiral was inflru£led 
to pmpofe, to enter into with her Minifters, 
towards the removing all Caufes of Jealouf/ 
and Diftruft on both Sides, fuggefting, *^ That 
^ the Admiral being come with open Force 
^^ to negotiate an Accommodation, it would 
^ be a Difparagement to the RuOian Court to 
**. enter with him into a Treaty, while his 
'* Fleet lay at Anchor under an Ifland be- 
*^ lon^ng to the Rufftam^ and that they 
** ought, at lead, to make him quit their 
^ Coafts, to leave the Senators at an entire 
•* Liberty." 

On the other hand. Admiral tVager having

< /48«rVib Majefty's Letter, waited in the fame 

Station for his Majefty's farther Orders and 

InftruAions. In the mean Time, from all 

, the Intelligence he had received, he judged 

the Ruffians did not intend to make any At- 

4 tempo 
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tempts that Year, their naval Strength being 
inferior to his ; they had indeed more Ships 
than they ever had before fitted out, but tKey 
could not man them with any tolerable Nuah> 
ber of Seamen without disabling thofe al- 
ready manned : But' at Revel they made a 
new Battery, and lay Day and Night on 
board their Ships in the Mole, and on the 
Batteries, for fear of a Surprize. 

The British Admiral had fome Con- 
ference with Prince Mtnsak$ff^ who made a 
Tour into Livonia on Affairs which we (hall 
mention hereafter, but they could agree on 
nothing for the Re-eftabli(hment of the good 
Underftanding between the two G>urts ; the 
Interefts of Holftein being an infurmountable 
Barrier betwixt them. 

It was while thisBriiiJb Squadron was un- 
^er Nargin^ that a Part of the King of 'Den- 
marJC% Fleet came to join them, when M. We^ 
fbaUn^ the Mmifter of that Prince, prefented 
the following Memorial to the Emprefs of 
MuJJia at Teterfiurgh.

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King my Mafter, and ihe late Czar Peter T. 
for procuring the Welfare and Advantage of 
the Dominions of both, is Of fuch a Nature, 
that the King* my Mafter, relying on the 
Principles of Ecpiiij and the true Interefl: of 
Hm^ has nothing to fear from all the' Machi- 
nations of difaflfefted Perfons $ on the contrary, 
his Majefty has Reafon to exped all manner 
of Demonftrations of Friendlhip from your 
Majefty. Neverthelefs as your Majefty has 
not given to the King my Mafter the leaft 
Intimation of the Subjeffc of the extraordi- 
nary Armament of Men of War, Gallies, 
Bomb Veflels, and other Ships, of die March 
C>f divers Regiments deligned for Embarka- 
tion, of the immenfe (^antity of Bifcuit pro* 
vided, nor of fo many other military Prepa- 
rations, which were made, as it is ufually prac- 
tifed among neighbouring Powers, with whom 
one intends to cultivate a good Friendfliip, 
and which there is an Obligation to do be- 
tween fuch Allies as my Mafter and your 
Majefty. That on the other hand, a Report 
was generally fpread at Feterjburgh^ Revel and 
Rigdy and almoft every where elfe, that the 
Armaments of your Majefty are , defign'd 
againft the Kingdom of Denmari ; and that 
the fame Report is publickly fpread by the 
Adherents of the Duke of Holftein^ not only 
here, but alfo in Sweden^ at l^emtOy Hamburgh^, 
Lubecky and in other Parts : That befides, 
feveral neighbouring Powers have ^vcn the 
King my Mafter Notice of the great Sea Ar- 
maments, and advisM him to be on his 
Guard; and that his Majefty is informed, 
that the principal Aim of thofe who have the 

grcateft 
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greaceft Influence at this Court, and whofe 
Counfel prevails too much, is to difturb con- 
tinually the good Harmony which has fub- 
fifted fo long between Denmark and Rujfia^ 
and which of late Years procured fuch great 
Advantages to both Nations, efpecially to 
Bjiffta^ being willing to facrifice to their am- 
bitious Views the true Intereft of Rujfta and • 
Denmark^ by dividing and making them arm 
againft each other. All this, added to many 
other Circumftances of no lefs Weight, which 
for goodReafons I do not mention, oblige the 
King my Mafter to defire that the Caufe of 
his Apprehenfion and Uncertainty, on Ac* 
count of the great Armaments of your Maje* 
fty, which increafe every Year, may be re- 
moved. For that Purpofe, the King my 
Mafter thought fit to charge me exprefsly to 
reprefent to your Majefty, in a private Audi- 
ence, and in the moll refpedfut and fuitable 
Manner, what I have mentioned above, anci 
the Uneafinefs of his Majefty on that Ac- 
count ; and at the fame Time, to alTure your 
Majefty with the unalterable Intention of the 
King my Mafter, to cultivate ftill a good 
Amity and Union with your Majefty, con- 
formable to the perpetual Alliance concluded 
* with your Majefty and the King my Mafter 
in 1709, and knit clofer and clofer the Ties 
of that Friendfliip for the mutual Welfare 
and Advantage of both Nations, and enquire 
of your Majefty what the King my Mafter 
may ezpedb firom the Friendftiip and Good-will 
of your Majefty, and whether your Majefty 
is minded to obferve the Contents of the faid 
Alliance of 1709? This b what lam exprefly

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cEu^ged to pmx>fe and dedait i^ 
fully to your Nlajefty, entreating your Majefty 
to give upon it uich a Declaration or Aniwer, 
as may fully quiet the Mind of the King my 
Matter, concerning the Intention and Defig^ 
of your Majefty. I hope your Majefty will 
not, in the leaft, fcrupte giving fuch a De- 
claration, the rather becaufe it is confomuble 
with the Treaties, and eftablilhed among 
good Neighbours and Allies: In Ezpedation 
of which, &r.

The Demand feemed a litde new, and 
, ibmewhat out of Seaibn, fince a Sovereign 
ought not to be relponfible to any one for 
what he does at home, and efpedally when 
no Step is taken, nor any Declaradon made 
that might prove an Intention to trouble the 
publick Repofe; moreover it might have 
been faid, that fuch a Demand could not 
come but fW>m the Confcience of one who re* 
proachcd herfelf with having done fome> 
thing to draw that Storm upon her which Ihe 
had formed in her own Inoaj^nadon. 

The following was the prudent Anfwer 
made to the Danifi Minifter. 

•• IXrHAT is fct forth in a written Me- 
VV morial delivered by Mr. ^{/?/&2/as^ 
Counfellor of State and Envoy £xtraordina« 
ry, by an exprefs Order from the King his 
Mafter, has been moft humbly laid before her 
Imperial Majefty. Whereupon her Majefty 
is gracioufly plcafed to acquaint the Envoy

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Extraordinary, that the Queftions aOcM of 
her Majefty, and which are no ways cufto* 
mary among Sovereigns, muft needs leem 
very ftrangc to her v for as ic would be look'd 
upon as very unbecoming in her, if (he fhould 
concern herfelf with the Enterprizes of other 
Powers, and examine the King of Denmark 
about hb yearly Armaments, in the like 
Manner her Majefty thinks herfelf as little 
bound to give either to others, or to the King 
of Denmark^ any Account of what (he does. 
Neverthelefs, her Majefty condefcends to de- 
clare to the King of Detmark^ that (he has 
no other Aim nor Intention, than to maintain 
herfelf continually, after the Example of her 
late Confort, of glorious Memory, in fuch a 
good Pofture, that Ihe may always be in a 
Condidon to ^ve neceflary Succours to her 
Allies, and make good the Obligations fhe 
has entered into with them, as alfo to fe- 
cure her Dominions and Subje6b againftall 
InvaHons of Enemies, and fufficiently rq)el 
all who would offer any Violence ; this being 
the upright and eameft Intention of her Ma- 
jefty, which others have lefs Reafon to be 
jealous at, becaufe it cannot be taken ill of 
her Majefty, that (he is intent upon, and 
takes proper Meafures for preferving the 
Tranquillity of the North, her own Safety, 
and that of her Dominions and Subje^. 
Moreover, her Imperial Majefty declares to

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Advicey not the leaft Advice or Gmimunica* 
tion thereof has been made to her Imperial^ 
Majefty» which, however, unlefs the find 
Squadron is to be looked upon as that of an 
Enemy, ought, according to Cullom and 
Equity, to have been done, as it according- 
ly was done, on the Part of the King of 
Great Britain^ concerning the Squadron his 
Majefty fent to iht Eaft-Sea : Her Majefty 
thinks fhe is under a Neceflity to a(k the 
King of. Denmark by thefe Prefencs, in due 
Form, whether thb very extraordinary and 
hitherto unheard of Step of his Royal Ma* 
}t&fy ought not to be looked upon by her as 
an open Rupture? The faid Envoy Extra- 
ordinary is defired, in the Name of her mod 
illuflxious Impend Majefty, to procure from 
his moft gracious King and Mafter a Ipeedy 
Declaration upon this Matter, and impart the ' 
fame to her Majefty, that fhe may according 
to it take the moft proper Meafures for her 
Safety, and the Prcfervation of the Tran- 
quillity in the North. As for the reft, her 
Imperial Majefty gracioufly continues to the 
faid CounfeUor of Sute and Envoy Extraor^ 
dinary, her Imperial Favour and Efteem.

Whilst Things were carried on with a 
high Hand at Feterjburgh^ notwithftanding 
the great Complaifance (hewn in the Gulph 
of Finland^ the Negotiations were pufhed on 
with Vigour in Sweden^ where Count Gol-^ 
lotoin^ fupported by Count Freyiag^ forgot 
nothing that he imagined might prevent the 
States affcmbled to Uften to the Acceflion to 

the 
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the Treaty of Hanover^ which the Minifters 
oi France and Greet Britain ftrongly foHcitcd. . 
Prince Dolgonuki^ one of the ablcft Politici- 
ans of the Rnjjian Court, was. recalled from 
WarfaxVy to be fent to Stockholm^ fo much the 
Emprefs had it at heart to bring Stveden from 
taking any Party contrary to her own. The 
RuJJian Minifters would have joined the Poli- 
tick Bajfezvitz to Prince Dolgorucki^ as an Af- 
fiftant, to have fupported his Mailer the 
Duke of HoIJiein^s Interefts in that Kingdom, 
but the Court of Sweden acquainted with the 
Conduft and Intrigues of that Minin:er, with 
whom they had no Reafon to be well pleafed, 
and whofe Vivacity perhaps they feared, let 
it be underftood that they fliould not behold 
him with a good Eye ; therefore for Form's 
Sake Vf(0 other Minifters of that Prince were 
fent into Sweden^ who did neither good nor 
harm. 

Thb Inflruftions of Prince Dolgorucki were 
very fiill, and he had Orders to fparc no- 
thing to prevent the Accellion to the Hanover 
Alliance, even to the Offer of a Sublidy of 
five or fix hundred thoufahd Roubles. When 
this Minifter had his firft Audience of the 
King of Sweden^ he contented himfelf with 
making a very (hort Speech, relating only to 
his Leners of Credence, without any Propo- 
fitions concerning Afiairs. General Bonier 
anfwered him on the Part of the King, that 
his Majelly thought himfelf obliged to her 
Imperial Majefty of Rujia^ in that Ihe had 
been pleafed to honour him by fending her 
Ambsmador Extraordinary and Plenipotentia- 
ly, and by him to aflfure his Majeffy of the

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invarisible Friendfliip of her i6g^ Migeftft 
and of her Intentioa to obierve what had 
been ftipulated by the Peace laft condudedt 
and by the Alliance diat followed it i his 
Majefl^ pxomifed, on his Side, that nothbg 
Ihould be omitted to fulfil the Engs^ments 
he had entered into at the Re-eftablifliment 
of the Peace fo much delBred, his Majefty 
having fW>m Time to Time given indubitable 
Proofs of his Define and fincere Inclination to 
maintain a firm Confidence and good Neigh- 
bourhood between the two Crowns ; but par* 
ticularly the laft Year, when his Mijefty (al- 
though he might have expefted the firft Vifit 
by an Ambaflador according to the Ufagp 
obferved in Times paflfed) had thought pro- 
per to fend an Envoy to renew, or rather 
confirm, on Account of the Emperor's Death, 
the Ties of Confidence and Anuty that was 
between the two Crowns : That his Majefty 
would conftantly perfevere, and without In- 
termiflion, in the fame Difpofition, and di- 
rect his Councils in fuch Sort, that whatever 
Meafures his Majefty might tsdce with others, 
- he would never depart in any Manner from 
the prior Engagements he had contraded 
with the Rujfum Empire, nor weaken them in 
any Kind.

We cannot, without being wanting to our- pm^ ^** 
felves, on thc^ agreeable Occalion ot the ap- 
proaching general Diet, decline Ihewing to 
the laudable Body of the States by this our 
Letter, that at the Condulion of the laft 
Diet, we were comforted in the moft fenfiblc 
Manner, by the Declaration and full AlTu- 
rance of Good-will, that the very laudable 
Statjcs of the^ Kin^om were pleafed to give 
us by his Majefty. 

Oun Mind and Heart overwhelmed by the 

hard Opprefilon oiPenmark^ is thereby greatly 

O 2^ re-a^i'* 
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re-animatcd, and with the more Reafon, «$ 
we perceive we have not been forgot by our 
dear Country, but, on the contrary, as we 
aire entirely perfuaded that the noble Blood of 
Sweden^ fo renowned through all the World, 
is no lefs warm in our Favour, in the Hearts 
of our much loved and dear Countrymen, 
than the fame Blood in our own Veins will 
always beat high in Favour of Stoeien. 

The Sentiments of Acknowledgment that' 
we are fiird with on this Occafion, cannot be 
fudiciently exprcflld in their full Extent by 
any Words. We therefore rather leave to 
every fincere Patriot and Inhabitant of Swi^ 
den the Care of exprefling more at lai^e, ac- 
cording to his honed Intentions, and as his 
Swedijb Heart Ihall fuggeft to him, our Gra- 
titude, which is not to be ihewn by any Lan- 
guage we can ufe. 

It is certain, that no one can be naturally 
and reafonably convinced, wherher or no our 
Attachment to the Swedijb Nation b fincere, 
perfe£b, and conftant, but as he may be con- 
firmed in it by the Effedb, as Occafions fiiall 
offer. 

In the firm Hope of which we are per- 
fuaded, that it cannot but be agreeable to the 
very laudable States of the Kingdom, that 
we once more lay our Heart open before 
them. 

When the defenfive Alliance was con- 
cluded with Rt^iay the 22d of February 1724, 
it was at the fame Time ftipulated, hj a fe- 
cret Article, in what Manner the Reftitution 
of Slejwick in our Favour fliould be under- 
taken, not only that we might recover what 

is 
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IS our Right, but alfo that the Tranquillity 
of the North might be confirmed, when that 
Stumbling-block, the Caufe of all their Trou- 
bles and Diforders, was removed. We have 
hoped, from that Time, with a tranquil 
' Mind, that, through the BlcfTing of God, wo 
might foon enjoy an happy Rcfult of that 
Treaty ; but it feems hitherto, that the Al- 
mighty, according to the Sovereign Wifdom 
of his Counfels, has been pleafcd that wc 
fhould place an entire Confidence in him 
atone, fince by many Conjunctures and Inci- 
dents met with, fometimes by one Difficulty, 
and fometimes by another, nothing could be 
undertaken with Vigour in our Affair, much 
lefs any Thing to terminate it. The Haugh- 
dnefs of the Court of Demnark has been fo 
much increafed hereby, that it has lately 
made a Declaration no ways equitable, that 
his Danijb Majefty owes us nothing on Ac- 
count of our Duchy of Slefwick^ and that he 
would not enter into any amicable Accommo- 
dation relating thereto. 

Yet, notwithftanding all thefe Obftacles, 
it looks as if this Cloud of Affliction, which 
has fo long hovered over our Head and 
threatened us, was about to diflipate, fmce 
by Diviiie Providence two of the greateft 
Powers of Europe have refolved to affifl; us. 
with powerful Succours. 

His Imperial Roman Majefty has not only 
acceded to the Alliance of Stockholm^ as is 
well known, but likewife purfuant to his 
Love of Juftice, and his invaluable Benevo- 
lence to our Pcifon, entered into a new En- 
gagement with her Imperial Majefty, our 
O 3 moft 
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moft gradoiis Mocheiviii-Law, hf Viitue of 
an Alliance concluded with her relating to 
our Intereft, in a Manner with which we have 
great Reafon to be well fatisfied. 

Ws have nothing more to wilh to make 
our Happinefs compleat, but that his Swe£fi 
Majefty, and the States of the Realm, would 
be pleafed, out of their Good-will and Affec- 
tion towards us, to confM to wbai Jball be pro* 
fofid to them in the Diet on tbe Paris of the 
Powers abovementioned. 

Wa are perfeAly aflured, that the moft 
laudable States of the Realm, fo remarkable 
for their Piety, Compafljon, and Love of 
Juftice, will, without any Scruple, come into 
an Acceflion, which tends to our Profocrity, 
and Deliverance from an Opprefllon to hard 
and fo long, as well as it relates to the pub^ 
lick Good; nor is there Occalion to men- 
tion what all the World knows, that our 
hereditary Dominions were facrificed only for 
the Service of Sweden ; and what is likewife 
as well known, that we never pretended this 
Kingdom was obliged folely and feparately to 
re-e(labli(h our Affairs. 

Wb (hall not enter into the Detail of what 
Importance it is to this Crown of Sweden^ not 
to fuffcr Denmark to be in a Condition to ftir 
up new Troubles and Diftuibances in Sweden^ 
by^ their Ufe of the annual Revenues from 
the Duchy of Slefwick^ and leave it only to 
the moft laudable States to refled, how much 
Grief we muft be afflided with, if after fo 
long Patience and Attendance upon favour- 
able Conjunftures, we again find ourfelves ex*- 
pofed to the greatcft Rifques. 

SoMI 
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SoMi finifter Accident may again happen, 
if we mifs this Opportunity of the Ailiftance 
of two of the greateft Powers in Europe^ and 
upon whom we can certainly depend. 

This mull be of great Advantage not only 
for you, but for your Glory, and give us 
Leave to add, for the Interefl: of Sweden in 
Regard to the prefent Conjunctures, if the 
moft laudable States of the Realm would be 
pleafed to make fuch Difpofitions as might 
be hoped for, from the Adivity of the next, 
and the fucceeding Diets. 

Therefore we fend thefe P^efents to 
you, in the Honour and perfed Confidence 
we hold of the juft and folid Deliberations of 
the Body of the moft laudable States of the 
Realm, as well as for their Amity and cordial 
Affedion to us, waiting the favourable Re* 
fult of this Afiair, which we abfolutely pro* 
mife ourfelf fit>m their Equity and Juftice. 

To conclude, wevwiih from the Bottom 
of our Heart, that the Almighty will be 
pleafed to blefi and crowii all the Delibera* 
tions of the moft laudable States of the 
Realm, with the moft happy Succefs, for 
the general Good of our Country, and the 
particular Proiperity of every Inhabitant 
thereof*

In the mean Time the 
Affair of the Acceflion was vigoroufly prefled, 
and on the Arrival of the Briiijb Squadron 
on the Coafts of Sweden^ Mr. Paimz^ his Bri- 
lamick Majcfty's Minifter, prefented the fol- 
lowing Memorial to the King.

prefcrvc the Tranouillity of the Norths and 
to fccure the Welfare of Sweden againft any 
Enterpriaxs with which he believes it has 
been^ and is ftill threatened, immediately af* 
ter he had concluded the defenfive Alliance 
the lad Year, to fhew his particular Regard 
to your Majefty and the Kingdom of Sweden^ 
ordered the underwritten to join himfclf to 
the Minifters of the^Allies, in communicating 
the faid Treaty to your Majefty, and to in- 
vite your Majefty, in the moft cordial Man- 
ner, to accede thereto, in order to renew and 
cement the Ties of mutual Friendfliip, and 
thereby to procure a Support more folid and 
more ftable for the Security of Sweden^ at a 
Conjuncture^ when almoft all the Powers of 
Blurope are ftrengthening themfelves by new 
Engagements. 

The King my Mafter founded the De- 
mand of this Mark of your Majefty's Friend- 
ihip, not only on the Intereft that he takes in 
the Happinefs of a Nation always clofcly al- 
lied 
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lied with his Crown, and which has formerly 
maintained, with fo much Reputation and 
Glory, the Balance of the Norths and the Pro- 
tcilant Caufe in the Empire, but alfo on the 
great and heavy Expences tliat his Eritannick 
Majefty, and his Kingdoms, muil be obliged 
to be at, if Sweden^ for want of neccffary Pre- 
cautions, ihould be left expofcd to the dan- 
gerous Dcfigns of her Neighbours ; but not- 
withllanding all the Advances of Friendfhip, 
and of his diilinguiflied Confideration to- 
wards the Crown of SzveJenj his Majefty can- 
not forbear complaining, in a friendly Man- 
ner, to your Majefty, that the Condud of 
this Crown has not hitherto fully anfwered to . 
his good Intentions, and to the juft Hopes of . ^ 

his Majefty, fince far from accepting of thefc 
Offers of Friendfhip with a mutual Warmth, 
he has th6 Uneafinefs to find the Negotia- 
tion lengthened out for above fix Months, 
by Delays that he cannot comprehend the 
Meaning of; and although this Treaty can 
give Offence to none, but fuch as feek Pre- 
texts to trouble the publick Tranquillity, the 
Articles to which the greateft Exceptions are 
taken, being drawn up on the Model, and 
almoft in the very Terms of feveral ancient 
Treaties with the Crown of Sweden i yet fo 
many Difficulties and Exceptions have been 
formed againft them, that if your Majefty's 
Comniiflaries are ordered to infift upon them, 
the Negotiation muft drop of itfelf, without 
giving your Majefty the Trouble of a direBt 
KefufaU 

In the mean Time the Crown of Swidett 
has been found to enter into new Engage- 
ments 
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ments with other Poweis, who» if we may 
make a Judgment from the Experience of 
paft Times, have neither the fame Intereft^ 
nor the iame Power, nor the fame Inclina- 
tions to fuccour Sweden^ that the Crown of 
Great Britain has always been in Pofleffionvof, 
and of which Ihe has given, on many Oc- 
calions, fuch real and inconteftable Proofs; 
moreover, it has been found, that thefe new 
Engagements have been concluded not only 
without any Reftriftions, but with fo much 
Facility and Eagemefs, that notwithftanding 
the Ciown of Sweden declared, by a Treaty 
ligned in the Year 1720, that it was then of 
publickNotoriety, that, to the Prejudice of the 
Treaties of the Peace of ^^^&f and Oibki, 
the Proteftant Religion was fo much op- 
prefled and perfecuted in feveral Places both 
without and within the Rman Eanpire, that 
it was greatly to be feared that Religion 
would be entirely deftroyed ; neverthelcfs it 
is not to be underftood that this Crown, in 
her new Engagements, has infilled on the 
leaft Redrefs of thofe Grievances, nor that 
fhe has provided againft the Confequence of 
them, on Account of the Succours which flie 
is obliged to fumilh, and which are more 
than double what your Majefty*s Commifla* 
ries offered to us with refpeft to the Treaty 
of Hanover. 

Although thefe long Delays, and this 
Partiality of Condu& towards the Powers, 
who, according to all Appearances and fe* 
vcral Advices worthy or Credit, have no 
Good-will to the Crown of Gredt Britain^ or 
the Proteftant SuccefEon, of which your Ma-

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jefty is & Guarantee, might juftly have put a 
Scop to his Majelty's good Intentions to- 
^waras Sweden ; nevertheleis the Conftancy of 
his Friendfliip is fuch, that for fear the 
Crown of Swedat^ by the Delays which ihe 
herfelf has brought to this Accelfion, might 
find herfelf expofed to Danger, his Majefty, 
to fhew the l^caAnefs with which he would 
fulfil his Engagements, and his Intention to 
affift Sweden^ has been willing to anticipate 
to that Crown the Fruits of the Accelfion^ 
by fending hither a powerful Squadron, with- 
out its being required of hirp, and by orders 
ing his Admiral to come hither in Picrfon, to 
aflure your Majelty, as well by Letter as^ by 
Word of Mouth, of the Friendlhip, and of 
the Uprightnefs of the Intentions of the 
moft ferene King his Mafter, and, at the . 
iame Time, to inform himfelf if your Ma« 
jefty apprehended any immediate Danger 
from the Armaments of your Neighbours^ 
and in fuch Cafe to concert the moft precife 
Meafiires with your Majefty, and your Mini- 
fters, for the Advantage and Defence of Swe-^ 
den^ by Virtue of the full Powers with which 
the Admiral is fumifhed for that Purpofe ;

juftly on fome other Occafions, to the Want 
of neceflaiy Orders given to his Majefly^s 
Admiral, nor for Want of Inclinadon to ex- 
ecute thofe Orders with Fidelity and PunAu- 
ality. 

And as the Sea(bn of the Year, and the 
Conjunftures of Afiairs render it of Im- 
portance to his Majefty and his Allies, as 
well as to the Crown ox Swednij to know as 
foon as pofllble what may be expeded on 
each Side, the underwritten has received Or- 
ders to befeech your Majefty once more, ac- 
cording to your Wifdom and extraordinary 
Forefight, to confider ferioufly of his Maje- 
fty*s friendly Offers, and of the true Interefts 
of Sweden^ and to afford us a final Anfwer 
with refpedb to the aforefaid AccefHon, that 
may not give Room for the Allies of Hanover 
to think themfelves amufed by a fruitlefs Ne- 
gotiation. I have received Orders, at the 
fame Time, to declare, that there is nothing 
in the World, that the moft ferene King my 
Mafter more ardently dcfircsi tha^ a ftrift 
Union with this Crown, for the Repofe of 
the North, for the free Navigation of the 
BaUick Sea, for the Good of the Proteftant 
Caufe, and for the reciprocal Advantage of 
both Kingdoms. 

But if your Majcfty, advertifed in Time 
of the apparent Dangers which threaten thefe 
jneftimable Benefits, does not think it conve- 
nient for you to enter into the hcceflary En- 
gagements to oppofe them, his Majefty will 
believe himfelf excufed before God and all 
the impartial World, if he finds himfelf 

obliged. 
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obliged, though with great Regret, to take 
Meafures elfewhere, to obtain the fame falu- 
tary Ends by all juft and convenient Means j 
and if in that Cafe, inftead of going before 
the Wifhes and Demands of Sweden^ he con- 
tents hinifelf for the Time to come, to fulfil 
his Engagements with that Crown, in the 
Proportions and Times marked out by the 
Treaties, and according to the reciprocal 
Friendlhip he meets with from the Crowa 
of Sweden^ and as her Care for her own Pre* 
fervation may juilify this Expence to the 
Great Council of his Majefty and the Britijb 
Nation, who have fo often fupplyM her with 
Means for tliat Purpofe without Greai Bri- 
taints ever, till now, rcclainiing any Aflif- 
tance from Sweden^ and without feeing any 
Probability at prefent of ever reclaiming it for.

•* /TTIHE underwritten Envoy Extraordi- 
JL nary of the Emperor, had the Ho* 
nour for a Twelvemonth to reprefent to your 
Majefty and laudable State, in the moft cir* 
cumftantial and extenfive Manner, both by 
Word of Mouth and Writing, that the Trea- 
ty of Hanover^ or Herrebaufen^ and all the 
Acceflions under that Name, have no other 
Tendency, on the Part of the Englifi^ than 
to fubvert the whole Conftitution of the Em* . 
pire, and the Subordination fo well fettled, 
and fo neceilary between the Members and 
Head ; in a Word, to introduce an Anarchy, 
capable of entirely overturning Germany. 

The Scope of this Alliance is, under Pre- 
tence of prelerving publick Peace and Tran- 
auillitv, to ftir up one Half of Europe ^inft 
^e otner, firft by an injurious Alliance, then, 
according to a fine projeded Scheme, hurry 
it into an open War. 

Wherefore the Underwritten has done 
all he could, in die Name of his Imperial 
Majefty, to difTuade your Majefty, and this 
Kingdom, fiom ranning bto fo dangqous a 
Defigo. 

Ih that Space of Time, he had, by the 
Afliftance of Heaven, the good Succefs of 

uniting 
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uniting his Imperial Majefty and your Ma* 
. jefty in a defenfive Aliiance^ by the Accdfion 
of his Imperial Majefty to the Treaty con- 
.eluded with Rsffia in 1724, in Spite of all 
Oppofitions of the contrary Party. 

This Succefs made the underwritten Mi* 
nifter hope, that he had thereby put a Stop

Though this fiital Ftojed, on the Part of 
an Eleftoral State of the Empire, from which 
we have fo little Reafon to eiqpeft it, ftill 
wants much of its Execution, France not 
having confented thereto as yet, and that the 
King of Denmark finds infuperable Difficul- 
ties in fumifliing fo great a Number of 
Troops, whilft he is in fo dubious a Condi- 
don with R^|Jia and the Duke of Holftein: 
This is, however, an Inltance of the Ill-will 
of the EngUJb^ who are endeavouring to di-

make both his Imperial Majefty and the 
Court of Ruffia loJ& all Confidence in the 
Friendfhip of that Kingdom, and even ex- 
peft all Manner of fatal Confequences, as

ought to take, being only willing, as a good, 
and faithful Ally, to lay before you, in a 
few Words, the Remarks this AccefTion ad- 
mits of; which Remarks, in his Opinion, can 
Iiave no other Tendency than to advance the 
future Intereft of this Kingdom.

The SB Pieces Ihew what was the Difpofi* 
tion of Mens Minds, and that of the Afiairs 
between the two Courts. The King of Swe- 
den iiad declared for the Aoreflion, but he 
left die Decidon of it to the States ^ and it 
may be judged, by the Stile of Count Frgr- 
ia^s Memorial, that the Duke of HoIftein^% 
TsLTty had loft all Hope. The States were 
divided 'into two Faftions, one called Pa- 
$riots^ and the other Holfteiners. Thefe laft 
2 gave 
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gave Birch inceflantly to fomc Incidents that 
might employ this Aflfembly^ and divert 
them from the Affair which was then on the 
Carpet. Such was the Plan of a Confpiracy 
and a Lift of the ConfpiratorSv which was 
artfiilly fpread about, and indeed occafioned 
fome Surprize, but the Authors of them did 
not anfwer their Ends, for the Refoludons 
taken thereon by the States did not hinder 
the Secret Committee from going on with 
great Application in the Affair of the Accef- 
lion, by whom the following Report was 
made, containing the Motives that engaged 
the States to accede to the Treaty of Ha- 
mver. 

^ f\F all the important Afiain referred to niRipon tf 
\J the Secret Committee, either by the ^^^^^^ 
Diets, or by particular Inftruftions, the faid gdlyKiCh^ 
Committee has taken none into more ferious turmlDiittf 
Deliberation, than the fecrct Propofals mddc^^^^^'v 
by the King to the States, concerning the ^'•■** 
amicable Invitation which the contracting 
Powen of the Treaty of Hanover have made 
to his Majefty and the Crown to accede to 
that Alliance. We have fecn that not only 
our Neighbours, but alfo the greateft Part of 
the Powers of Europe waited what would be 
the Iflue of fo delicate an Affair, the Impor- 
tance of which was the principal Reafon that 
the prefent Diet began fooner than ufual. 

As his Majefly was pleafed upon this Oc- 
cafion, to defire the Opinion and Advice of 
his fauthful States upon an Aftide which is 
of fo great Importance to the Welfare of 
this Kingdom $ and as his Majefty hopes, 
' P 4 that 
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d»t die States will interpret this Mark of his 
Confidence in them, as a certain Teftimony 
of his tender Care and Vigilance for the 
Good of the Kingdom, the Secret Commit- 
tee, in order that they may be qualified to 
declare thcmfelvcs with the better Founda^ 
tion upon this important Afiair, have exami- 
ned the Protocols of the Senate relating to 
Foreign Affairs fince the Diet of the Year 
1723, the Opinion of the Royal Chancery, 
the fecret Correfpondence of the Minifters, 
the Conferences held with Foreign Minifters, 
and other Pieces that might be capable of 
giving any Light into the State of Affairs ; 
and having pcrufed all the Arguments fr9 
and ctniy they have weighed them with all the 
Care i3oflible, and with the greateft Attention. 
The laid Committee has alfo carefully confi- 
J dered all the preceding Treaties with the 
Emperor of the Romans^ Ruffia^ England^ and 
Denmark^ and the Relation they would bear 
with that of Hanover^ to know if there was 
any Inconfiftency between them, and what 
Security Sweden could find in it, vdth regard 
as well to the prefent Circumflances as to Fu- 
turity, and whether the Treaty of Hanover 
could poilibly produce greater Advantages. 

The chief Thing in View has been to 
preferve the Tranquillity of Europe^ parti- 
. cularly in the North, and to prevent any fu- 
ture. Inconveniencies that might arife, ampng 
. . which it may be faid, the Affair of Sle/ufick 
is the greateft Stumbling-block. 

Upon mature Contideration of the Whole, 
the Secret Committee is of Opinion, that 
.the faid Treaty of Hanover is purely defeh- 

fxve, 
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five, and has no Manner of Tendency to 
hurt any Perfon whomfoever, but fuch as 
aim at raifing Difturbances in Europe^ and 
that by Confequence all who love Peace and 
Quietnefs cannot complain of it with Juftice,' 
it undeniably follows, that the faid Treaty, 
as* far as it relates to the Conditions upon 
which Sweden enters into it, can in no.Re- 
fpeA be deemed contrary to the preceding 
Treaties made with the other Powers. What 
is a better Confirmation of this Truth is, that 
our Treaty of Alliance concluded in 1720 
with Englandi which is in every Refpeft as 
ftrong as this, was not deemed by the Em- 
peror of Rsffia to be incompatible with that 
which he concluded with Sweden in 1724; 
but on the contrary, it was exprefly declared 
in the fizteenth Article of the faid Alliance, 
that thofe two Treaties might fubfift toge*' 
ther, the rather, becaufe the former was only 
Defenfive. It is evident therefore, that what 
was not deemed at that Time prejudicial to 
the Friendfliip and ftrift Union between Swe* 
den and Rh^ cannot bear any other Con- 
ftrudion at this Day, and confequently it is 
for this Reafon that in our A6t of Accelfion 
we have exprefly declared, that by this Alli- 
ance we do not in the lead renounce thofe 
which Sweden may have made with the other 
Powers, and which ftill remain entire. 

The Peace and Security of the Kingdom 
in its prefent ezhaufted State, cannot have a 
more firm Support under the Divine Blefling, 
than in the Alliances with Monarchs who 
have the iame Interefts as ourfelves, and firom 
whom, m cafe of Need, we may expeft fu& 
4 fi^»( 
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fident Succours. Moreovert by this Allianort 
for the Honour of the Kingdom, and for the 
Maintenance of the Frotefianc Religion, we 
Jhall not only preferve that Confidence which 
the JEVoteftant Powen have always reposed in 
the Crown of Swedeni but we mxf alfo, by 
a good Underftanding with Frmce^ and with 
the Maritime Powers, caufe our Commerce 
to flourifli, which is the only Way to recover 
this Kingdom, and to draw it out of the 
Abyfs into which it is now plunged ; not 
to mention that Sweden^ by this Alliance, has 
ftipulaced greater Succours, and more Ad- 
vantages, than by die Treaty concluded with 
England in 1720. 

As to the Affair of Skfimck^ the Acceflion 
of his Majefty to the Treaty of Hanover^ is 
looked upon as the mod effcdual Means to 
continue die fincere Aflfeftion which he bears 
to his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Holftem, 
and, at the fame Time, to perform the En- 
gagements of Alliance with Ruffia^ and par- 
ticularly the fecret Article, without infringing 
the Peace of Denmark^ which is confirmed 
by the ftrongeft Guaranties; whereas by his 
Re'fufal, his Majefty would be deprived of 
certain effedual Means to employ his good 
Offices for his Royal Highnefs. 

These are all the Reafons that can be 
made publick. The others, which are ftrong- 
er, ftand in too near Relation to feveral Se- 
crets of State, and have too niuch Influence 
on the Interefts of Foreign Powers to be 
made publick, without Prejudice to the Oath 
and Inftruftions of the Secret Committee, 
as well as to the Welfare of the Kingdom.

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All thefe Confiderations have engaged 
the Secret Committee to advife his Majefty, 
our moft gracious King, to enter according 
to the folemn and friendly Invitation of the 
Kings of France and England^ and to accede to 
the defenfive Treaty concluded between them 
at Hanover^ by adding thereto fuch Modera- 
tions and Reftrifbions as the faid Secret Com- 
mittee has judged neccffary for the greater 
Security of the Kingdom.

' England has put herfelf in ^ Method of 
difcharging her Debts contraAed in the pre-' 
ceding War» and as her floun(hing Cbm- 
xnerce is the mod abundant Source of her 
Riches* it ought naturally to be the principal 
Objeft of her Cares. Both thefe muft be the 
Fruit of the Peace and Tranquillity of Bm- 
^ope^ which cannot be altered, without the 
national Credit, on which depends a great \\ 
Part of the Security of the publick Funds^ 
being afFefted thereoy.

By what Title does Ihe pretend to 
more Deference from us than from the Court 
of Pruffioj which, notwithftanding the long 
Friend[fliip that has been between them, en- 
tered, without her pretending to gainfay it, 
as a principal contracting Party, into the 
fame Treaty, which it is taken fo ill that we 
fhould accede to ? If the Court of RuJJia ac- 
ceded to the Treaty of Vienna^ without con- 
fulring us, and without communicating it to 
us (without doubt becaufe (he found her Ad- 
vantage in it) what juft Reafon can ihe have 
to take this AccelBon ill, if we find our Ac- 
count in it ? unlefs fhe thinks we are obliged 
blindly to follow the Steps Ihe is pleafed to 
chalk out to us.

Akswer. How inviolable foever it is pre- { 

tended, that the Engagements of Sovereigns 
and States ought to be, it has, neverthelefs, 
been obferved, that their own Intereft has, at ? 

ail Times, been the infallible Wcathcr-Glafs 

of 
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of their htmm Foi and their Promifcs, which 
has rifen or fallen according as their Alliances 
have received moj^ or lefs Warmth from the 
Events of Time, or the Alteration of Affairs. 
If, not to reckon wrongs we govern ourfelves 
by this Principle,* we may be aflured, that as 
long as France and England (as we have (hewn 
above) have an Intereft in maint^ning the 
Peace of Europe^ and to keep upaCounter* 
poife to the Treaty of Vienna^ we may be af- 
lured, I fay, that the Succours that are 
. agreed with them will be real ; and if our 
Acceflion to the Treaty of Hanover fervcs as 
a Pretence to Ruffia to attack us, they will 
be fo ready, and Ip vigorous in fumiihing 
them, that we (hall not need to be forry ac 
having been fo unjuftly infulted. We may 
even fuppofe, that very probably the fame 
Intereft of the two Crowns will fublifl:, and 
may fecure us a long Time by the Solidity of 
their Engagements, becaufe they have Reafon 
to apprehend, that the ftridb Ties, that the 
Court of Rujfia has, at this Time, entered 
into with that of Vienna^ may be perpetuated, 
and flill more (fax>ngly cemented, when the 
Great Duke, or young Czarewitz, his Impe- 
rial and Catholick Majefty's Nephew, Ihall 
come to afcend the Throne. 

It is ceruin, that by the Treaty of IVeft-^ 
pbalia we might have obtained more con(i«> 
derable Advantages, if France had been will- 
ing to have facrificed her Interefts to ours, or» 
perhaps, if we had flood firm ourfelves, con* 
udering the vidorious Arms we had in our 
Hands at the Time of the f^d Treaty ; bu( 
it muft ^0 be coofefled^ that Suieden would 
0.4 haw 
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have obhuned much Icfi then^ if (he. hid not 
been relieved b]r the Succoun of Fnmr^ after 
the great43efeat at NcrdB^m. As to thofe 
Icfi confidcFable Sacrifices that we were obli- 
^ to make bjr the Trgides of Nhneguen^ 
and odicrs of the fame Date, which brought 
us again into all our Provinces of Germany, 
if we make France anfwerable for them, has 
not (he alfo a Right to reproach us, that the 
Ufe we made of the immenfe Subfidics that 
fhe then paid us, did not anfwer her Expec- 
tations, and that our Army, ihamefuUy fur- 
prized and defeated at Terb-Bellicn, afted nei- 
ther upon the Plan, nor with the Vigour 
that had been agreed to. 

But as Examples Ihould decide in this 
Cafe, why do we pais in Silence over the 
generous Afliftance that this fame France gave 
to the late King Obarles XII. of glorious 
Memory ? The forrowful Situation we were 
in rendered oinr Friendlhip very ufelefs, and 
France drained as Ihe had been by the Burden 
of a heavy War, which augmented the Value 
of her AiBftance, fhewed in the faireft Light 
the Sincerity of her Friendlhip for Sweden. 

As to England, all our lad Misfortunes have 
been the more openly and boldly imputed to f| 
her, to render her odious, as very few of our • j 
Nation were acquainted with the true Foun- || 
dation of the leafl Circumftances that pafled | 

at that Time. We carefully concealed them \ 

to hide our own Shame, from whence it came, | 

that the People incenfed at the cruel Ravages \ 
which tlie Ruffians had committed on our j 
Coafts, threw all their Refentment on the 1 
EngUJby not being able to revenge themfelves fi 

on j 
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on the true Authors of their Sufferings. It 
pleafed the Ruffians and their Adherents to 
fortify us in our Opinion, and, to divert that 
eternal Hatred, which their Conduft ought 
to have graved on our Hearts, they fpread, 
on this Occafion, artful Difcourfes, filled with 
Malignity againft the Englijh Admiral, which, 
as ill grounded as they were, made a {bong 
Impreflion on the Minds of the People, who 
if not already exafperated againft the Engltjb^ 
would have fufpeded thefe Infinuations of 
the RuffHans^ as they were known to be ill fa^ 
tisfy'd with England. But let us come to the 
FadL 

Ik the firft Place, they accufed the Evgfijb 
Fleet with having ftopt in the Sounds at the 
Time it (hould have made hade to have co- 
vered our Coafts againft the Rujfians. Se- 
condly, that it did not anfwer our Expecla- \\ 
tions, nor the Promifes that England had || 
made to affift us in retaking from Mitfcovj | 
our loft Provinces. Thirdly, they would 
have it, that the Emglijb Admiral had not put 
his Orders in Execution, being dazzled by 
confiderable Prefents from our Enemies. 

Upon the firft Point the Englifi have 
fhewn, that altho' they were not obliged to 
fend their Fleet, nor caufe it to aft in our 
Favour, till after the Ratification of the 
Treaty then made with them, their Fleet, 
neverthelefs, fet Sail from the Somdy to com:- 
to our Affifbnce, even before the Signing of 
the laid Treaty; fo that, fo far from being 
relponfible for the Ravages committed on our 
Coafb by the Rujfians^ of which pur Slownefs 
' in excluding the faid Treaty was the Caufe, 

and 
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.$nd not die pretended Retardment of* dmr 
Fleet, they maintain, that j^ iaTcd Swedat 
from a general Ovmbipwy \t^ their timely 
Aflilhuice, as the late Emperor of Rtf^ has 
allowed, which they could Ihew inconteftabte 
Roofs of. 

^ Upon the fecond Point, they refer not only 
'to the Tenour of the faid ' Treaty, which 
'contains none of thofe ample Promises, that 
many have thought to have been therein made 
tis, but alfo pretend, that as their Fleet was 
only auxiliary, and its Operations depended 
upon the Sw^fi Admiral, we ought not to 
complain of them, if the Fleets neglected 
any Opportunities that might have been ad- 
vantageous to them, -.ard if that of England 
a&ed with lefs Vigour than Ihe could have 
done. They moreover fliew by the Memo- 
rials of Admiral Norris for concerting the 
Operations of the following Campaign, and 
by the Anfwers that were made to them on 
our Part, that we were yet irrefolute upon the 
Plan for driving away the Mufcnius. Indeed, 
when we trace back the Steps taken at that 
Time, we do not feem to, have been afhiated 
by that Vigour which is fo neceflary in Enter- 
prizes of this Nature, but fatigued with a 
bloody and fatal War, we relied almoft en- 
tirely upon our Friends for the Recovery of 
our Lofles, while we gave ourfelves up to 
. the Sofmefs of Peace. 

As for the poifoned Arrow ihot againft Sir 
John Norris^ it came from too feeble an Arm 
to do any^Hurt. M. Falifcboir would have 
done better to have maintained his own Ho- 
nour, brought into Queftion by the Memorial 

of 
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of the Ej^lijb Miniftcr, and not to have 
fought retreating^ if he would have attacked 
that of Admiral Norris with any Succefs : If 
that Admiral fuffered himfelf to be corrupted, 
it mufi: necefiarily be allowed, that his Orders 
were good and in the Forms, but that he did 
hot obey them. The Confequence that fol- 
lows will not, perhaps, be to the Tafte of 
M. Falifcboir and his Adherents; for if the 
Orders of the Englijb Admiral were fuch as 
muft abfolutely be fuppofed, in maintaining 
he had been corrupted, then there is nothing 
to reproach the Court of England with, unleft 
the Ruffians fhould bethink themfelves to ad* 
vance, that the Court of England had under 
Hand defired the Czar to corrupt Admiral 
Ntnrris ; fo that from a bare Connexion of 
Circumftances, it feems, that under either 
Accufadon there is more Malice and fecret 
Wickedneis than Truth, only with Defign to | I 

blacken England^ and raife a Diftruft of her.

Our Hiftory, both ancient and modem, is \

Shall it be the Republick of PoUmdi 
or the King of PruJJiaf The firft has, at all 
Times, feen thofe Jewels in our Hands which 
fhe has defired herfelf; and the other pretends 
to nothing lefs, for the Reward of his Gua-* 
ranty, than to have a conliderable Share in 
our Spoils. Or, laftly, fhall it be the new 
Emperor of Rsfffiaf Will he regard the Dif- 
politions of a Princefs whofe Memory cannot 
be agreeable to him for more Reafons than 
one; and content with the vaft Share he has, 
will he quietly defift from that which ^ves- 
Ridfia all the Confideration fhe has in Europe f 
In waiting for an Event fo doubtfiil, not to 
lay almoft impolSble, and which, at befl, is 
at a great Difuncc, we vdx& be always in a* 
Dependance upon the G)urt of PiOrJburgbx 
We muft regMljite all our Meafures^ and all 

Vol. IL R our 
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our Councils, according lo her Will and Fle^ . 
fure : We mull enter into all her Views and 
Defigns, othcrwife we fhall be, every Mo« 
ment, direatened with lofing the Hopes of 
thofe Advantages which fhe has fliewn to us i 
for this Court will always find it her Intereft 
CO keep us as much in Sufpence as may be by 
this Lute, that (he may always have us at her . 
Devotion. For the fame Reafon flie wottM 
have us renotmce the Acceflion to the Treaty 
c^ Hatuvtr^ that we may have no other 
Powers to rely upon, which is to deprive us 
of the Independance in which God and Na* 
cure has placed us, and which we cannot pre- 
ferve but by our Acceflion to the Treaty of 
HanaveTy which fixes the Bafis of our Happi* 
nefSf the Repofe,. Tranquillity and Indepen- 
dance of oiu- Councils, and of every Thing 
clfe. Shall we then negleft the Offers of 
France and Exgland^ who are able and willing 
to put us m a Condition to take Advantage of 
.all C^portunities and Conjun&ures to govern 
ourfelves by ourfelves ? . 

In fhort, let us not be turned out of our 
right Road by an Ignis fatuusj or WUl'tn-tbe . 
iPiifpy and let the Emprefs oi Ritffia (hew her 
' Affe^ion to us, not only by fair Words and 
fine Promifes, but by fomeching that is real. 
iJLy to begin, Ihc would only promife us IVy- 
bourgy it would be eafy for us to bring France \ 

and England to guaranty to us fo confiderable 
a Prefcnt ; but, to omit nothing that may' 
feve to give us Light herein, we will eza* 
mine more narrowly thefc great pretended 
Advantages, in what they confift, of what 

Na- 
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Nature they arc, and how they may be put 
in Execudon. 

It is pretended, that the Emprefs ofRuffia 
forefeeing, that ihe cannot long maintain her- 
felf on the Throne, has thought, in Time, 
of fecuring a Retreat in Swedtn^ by putting 
us before-hand in PoiTeflion of all, or the 
greateft Part of, thofe Places and Provinces 
which iZif^ has uken from us; that, with : |! 

this View, Ihe requires Finland to be re- i> 

inforced by a new Body of Troops tranfported - ^^ 

from Sweden^ to be at Hand to put us in PoA ' 
feffion of the Towns and Countries which are 
one Day to be reftored to us. 

This is the Difcourfe that b whifpered 
here; but it is not eafy to imagine, that this I i|j 

Pdncefs could ever think of it, fince it is a j ili 

Thing fo extravagant, fo delicate, and even 
fo* dangerous for her, who is the Regent of . 
the Country, that we ought to be aftoniflied, 
that fuch an Offer fhould be attributed to her, 
and there is the lefs Reafon to believe it, or 
look upon it, as probable, that there has been 
ferioufly any fuch Defign, as it is made pub* 
lick among us, whereas Defigns of this Na* 
ture are to be concealed in fuch a Manner, fj 

before the Blow is ftruck, that no Body may 
know the lead of them, except the Sovereigns 
them{elves,and fome few of^thofe who are to 
put them in Execution. No one in his Scnfes 
can imagine, that the RuJJian Nation would 
confent to this, but rather that it fhould be 
fhock'd at fuch a Defign, not only with re- 
gard to the Emprefs, but with regard to us, 
as endeavouring to take away Provinces firom 
them, whi<h wc have not only yielded, but

giianuity*d to them. This would be %. tnie 
Way to irritate them againft us, which has 
been endeavoured hitherto to be done with* 
out Succels. 

And if by our Conduft, in refufing tiie 
Offer that is made us, to be admitted into 
the Alliance of Hammr^ we Ihottld offend or 
eftrange from us Fratici tsA Enghaid^ who 
can we then call upon to aflift us? It is too 
grofs for us to imagine, that the Rijfian Na- 
tion, or thofe among them, who ha^re any 
Concern for the Interefts of their Country, 
(hould not have heard the Report of this 
grand Secret, which nins among us from one 
End of the Kingdom to the other. A cer- 
tain Sign that they have been already adver- 
tifed of it, is, that, within this little while^ 
It has been publickty forbid dXWybourg^ un- 
der fevere Penalties, to make any Mention of 
the Emprefs's, or any one whomfoever having 
a Defign to deliver up that Town and For- 
trefs. There may, perhaps, be certsun Per- 
fons who endeavour to bring us to liften to 
this, that it may ferve them as a Means to ir- 
ritate Ruffia againft us; the Affair is very 
perplexing and very delicate, and we muft 
act with great Caution, that we may not, 
like the Dog in the Fable, catch at a Shadow 
and lofe the Subftancc. As it is an Extrava- ■] 
gance to imagine that the Emprefs of Ruffia \ 
thinks of any fuch Deligns, which would ] 
be too hazardous, as well for her to propofe j 
or infinuate, as for us to give Ear to; it is 
the more aftonilhing, that there fhould be 
thofe found among us who would endeavour 
to make us believe-, that that Priricefs is 
"■ ^ aftually 
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aAnoUy bufied in fuch Projc6b, and that Ihe 
takes all the Pains in the World to make 
them agreeable to us. But as there is a flat- 
tering Appearance which has hithertor im- 
poied upon the Faith of fome well-meaning 
People, we will examine the Qrcumftances 
a little neaitr, and waiting till we may be 
better informed, we will look upon them not 
as a real Propofition on the Part of the Em* 
prefs of Iii{ffta^ but as an Artifice contrived 
to divert us from the Offers made us by 
France and Englandj that we may be obliged 
to throw our ^Ives with all Submiifion into 
the Arms of the Court of Ruffia. 

Wk cannot but remark by the Bye, that 
thefe fame Sort of People, who on one hand, 
talk fo loudly of the Power of the Rufftan 
Emprefs, of the great Affe£bion her Subjefts 
bear her, the EflFeds of which are feen by 
her Fleets and her naval Armaments, and 
by the Regard that all Europe pays her; 
thefe fame Sort of People, I fay, reprefent 
on the other Side, that (he muft be obliged 
to fly from her Country before an Year i^ 
expired. It cofts them nothing to fend a* 
broad thefe Contradiftions, if they anfwer 
their Ends; but they can have no great Opi- 
nion of the Subjefts or Inhabitants of Greai 
fiiffiaj if they can imagine all this will pafs 
with Indifierence. 

The Reafon why fome finiple People a- 
mbng us find thefe Tales agreeable to them 
is, becaufe they imagine, perhaps, that it is 
as eafy to deliver ug Towns and enure Pro^ 
vinccs to Foreigners, as for private Men to 
trailer a Bank-Bill, a Houfc^ or a Cbuntiy^ 
R 3 Eftatc: 
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Eftace: The Pofleflbr of fiich Bank-Bill; 
Houfe or Eftate nuy freely difpofe of them* 
and do therein as he pleafes without being 
refponfible to any one. A Sovereign ma^ 
alfo fometimes, when that Power is given 
him* difpofe, according to his own Inclina* 
tioni of the Adminiftration or Government 
of his Affairs ; but he can never, according 
to the fundamental Principles of Ci^l Go- 
vernment, give away his Kingdom or his 
Country, without violating the Rights of his 
Subjedb. 

. OcR Projcftors will reply, without doubt, 
that it is not our Bu(ine& to put our felves 
in Pain to know by what Right the Emprefs 
may make thefe Celfions, provided Sweden 
has the Advantage of them; but fuppofe we 
pals over this Scruple, it is certain, that the 
RuJjUatt Nation will have as much Caufe to be 
angry with thofe who receive, as with thofe 
who give them away illegally; fo that great 
Circumfpeflion is to be had with refped to 
the Principles upon which we aft, we mufl: 
firft fee if it be poflible to lay hold on what 
is offerM us, and afterwards how we may 
prcferve the Poflfeffion of it. 

Ik what Manner, by whom, and when 
will the Overture of this fine Offer be made ? 
Shall we rejeft that of Frmce and England^ 
before we know any Thing clearly on the 
other Side ? Would it not be a Subjeft of 
Laughter, if this Labour of the Mountain 
Ihould bring forth only a Moufe ? And 
fhall not we have taken our Meafures fine* 
ly, if we fhould have before-hand difobliged 
thofe two Crowns ? 

Is 
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' Is the RufftM Ambaflador, whom we ex- 
pedt, to treat upon this Affair? He may 
perhaps bring Money, and many Propofi- 
tions, as we have feen not long (ince in 
another Place in our Neighbourhood ; but if 
he comes to touch at all upon thefe Offers, 
we ihall be able to make our Refleftions. 
Let us fee now, what the Re-inforcement 
of our Troops, required by this Projeft, are 
to do in Finland. It is faid, they will take 
Poflelfion of the Places and C>untries that 
are CO be delivered to us ; but let us know 
what Place and what Part of the Country 
the Emprefs of Ruffia will caufe to be de- 
livered to us firft. It is faid, that ihe will 
caufe the Garifons of the FortrefTes to march 
out, that our Troops nuy enter them ; but 
this will probably depend upon the Gover- 
nor, the. Commandant or the Garifon of 
each Place, who mufl be before-hand cor- 
rupted, or it is fcarce likely that the^ fhould 
obey thefe Orders of the EmprcfL The 
Commandant oi Riga would, witiiout doubt» 
be the firft of thofe who are to go outi 
but how can we fuppofe, that our Troops 
of Re-infotcement can nurch fh)m Finlani 
crofs the Empire and all Livonia above fixty 
Miles, to take PofTeffion of Riga^ and that 
the Ruffians fhould not oppofe them before 
they can arrive there, notwithftanding the 
Will and the Orders of the Emprefs? Will 
the Garifon of Riga be gone out of it be- 
fore the Arrival of our Troops or No? If 
they are gone out firft, tlien the King of 
Pnffi.a may take Poffeilion of the Town as 
ipon as ^Kt^ and perhaps may oppofe our 
R 4 Troops^ 
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Troops^ this Place being not left convenient 
Ibr him than for tis. On the other hand^ 
a Governor that will fuSer himfelf to be oor- 
rupted by the Emprefs of Ruffia^ roay not 
he alfo uke Money of die King oiPrt^a 
CT of Polani? If the RuffxoM^ Garifon remains 
in t!ie Place nil the iGrival of our Troops, 
and the Governor ihould change his Mind, 
what will become, of .the Project then? But 
it may be faid, that our Troops may be tranf^ 

Sorted to Rigii by Sea. Then it would be 
etter and more commodious to fend diem 
from Sweden rather than Fifthmd^ and it is 
ail the fame with regard to Ra;cl So that 
all the Advantage we can propofe to our 
lelves by this Projed^, and from this Army 
of Re^inforcement in Finland would be to 
put them in Poflfcfnon of Wybottrg and Pe* 
ttrjburgh\ but cannot our Troops that arc 
already cantoned do as much? For if we are 
in a Condition to take Pofiefiion of the For-, 
trefics that are to be delivered to us, we are 
alfo to fend Troops of Re*lnforcement thither, 
the fame Caufe exifting. There is yet ano- 
ther Reflefbion to be made, that is, whether 
or no this Evacuadon is to be made all at 
once ? If it is to be done at once, as it ought 
to be, altho' thatfeems almoft impracticable, 
then our Troops in the Neighbourhood of 
Peierfiur^b can contribute litde or nothing 
to it. It the Evacuadon is not to be made 
all at once, but one Place is to be delivered 
firft, and after that another, is there not Rea« 
fon to apprehend, that the Ruffians^ perceiv* 
ing fuch Treachery, may take Meafures to 
prevent the Evacuation of the other Places ? 
s '\ ' Bciides 
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Befides this, what Cbuntenance can it be «• 
peded, that the King oiPruJfia and the Re- 
publlck of P^iW will give to all this? Is it 
likely that diefe Powers will look on with 
Indifference, while we feize on Livma^ and 
remain in quiet while we make fuch a Con* 
▼endon with the Emprefs, or indeed that 
(he fliould put it in execution } Let it there^ 
fere be referred to any reafenable Man, and 
one who loves his Country, if Sweden has 
any Thing to rely on with Safety, and whe- 
ther all thefe fine Offers and concealed Hopes 
lare better than CaAles in the Air, and who* 
ever gives Credit to them, and builds upon 
them muft not be more fimple than Vb tten^ 
tots. 

After all, let us fuppOfe that, by thefe 
•Means, we fhould recover our Provinces, ci- 
ther entirely, or in part, muft we not be al* 
ways at War to maintain them? There 
would be no more Afliftance to be expeded 
from, the Emprefs of Ruffia \ for after fuch a 
Step, Affairs would be ruined there, and we 
have feen above, what may be expeded firom 
the Emperor of the RctnanSj from Prajia 
and Pctaptd\ and what can Sweden do alone, 
without Money, without a Fleet, and with- 
out Mag^nes, againft the great Power of 
Ruffia^ and againft the Approbation of other 
Neighbours, who would endeavour to take 
Advantage of fuch an Opportunity? On the 
contrary, what fecure Afliftance may we hot 
have from France and England^ who have fo 
great an Intereft in it, and would be glad to ice 
a Conjundure prefent it felf that might re-^ 
tore H> Sweden ^bat belonged to it on that 
4 Side? 
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Side? We Ittve alica^ihevB die Rcifensfiir 
it» whidi aic the Beaat <^ their Tfade» and 
to fix die Balance of Power in the Nfrihi 
alfi> that too great an Advantage might not 
aocnie to die Emperor, if the young Great 
^Duke fhouhl have them all tog^ether at his 
coming to die Thnme. May we not lee 
clearly, that the Alliance which the two 
Crowns offer m is'very neccflary to us, that 
we ought not to pais it by, and that, firom 
all Sorts of Reafooing, the pretended fecrct 
Advantages from Ruffia cannot be put in 
cxecudon with the leaft Security^ for the 
Kingdom of Sweden^ but by the Afliftance 
of thefe Crowns? So that there needs not 
many Words nor a long Detul of Circum- 
fiances to prove, as clearly as the Sun at 
Noon, diat not only the Amity of the Em- 
prcfs of Rjuffia b compadble with our Ac* 
ceflion to the Treaty of Hamver^ as by this 
Engagement Sweden cannot, nor would enter, 
in any Manner, into what might be thought, 
with any Reafon, diiadvantageous to the Em- 
preis of Ruffian but that we can never, but 
by thefe Engagements with Fratue and Et^- 
laaJf obtam the Execudon of thofe great 
Promifcs, and of thofe Proofs of Friendfliip 
which are Ihewn us at a Diftance on the 
. Fart of this Emprefs, and which we our* 
felves hope and wifh we may be one Day 
able to compafs. Since then the fecret Ad^ 
vantages do not hinder us from daring to 
accept of the Offer of a more ftrift En* 
gagement with the faid Crowns, it is an 
infallible Maxim, and an incontcftable Truth, 
that we cannot better provide for our Safety 

and 
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and Rcpofe than by thefe fame Engage- 
ments. For in cafe the Emprels fhould fup- 
. port herfelf, and the Power of i&j^tfy which 
is (6 near and fo dangerous, (hould remain 
united and endre, we (hould not have fo 
much to fear from it, having the Support / 
of fuch powerful Allies, as if we were to 
throw .our felves into die Arms of RuJUa 
alone. In the Afiairs of State, where die 
Happineis of a whole Kingdom or Nadon 
is confulted, no Security ought to be ad- 
mitted but what is evidendy feen, and, if 
I may fo fay, felt. Mere Words, Papers, 
and Parchment do not fuffice, fince there is* 
no trufting in them any longer dian one 
Vzny has a Power in its own Hands to keep 
a Check upon the other. A State that is 
but weak in itfelf, being between two power- 
ful Pardes, is greatly concerned to manage 
equally to preferve it felf, and balance one 
by the other, to avoid, if poflible, giving 
any Occafion for one of them to make an 
Alliance with the other againft it; fo that if 
Rujia^ does not fliew her felf favourable to 
us, for our acceding to the Alliance of France 
and England^ we may have them for our Suc- 
cour, and viceversd. Moreover, if the Em- 
prefs (hould not fupport her felf, we can 
draw no Advantage from any Occafion or 
Alteradon that may happen on that Side, 
without the Aififbnce of thefe two Crowns. 

It is adced why the Emprefs oppofes our 
Acceifion to the Treaty of Hancver^ and it 
would be difficult to alTign any other Rea- 
fon, but that this Alliance would not per- 
mit the Court of Rtfffia to govern Sweden fo 

abfolutdy. 
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abfolutdy^^ 3S ihe has done before, when jwe 
had no other to rely on but the Emprefs. 
To Set this Truth in a yet clearer Oght, 
as we have aheady feen, that the Court of 
Piterjhtrgb had nothing elfe to propole to 
Sweden^ but the Hopes of her concealed great 
Advantages, in drawing us oflp from a more 
ScnSt Alliance with France 2xA England^ we 
bi^ht alio raconfider, what the Court of 
Ibffia would gain. her felf, if thefe great Of- 
fers ihould fucceed: Which we may eafily 
fee by examining into what our Troops of Re* 
infbrcement are properly deftinated to, which 
they infift upon being tranfported into Fin- 
landi 2nd it will plainly appear, that this is 
rather with a View to the Advantage of the 
RuJiM Court than of the leaft Utility to 
Sweden. In the firft Place, there muft be 
for this Body of Re-infbrpement at leaft ten 
Thoufand Men, befides die Troops that are 
already cantoned in Finland. According to 
diis Projeft thefe Troops are to remain there< 
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and wait for convenient Times to have fome j 

Fortreilb or other delivered to them, as hath | 

been juft faid; but we have already ihewn, i 

when and how that may be done. In the j 

mean Tim^ the Court of Ru/^a^ on Ac- i 

count of this new Army^s arriving in Fin- | 
/and^ will have it thought that thefe Troop 
arc ready for the Service of the Emprefs, 

to reprefs any Difordcrs that may happen j 

in Fisffia^ and by tying up the Hands of | 

the fecret Malecontents, will be more and J 

more fortify'd in her Adminifh-ation, and | 

having no longer any need to fecure a Re- I 
treat, when will the Time come to deliver.

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any of the Places to us, according to the 
Ofier fo often mentioned ? The longer our 
Troops remain in Finland^ the lefs Appear- 
ance will there be of its Execution. 

For what Reafon therefore fhould we 
dazzle our own Eyes thus, and make the 
People of our Nation believe that we ihall 
find our Account in it; when, on the con- 
trary, without knowing what we are about^ 
and puffed up with mighty Hopes, we fhould 
allift, in the molt efficacious Manner, to fup- 
port a Power already but too formidable tor . 
us, and leave the Heart of the Kingdom 
without Defence? But without being fatis- 
fy*d with thefe Reafons, they farther cxpeft, 
that Sweden fhould rgeft the Engagemenct 
with France and England^ that thofe two 
Crowns refenting our Refufal may ally more 
ftridly with Denmark^ and that we, relying, 
(till more on Ruffia^ may abfolutely throw our 
felves into her tender Arms, and quietly^ 
ftretch out bur Neck to her. If the Emprefs 
of Rujfia has Reafon to endeavour at her 
own EftabliOiment, hzs. Sweden lefs Right to 
feek for her Safety? Good-Senfe dire&s us 
on which fide, not on that from whence 
comes our Danger, but from that where we 
may expeft Ailiflance and Security; and 
from thofe Powers who have fhewn us that 
their Intentions are upright and fincere, in 
that they do not require, that out of Love 
to them, we fhould give up our Friendihip 
with Rujidy as this lafl: Court has defired with 
refped to themfelves. 

'J To return to the Projea of the new Army 
in FMandi befidcs that the Court of Rujpa

only without any Advantage toSw^Un, but 

rather to her great Danger; there is (till ' 

this Refleftion to be made: Whether the 

Court of Rii0!a^ feeing this Army fo near 

to her, may not, to make fuie of it, em* 

ploy the (ame.

- Answer. The Amity of her Imperial, . 
Czariih Majefty is not indifferent to us ; but 
it ought not to prevail over what is due to 
our felves, nor oblige us to Ihock thofe 
Powers who are interefted in affifting us, 
who are more nearly fituated to us, and in 
a better Condition than any other to do it, 
againft thofe who could or would trouble 
the Rcpofe we enjoy. If our Acceifion to 
the Treaty of Hanover^ the End of which 
is the Peace and general Tranquillity of 

Europe^ 
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£im^. wounds the Court of Vimm^ it mtyt 
be fofpefiedt widiRcafon, dnt their Treaty 
with the £oiprels» which has put all the 
other Courts m Modon, conceals fome De- 
figns to which the AcceflSon may be pit* 
judicial, and which would orerthrow our 
^and FHttciple» the . endeavouring to conr 
dnue our Peace. It b to the Invitation of 
the contmding Powers in the Treaty of 
HartoviTt and not to the Attention that the 
Houfe of Aufiria has to our ticklifh Affairs^ 
that we owe her fudden Acceflion to our 
Treaty made with iS^ at Siockbolm. We 
had dU then defired it for feveral Years to 
no PUrpofe, and we fliould always have met 
the fame Coldncfs» but for the Meafures 
thefe two Crowns were taking. Neither was 
it the Concern that this fame Houfe had 
for our Lofles in Germanjf^ that delayed the 
Inveftitures of them to the Kingi of Eng- 
laftd and Prt^a% but it muft be attributed 
to the ancient Policy of the C6urt of Viemui^ 
and to the ConduA that it has been ob« 
ferved to maintain at all Times with regard 
to other Courts, which is to draw into 
Length thofe Affiiirs that are fubmitted u> 
her Decifion, according to the Laws and 
Conllitutiops of the Empire, and to keep 
thofe in a long Dependance upon her for 
her lead Favours, which fhe thinks they can- 
not be without.

\ guaranty her Dominions in Itdy^ made her 
deaf to our Complaints. Thefe Fa6ts muft 
de(faroy the Opinion, that the reft of our Po- 

I merania chiefly depends on the Friend(hip of 
the Emperor for us and our Deference to him. 
They ought rather to make us apprehend, 

, that if the Court of Vienna could affift in the 
aggrandizing the King of Prujfia^ and dra\sr 
him into his Party by the Charms of this reft 

\ of our Pomeramoy that (he would have no 
more Scruple to make ufe of this feducing 

j Bait to tempt him, than (he had to engage the 
King of Denmark in the Treaty of Vienna by 
the Offer of her Guaranty for the Duchy of 
Slejwick ; in this Cafe can we better aflure 
ourfelves of the Court of Pruffia^ or put her 
out of the Temptation of giving Ear to any 

j fuch Offers, than by acceding to the Treaty 
of Hanover^ by Virtue of which our Poflfef- 

\ (ions in Germany will be guarantied by Powers 
who are not only in a Condition to fupport us 
there, but who alfo have a Will to do it, and 
are interefted in it ? 

OB|tcTioK VII. The Acceffion to the 
Treaty of Hanover is incompatible with the 
Engagements which we have made with Ruf- 
fioj. by the fecret Article of the Treaty of 
Siocibolmj with Refpeft to th< Bu(ine(€ of the 
Vot.II. S Re- 
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^ftijtutio9 of $^fipick m Favour of /Ci R0fMl 
Highnefi \ and qui we, without Shame, aban^ 
don the Jnr£re(U of a Prince who fees faiinifelf 
fiript of the fineft of his Doinimons gut of 
Hatred for his Attachment to Us ? 

Answer. The IncompatibilitjT that is found 
at prefent between the Treaty of Stockhobn^ 
pid our Acceflion to the Treaty of Hanavar^ 
13 founded on the too extenfive Senfe that is 
given to That, and on Confequences which do 
not follow attributed to This. Swed^ ac^ 
cording to the Intentions of the States, never 
took upon her, by the fecret Article of tho 
Treaty of Stockbobn^ ftronger Obligations 
than to be willing to employ her good Offi* 
ces, and to take amicable Meafures, with 
other Powers, to effe£t the Reftitution >f 
the Duchy of Slefv;ick. She could not en- 
gage herfelf farther without direAly contre* 
vening her Treaty of Peace with Demmrk^ 
The Declarations that the Minifters of Swe^ 
den^ in Confequence of the Intentions of our 
States, have mode In Foreign Cburts, alarm- 
ed by the falfe Senfe put upon this Article of 
the Treaty of Siockbohi^ have not been equi«> 
vocal, and ought not to have flattered Rujjia^ 
that we might enter into their Views. Since 
therefore- France and Engtatii may guaranty 
xx> Denmark the Duchy Ql Slefwickj and as. it 
is (aid in exprefs 1 erms in the faid fecret Ar- 
ticle of the Treaty oi Siockbolmy that thefe 
PQwers (hall concur with us in the Affair of 
the Reftitution of Slefwick ; and fince befides 
that, thefe Crowns have the greateft Weight j 

With the King of Denjnark^ let every wife | 

and iipparrial Man judge, if we fliaU majce I 

-. ■ ^^ |l 
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the moft of our good Offices with France and ^ 
England by acceding to the Treaty of Hanth 
vcTj or by refuHng to enter into it? We 
ought naturally to believe, that by the Alli- 
ances we are going to ftrengthen with theie 
Powers, we may the more eafily bring them 
to take his Royal Highnefs's Intereft: to 
Heart, and render Denmark the more trada- 
ble, efpecially if it (hould pleafe his Royal 
Highncis to fecond our Inftances in the mod: 
proper Manner, rather than endeavour to en- 
gage us in Meafures which would endanger 
that Repofe of which the Kingdom has fo 
much Need. 

Moreover, what Prejudice can our acce^ 
ding to the Treaty of Hanover bring to the 
Interefis of his Royal Highnefs ? Is there the 
leaft Queflion about the Duchy of Slejwick? 
Is there any one of the contrafting Powers to 
whom we would guaranty the Pofleflion of 
It ? But the King of Denmark^ it may be 
faid, will in the End accede to the fame 
Treaty, and we (hall then be obliged to gua« 
ranty that Conqueft to him* But does it not 
depend on us whether or no we will agree to 
the Accellion of Denmark^ and in receiving 
her, are we not at Liberty to except Slejwick 
from the g^eral Guaranty? May we not 
even then find an Occafioii to manage the 
Interefis of his Royal Highnefs, and engage 
Denmark to fatisfy them ? Let us unmvel z 
Part of the Myftery. It is imputed to us, 
that we abandon the Interefts of his Royal 
Highnefs, when we would not prefer them to 
thofe of our Country ; when we refiife impli>^ 
cidy to g^ve into Projeds ill direAcd, and 
St when 
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when we fear to expofe the Kingdom, thro' 
our Love to his Royal Highnds, to tl^ fiital 
Confcquences of an hazardous War. This 
Truth appears in all its ForcCt by rcflefting 
that thole who declaim the moft againft the 
faid Accefnon« would find it very advantage* 
ous for the Kingdom, provided Sadsfaftion 
for his Royal Highnefs was ftipulated in it. 
It is not the Advantage of Sweden they have 
in view, but the Interefts of a Prince, who, 
how dear foevdiihe may be to us, ought not 
to be more regarded than our Country. Self- 
• Prefervation is the firft Maxim of the Law 
of Nature. We are required to love our 
Neighbour as our felf, but it is not fdd, that 
we ought to love him better, therefore a rea- 
fonable Love of ourfelves has the Preference, 
* and he who rifoues what is his own for ano- 

ther, without bemg obliged to it, or charges 
himfelf with more than he can bear, paSes 
in the World for an imprudent Man, or 
fomething worfe. If a private Man fins 
againft this Principle, he fuffers alone, or a 
few with him, if he has a Family ; but if a 
whole Nation contravenes it, Thoufands of 
People muft fufFer for it. For this Reafon 
the Principle of Self-Prcfervation impofes an 
Obligation on thofc who have the Admini- 
ftration of publick Afiairs to an exaft Obfer* 
vance of it, fince thofe who hold the Reins 
are obliged, not only to provide tor their 
own Rights, and their own Safety, but alfo 
' for thofc of a Nation whofe Welfare is in- 
trufted to them. \\ 

It is true, that thofe who endeavour to 
perfuade us to take the Part of the Duke of li

Holjlem fb ftrongly, pretend that they infill 
upon it for fear this Spark fliould fooner or 
later caufe a general Flame in the Naribi but 
befide$ that this Fear is not well grounded, 
(ince it depends on us to take Part in it or 
not, ought any one to fet Fire to his Houfe 
becaufe it may be burnt another Day ? Shall 
we engage ouriclves, without Neceflity, in 
an immediate War with our Neighbour, be- 
caufe fome may imagine we ihall be brought 
into it one Day, perhaps fome Years hence ? 
The PHnciples of good Policy commonly 
teach us, that when there is Time enough 
many Remedies are to be found, and that 
Things may be brought to a good Iflue, al- 
though that could not be done at firft, 
whereas violent and precipitate Counfels end 
only in Misfortunes. But let us fuppofe, 
that feeing an Impoflibility of engaging the 
contrafting Powers of the Treaty of Hanover 
to chaise themfelves dire&ly with obtaining 
Satisfadtion to his Royal Highnefs, we fhould 
rejeft the Invitation they have made us to ac- 
cede to the Treaty, and (hould, on the con- 
trary, take Meafures with RtiffU to oblige 
Denmark to furrender the Duchy of SUJwick, . 
are we convinced even of the Probability of 
Succefi ? And oiay we not cxpofe the King- 
dom to Dangers, which cannot be thought 
on without Horror ? Let us examine the Pof- 
fibility of this Enterprize which they would 
make {o ealy, and the Confequences of the 
Engagement they would have us enter into. 
If the Army of Ruffia defignM to conifaain 
Denmark Ihould cn>fs the Sea by the Favour 
of our Cmfts, it will undoubtedly meet the 
Sj Damfi

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Dmijb and B^BJb Fleets ih its Riflage, and 
snuft either run the Rilk of fighting thenit 
and be loft» or elfe it will feek its Safety by 
avoiding it* and look for Shelter in our IV>rts« 
Is it not very natural to believe, thatDennmrk 
and her Allies will come thither to feek thenit 
and that they will bring a War among us 
chat will be fo much the more fatal, as we 
fliall have as much to fear from our Friends 
as our Enemies ? Certainly the moft ihallow 
Policy will teach us, that we ought not to re* 
ceive into our Country a People who are 
ftronger than ourfelves, efpecially at this 
Time, when fuch unhappy Divifions reign 
among us, and which may expofe us to the 
Fate of the Snake in the Fable, which giv- 
ing a Retreat to the Hedge-Hog in her Hole, 
found herfelf at lad obliged to give it up in- 
tirely to him; if, on the other Hand, the 
Ruffian Army takes its Route by Land, be-^ 
fore it can arrive on die Frontiers of Germatrfy 
JDenmark and her Allies will have Time to 
aflfemble theirs, capable not only to make 
Head againft it, but to go and attack it in 
the Midway. That it may keep fome Check 
• upon them, or to avoid coming to Blows, 
our Pcmerania muft be a Retreat for it, and 
will thereby lie at the Mercy of both Friends 
and Foes, even at the Hazard of our being 
ftripp'd of it for ever. 

But if the Ruffian Armies ihould have a 
more happy Succefs, will this Neighbour be 
more eafy with refpeA to us in Profperity, 
than while her Affairs were doubtful ? Have 
we not Reafon to fear that this Power, pufF*d 
up^^ with her Superiority, would makeule of 

it 
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it to advance the lingering and uncertain 
Hopes of thofe who would put her in Mo- 
tion ? 

Whoever has his Eyes open, and will 
make ufe of them, may fee well enough to 
what this tends, viz. to make Sweden the 
Theatre of the War, and to thfow all into 
Confufion, perhaps at the Hazard of cur li-- 
berty. It is certj'n, that to what Side foever 
Fortune turns, the Allied Fleets, always fupe- 
rior to ours and that of RuJ/ta, will keep 
our Ports bfock'd up. What will then be- 
come of our Trade and Navigation, which 
feems fb happily to begin to revive and fiou- 
rifh? Will not our Merchants be obliged, 
with Regret, to unrig their Ships, and be 
forced, as it has happened before, to abandon 
thcfe Advantages to Strangers ? What Diffi- 
culties fliall we not find in vending the Pro- 
duce of our Mines, which makes the beft 
Part of our capital Stock, and is the moft fo- 
lid Bafis of our Commerce ? Is it not evident, 
that the Difficulties arifing from an Interrup- 
tion of our Trade muft leffcn the Price of 
our Metals, and the other Produfts of out 
Country, and enhance that of thofe Foreign 
Commodities of which we have Occafion? 
The Ruffians very probably will fell ours 
I among them, who inftead of taking from us, 
as formerly, to the Amount of thirty thou- 
fand Schipponds every Year, make fo good 
Ufe at prclent of their own Mines, that they^ 
liatvc not only almoff no Need of our Iron 
arid Copper, but can fumifh a good Part of 
whiact'b waiited at Foreign Markets; fo that 
we have RealoQ to apprehend, that the Com- 
S 4 plaifance 
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plailance we have Iiad» ooDtraiy to the Ex^* 
ample of all other Nadons» in inftniftbg 
them with Care in our Mines, may one Day 
become fatal to us. What would be our 
dfe, if at a Time when we are incumbei^d 
with the Produce of our Country, a bad Har* 
reft fhould oblige us to have Recourfe to the 
Abundance of our Neighbours ? Should we 
not be reduced to great Perplexity, and even 
to Mifery, if the Allied Fleets fiiould pre- 
vent any Com being brought to us, as it hap- 
pened in France in the Year 17 10, when they 
endured a great Famine there ? 

. Can the Eftablifhment of our Manufac^^ 
tures, fo advantageous to the Kingdom by 
fp many Ways, fubfilt while there is an Inter- 
ruption* of our Commerce ? Are we not obli- 
?ctl to draw from Foreign Countries a great 
^art of the rude Materials of which we have 
Occafion to fupport them ? 

Are not Scbonen^ Alani^ and all our Pro- 
vinces on the Coafts of Norway^ as dear ' to 
us as Finland? I-Iave they lefs to fear from 
Denmark and from thefe Allies, than the 
other has from Ruffta ? 

Can wc imagine ourfclves to be in a better 
Condition to make Head againft feveral for- 
midable Powers, feconded as we fhould be, 
but by one alone, whofe Succours, the ftronger 
they are, the more they ought to alarm us ? 
Or b it not more reafonable to flatter our- 
felves that we fhould be better able to cope 
with one Power when we have the Support of 
feveral others, whofe Affifhuice, how confi- 
derable foever it may be, can ^ve no Ap- 

prehenfioa 
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prehenfion cither to our Government, or cur 
Liberty? 

As to the reft, if the Lofs that the Duke 
of Holfiein fuflfered in SUfivick came from his 
having taken Part in our laft War, it ought 
not to be placed to our Account, nor Repara* . 
tion for it demanded of us. The Minifters 
of Holjirin meddled in that Affair without its 
being required of them, and by perfuading 
Count Steinhock to make his Army march thi-^ 
ther were the unhappy Occafion of our lofing 
that Army, the only Refource that could have 
faved our Provinces in Germanjy the Lofs of 
which was a G>nfequence of that fame Army; 
befides, all the laft Misfortunes of Svaedm 
may be imputed to the Houfe of Holftein^ 
which, in making her build ftrong Fortrefles, 
had been the Occafion of the League between 
Denmark^ RuJJioj and Poland^ which light up 
the laft War. From the Time of Cbarks 
Guftavus^ as we have efpoufcd all the Quarrels 
of the Houfe of Holftein againft Denmark^ our 
Complaifance for this fame Houfe has not a 
little contributed to bring this Neighbour al- 
ways upon our Back, and to engage us in 
continual and exceflive Expences. 

Thess were the moft folid Reafons, that 
both Parties alledged for and againft the Ac- 
celfion to the Treaty of Hanover^ which, in 
my Opinion, you ought to embrace. As to 
what is fet forth by the meaner Rank of Po- 
liticians, it is as agreeable to their narrow 
Genius as it is below your Notice. You will 
«afily fee, by examining them, that both 
Parties pretend to take Meafures to arrive at 
the iame End, but that they travel in very' 

different 
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diffcMnt Roads, one ftMri taff afid bett^; 
the other fubtenaneous^ where the Dvknefs 
perpkxcB the Traveller, and obliges hin> to 
gnre himfelf up to a Guide, who, being 
feized himfelf with Fear, is not likely to fa^ 
a good Safe-guard to another. ^ 

Yov will find, by making a Comparifon 
between thefe two Roads, tliat onie ellabliihes 
ear Security on our Complaifance to the 
Court of Ruffian the other on the Support of 
Fbwers, whofe own Intereft renders them at^ 
centive to our Piefervation, and who are in a 
Condition to fuccour us. One Party would 
have us choofe the Ruffians for our fincere 
Friends, and entirely concert all our Meafures 
with them, rejecting all Offers from France 
and England \ the other thinks we (hould be 
in the Wrong to quit our ancient Allies, 
whofe Affiftance we have fo often had, to 
throw ourfelves into the Arms of a new 
' Power, not well efbblifhed, and uncertain in 
her Defigns with refpedt to the diffierent 
Events that are to govern them. One fccms 
afraid of Rujfia^ and (hewing us Finland in- 
vaded, would have us take Counfel of our 
Fears, and guide ourfelves by them; the 
other forefees and weighs the Dangers that 
threaten us, as well from the Eaft as the 
Weft, and endeavours in good earnieft to fe- 
cure us from thefc Apprchenfions, which ren- 
der us incapable of undertaking any Thing, 
and thinks we cannot better afiure ourfelves 
of our own Repofe than by making ours a 
common Caufe with thofc Powers, who view 
the Peace in the fame Light with ourfelves^ 
Slid by fuch Means keep a Check uix)n thofe 

who 
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who would difturb it. Thai renders the Sue* 
cours of all other Powers than thofe of Ruffia 
uncertain and equivocal. This looks upon the 
AflKhmce that (he would fumiih us with as 
very fatal. 

If we follow the one, we fliall have the 
Pleafure to feaft upon the rich Appearances, 
that are prefented to us, altho* at a great 
Diftance; if we liften to the Advice of the 
other, we ihall find Advantages, tho' not 
perhaps {o dazzling, yet prefent and folid. 

One would have us only make ufe of the 
Water of the Danube to extingui(h a Fire 
that is going to lay hold of us, and makes no 
Account of that of the Sea, which is within 
our Reach; the other thinks we ought to 
make fure of ibis preferably to the other, but 
neverthelefs not to ftop up the Source of ibaL 
One, in fhort, would have it, that the Inte* 
refts of His Royal Highnefs, and the Happi- 
nefs. Peace and Safety of our dear Country, 
mufi: march in equal Paces; and that the 
greateft Part of our Happinefs depends upon 
the Reftitution of Skfimck^ the other thinks 
that we ought not to wander from the Inten- 
tions of the States, nor expofe all the Kingdom 
thro* an inordinate Dcfire of procuring Satif- 
la£tion to his Royal Highnefs, by following 
Schemes impra6Ucable in their Execurion, 
ruinous if they fail, and dangerous to our 
Liberty and our Government if they (hould 
fucceed. As to the refl', neither of the two 
Parties ought to pretend to be believed on 
their bare Word, die Fai5h they advance muft 
be founded on the Proofs they produce, and 
they cannot expcft that wc fhou Id decide any 
4 Thing 
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Thing without cacamining the Vitcts^ free 
from that Fixrjudice that nuiy leflen that Ten* 
jdernefs and Regard, which we ought to have 
for our Sovereign, our dear Country, and 
ourPofterity." 

. This Piece, which ieemed to come from 
the Pen of a Patriot^ made a great deal of 
Noife, and {o much the more, as it acquaint* 
cd Foreigners with feveral Steps that were 
taken not much known out of the Kingdom 
before; befides that, it naturally difcovered 
the Sentiments of the Patriots, and of confe- 
quence, what might be expefted fix>m fome 
Negotiations then on the Carpet, and the too 
precipitate Meafures entering into by fome 
over-zealous Partizans^ In (hort, all the In- 
fiances of the Emprefs of Ruffia and her Al- 
lies were ufelefs, the Intereft of Sweden^ and 
even that of the whole Nartb^ determined t!ie 
Secret Cotmnittee for the Acceflion, which did 
not pals without fome Reftriftions that ftill 
more difquieted the Hol/ieiners.

Hand the Counts Sapieba and fFohwitz^ two 
other PoUJb Knights ; and in die Imperial 
Baige were Prince Menzikoff^ M. Le Fort^ 
and M. JagozinJId.

When this illuftrious Company arrived at 
the Stairs of the Imperial r^lace. Count 
Sanity Grand Mafter of the Ceremonies, two 
Chamberlains, and the Gentlemen of the Bed- 
chamber, and the Court, went to the Foot of 
the Stairs to receive them, who marched af- 
terwards in the following Order.

\ her Imperial Majefty was (landing, furround- 
|j cd by her Court, which was very brillant, 
\ having on each Side of her the Knights of

I The AmbafTador approached towards her 

I Majefty's Right, the Envoy towards the Left, 
I and the Secretary of the Embafly between 
I them,: holding the Cufhion, upon which lay 
the Collar and Star of the Order. 

The Ambaflador made a Speech in the 
King of PoIand^s Name, during which M. 
Le Fori took the Collar from the Cufhion^ 
and prefented it to the Prince as foon as he 
had . ended his Speech ; which his Highnels 
put about the Emprels, embracing her \ after 
which, the (aid Envoy prefented likewife the 
Star of the Order to the Prince, which he - 
gave to the Princels his Cpnfort, who £iften« 
ed it to .her Majefty*s Bread, under a Dif^ 
charge of thirty-one great Quns from, the 
Fortreis. .' ;

This had been preceded a few Days by 
another Ceremony, not Ie(s a Novelty to the 
Ruffians. Her Imperial Majefty having de- 
clared Prince JMSfimi^^Generalilfimo, named 
the Duke of Holftein Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the Preohrazin/ki Guards, of which the Sove- 
reign is always Colonel. The Emprels was 
refolved hcrfelf to inftal the Prince her Son- 
in-Law at the Head of this diftinguiih*d 
Corps. For this Furpofe, (he went, in a 
magnificent Coach, half open at Top, to the 
Parterre on the Side of the Admiralty-Office, 
where the Regiment was got together. 

She had on a fplendid Amazaman Habit 
of green Velvet, a white Peruke, a Hat 
adom*d with a Plume of white Feathers, a 
Sword enriched with Diamonds, and the 
ScaflT of a General in her Hand.

At 
the Sides of the Coach were two P^es of 
the Chamber, and eight other Pages, two 
Lacqueys of the Chamber, and ten other 
Footmen, fix Heyducks, four Moors, and 
two Running-Footmen all in lac'd Liveries,

I hfff Major-Gcnerals, who were at the Head 

; of the Regiment came before the Emprefs, 

t who was received, with the Sound of excellent 

I Muficky by Prince Menzikoff^ and being come 

I out of her Coach, and put at the Head of the 

I Regiment as Comnumdant and Colonel, the 

I Duke of Holftein approached her, and (he gave 
I him a Ring, a Gotget, a Scraf, and a Parti- 

iian, in Quality of Lieutenant-Colonel. The 
Ceremony was followed bv a general Difcharge 
of all the RegimenL And her Majefty having 
§ made (bme Officers, went again into herCoach, 
P and took a Turn all round the Regiment. 
ij It was fuppofed to be about this Time, 

[; that her Imperial Majefty being at a great 
li Entertainment, had a Glafs of fpirituous Li- 
quors given to her, which was fatal to her 
I Health, and (hortened her Days : It is like- 
wife faid, that a celebrated Phyfician, whom 
ihc confulted, towards the End of the Year, 
on the Diforder (he found in her Lungs, de* 
clared to her, that her Complaint came from 
the Hand of fome Enemy, and that it was 
without Remedy. 

Be that as it may, it is certain, that from 
the Month of July^ this Princefs never found 
herfelf (b well as (he had been before ; ne- 
vertheleis (he did not apply herfelf with le(s 
A(fiduicy to the Afifairs of the State, and to 
thofe of her Family. The Prince of i/a^^/K, 
Cbrifiierm Auguftus Bi(bop of Luheck^ and for- 
merly Admini(bator of die States of the 
Duke of Holftein his Nephew, having by his 
X)eath left the Socceffion to this Biihoprick 
to Prince Qmrks Auguftus his Sod and Coad- 
T 2 jutor. 
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jutor^ the iDiike of Herein hit Coofin propo- 
fed him to the Emprefi for the Pdncefs £Ji- 
zabitb her fecond Daughter. Her Imperial 
Majefty neither approved nor difapproved the 
Defign, but bid the Duke caufe lus CbuGn to 
comt toPeterJburgb. This young Prince was at 
that Time making the Tour ofHafyj where he 
received the News of his Father^s Death, and 
Letters, about the fame Time, informing him 
of what the Duke of Holftein was negotiating 
in his Favour^ inviting him to come to him 
with all Speed, for fear too long a Delay 
might fniftrate a Defign which would be of 
fuch Advantage to their Houfe. The new 
Bifliop loft no Time^ but he did not find 
Things fo far advanced as he imagined, be- 
caufe there were others who pretended to the 
Honour of efpoufing the Imperial Princefs, 
and a ftrohg Party was murmuring and com- 
plaining of their Country's being delivered 
up to Germans^ by fo many Princes of that 
Nation being received at Court: They had 
in view the Princes of Holftein^ and the Prin- 
ces of Heffe-Hombourg^ 

The Negotiation of this Marriage was 
therefore to be kept a great Secret, and the 
Emprefs, who was very well pleafed with 
the young Prince, took great Care to dif- 
guife the favourable Sentiments ihe had of 
him, fo far as to talk often of his going 
home to his Biflioprick, although (he had rcs 
folved to give him the Princefs, as it foon 
after appeared by the Difpofition fhe had 
made in her laft Will. 

Sweden had at length acceded to the 

Treaty of Hanovery and his Swcdijh Majefty

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made the following long Anfwer to all the 
Remonftrances and Reprefentations of Prince 
Dolgorucki^ Ambaflador Extraordinary from 
her Imperial Czarifh Majefty ; which we pro-^

" TTIS Majefty having caufed a ^tiport The King rf

Underftanding (b beneficial to their People, 
by^ procuring them the Felicity of rafting the

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Advantiges of a duttble Peace, after htriiig 
ieic the Miferies of a deftruaive War! 

*Ti% with thefe Views, and to fccure the 
Pbfleflion of fuch precious Blelfings, that his 
Majefty and the Crown of Sweden have been 
fo impatient to prevent her Imperial Ma- 
jefty, by a like folemn Embafly, immediately 
after her Advancement to the Throne of 
fbffia^ in order to Honour the Beginning of 
iter Reign. 

His Majefty and the Crown of Sweden 
having confequently endeavoured, on the one 
liand, to preferve their Friendfhip with RuJ^ 
fia^ they have, on the other Hand, thought 
it necelTary and conformable to their Interefts, 
and to Equity, to carry it fair with the other 
Potentates in Amity, whofe Views aim at 
the fame End, vi%. the Maintenance of the 
Tranquillity in Europe^ and particularly in the 
N(nrtb. ' 

These are the Reafons, in Confideration 
of which his Majefty and the Crown of Swe- 
den could not forbear giving a favourable Ear 
to the amicable Offers made by the Allies of 
Hanover^ with refpeft to the Acceflipn, an4 
to enter with them into a Negotiation ; find* 
ing upon mature Deliberation, that fuch a 
Proceeding could in no wife be contrary to 
the Treaties concluded with Ruffia^ and tq 
the mutual Engagements. 

N£V£RTH£t£SS, Contrary to all Expefta* 
tion, his Majefty and the Crown of Sweden

His Maje(ly has caufed the Treaty of Hano^ 

ver to be examined into with a vaft deal of 

Deliberation ; but inflead of finding it wor* 

thy to be rejedted, as the faid Ambaflador 

makes it, he therein Hnds a cle^r and well- 
grounded Intention to fecurc the Peace of 

Europe^ againft the Enterprizes which may 

one Day or other difhirb it, having not the 

leaft Reafon to fufpeft thofe confederate 

Powers of any other Defign, 
The Mifunderflanding which actually ful> 

fifb between the Courts of Rujia and Greal 

Britain^ is another Reafon which the Ambaf^ 

fador makes ufe of, and from whence he la* 
^ bours to draw a Conclufion, that all new En* 
h gagements betwixt the Kings of Sweden and 

Great Britain would be contrary to thofe he 

has already contraded with Ruffia. 
His Majefty and the Crown of Sweden are 

forry to fee, diat this Mifunderflanding fliil 

fubfifts, and wi(h they could contribute to an 

amicable Difpofition *, but the Ambaflador 
^ T 4 himfclf 
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himfeir will undoubtedlf find, tfatt die 
Crown of Sweden has no Concern in tliefe 
Differences, which derive their Origin fifom 
the unhappy Times of War, which the Am- 
bailador has been pleafed to mention* 

His Majefty and the Crown of Sweden 
would be much more pteafed to fee the fad 
Remembrance thereof entirely defaced, and 
'they adhere to the Engagements in which the 
faid Cburts have vohintarily engaged them* 
felves by a general Priendlhip.' 

As to the Squadron which his Briuamick 
Majefty fent Jaft Year into the Baliiek^' hi% 
faid Majefty himfelf has declared the Reafons 
thereof to her Imperial Majefty. Wc make 
no Doubt but this fmgle Circumflance will 
convince the Ambaflfador of the innocent 
Condu£fc of his Majefty and the Crown of 
Sweden^ becaufe they entirely ground them- 
fclves on the Faith of Treaties and Promifes, 
and have had no Thoughts of alarming 
thcmfelvcs with the confiderablc Armaments 
made on either Side, and much lefs to arm 
on their Part. ... 

It Would* be well if the Ambaflador would 
explain himfelf, from whence the Plan could 
come that was communicated to him ; if 
that Piece can be of fuch mighty Service to 
procure the Confcquencc which he has been 
pleafed to draw from it; otherwife the faid 
Piece may be looked upon as the Contrivance 
of fome difaffedted Perfon, who had a Mind 
to fow Diffidence and Difcord. 

Far from entering into Views of this.

Seft has even been pufliM as far as poflible. 
is Majefty has Realon to hope, he iliall fee 
the good £ffe£b of it, having by fuch Re- 
newal of Friendfliip gained the Confidence of 
thofe two Crowns ; and he hopes alfo, that 
his Royal Highnefs will join his Intereft for 
obuining an End fo wholfome and fo de- 
firable. 

CoNSKtvEKTLY, the faid Acceflion is fo 
iar fiom being capable to g^ve her Imperial 
Majefty Reafon to think herfelf thereby free 
from her Engagements, or under a Neceflity 
of confuliing for her own Defence and Safe- 
ty, as the Ambaflador has been pleafed to 
fignify, that it is the rather hoped her Ma- 
jefty will eafily be convinced of the Inno- 
cence of fuch Acceflion, and that flie will 
perfift in her good Difpofition, and her 
Friendfliip for Sweden. 

It is to be hoped from her Majefty's Wif- 
dom and Equity, that neither Fear nor Dif- 
fidence, of which fublime and well-born 
Souls are never capable, will ever g^ the 
Maftery of her Heart. His Majefty and the 
Crown of Sweden^ inftead of attempting to 
difturb the Repofe of their Neighbours, will 
apply themfelves folely and carefully to nuin- 
tain \x every where, in order, by an equal un-^ 

blame^ 
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blameable Condufi:^ to deprive their Friends 
6f all Manner of Reafbn to complain with 
Juftice of the Infringement of Treaties. 

For the reft, his Majefty receives with 
fincere and perfeft Acknowledgment, the 
Overtures made upon that Occafion by her 
Imperial Majefty, for the Welfare and Ad- - 
vant^^ of the Kingdom of Sweden. The. 
Offer which the Ambaflador has been pleas'd 
to make, of concurring with his Imperial and 
Reman Majefty in a new Treaty of Subfidiesy 
is a convincing Proof of this Friendihip. 
And his Majefty will never hx\ to embrace 
all Opportunities, whereby he may convince 
her Ruffian Majefty, of his Defire inviolably 
to maintain, and more and more to ftrengtheti

Th is was the pompous Ceremony obferv'd 
when King John SoKeJki gave the Inveftiture 
to the Duke of Qmrlmd^ Frederick II. Fa- 
ther to that Prince who married Anne loan^ 
Mowna^ late Empreis of Ruffia^ and Niece to 
Peter the Great. We may judge by the 
Circumftances of this Ceremony, and by 
what we have faid before of the Nature of 
this Fief, how much it is diftinguiflied 
fiom others. To which let us add, that the 
Dukes of Courlmd have been Mediators be- 
tween the Kings of Poland and their Ene- 
mies, as in the Treaty in the Year 1636, be- 
tween the King of Poland and Cbrijlina Queen 
of Sweden % that they make Alliances with 
their Neighbours, as the Duke James made 
one with the Czar of Mufcovj^ after which

That the 

Kings of France treat them as CoufinSy and 

that the Emperor calls them the Moft lllujiri^ 

otts^ and the Republick of Poland^ the Mojt 

lUuJirious and Moft High. 

The Family of Gotbard Kettler reigned in

and of Confequence not very agreeable to 
his Subje^ and he had no Children, which 
was the Source of the Troubles with which 
Courland was menaced, and in whichi?^ was 

obliged 
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' ^obliged to take^Fut^ as. nvcll by the Alliance 
'ihe had with, that Duchyy as by therPh>teo 
tion it was fit ihe Ihould give to the Duchcfi 
Powager, and Jikewife for her own interefi 

. and Convenience, lince this Dukedom [ferved 
for a Barrier, or rather Rampart: to Uvoma 
on the Side of Ruffia and Polmd. , . . ' 

At the Time we are fpeaking of, the 
Republick of Poland would have abfojutely 
reunited this Dukedom to the Crown, altho* 
ihe . had never . been willing to admit ,the 
Dukes as Members of the Republick, and 
would have divided Courland znd Semigallia 
into Palatinates. It was thus, that A£z:^/ii, 
which was a Duchy at leaft as powerful as 
that oVCotirland^ lince the Dukes oi Pruffia% 
Courland and Mazovia were, three Sovereigns 
equally independent of the Crown ; it is. thus, 
I fay, that Mazovia loft her Liberty and her 
nights, and that this Duchy, whofe Mafter$ 
would not oftentimes acknowledge the Kings 
of Poland^ and where were reckoned near 
forty thoufand Gentlemen^ is no . longer 
known, but under the Name of three Pa- 
latinates, into which they^ divided it. ; 

The Race of the Kettlers being almoft ex- 
tinct, as Duke Ferdinand had no Iflue, . and 
the Reunion of C^icri^izi having been. men- 
tioned in the Diets oiWarfofU) and Grodno^ 

•the States of the Duchy fearing the Confe- 
quences of this Reunion, and that the Divi- 
fion of it into Palatinates could not but be 
fatal to their Liberty, and efpecially to their 
Religion, fince, according to all Appearance, 
thefe Palatinates would never be conferred 
upon Courlanders^ but Catholick Poles^ or U- 

ibuanians: 
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ibuanians : They refolvcd therefore to prevent 

any Refolution that might be taken on this 

Bufinefs, and, by Virtue of the Right that 

they pretended to have of elefting their 

own Dukes, they proceeded to the eventual j| 

Eleftion of a Duke to.fucceed Ferdinand -y tj| 

and their Choice fell upon Count Maurice \\ 

vf Saxej Natural Son of King Auguftus^ in I 

whofc Favour they were determiued as much ) 

on Account of his Merit, being one of the , 

ttioft accomplilhed Princes that could be met ;! 

with, as to fhew the Republick, that they 

Aid not feek to withdraw themfelves from t 

her Prote&ion, fince it was likely that the < 

King's Son would not aft againfl: the In* ,' 

terelb of his Father ; they thought by this 

Expedient to conquer all Difficulties, to pre* 

vent Complaints, and to preferve their Rights^ ) 

Privileges, Liberty, and Religion. But this 

was not agreeable to the Polanders^ who trear-* t 

ed them with as much Severity as if they j 

had eledted fome Prince, who was linder the ^ 

Protection of RuJJia ; which they might have \ 

done, as the Duke of /fo^?^/«, • and Prince i 

Menzikoff were both Competitors under the ;! 

powerful Protection of the Emprefs ; and even 

the Duke himfelf feemed entirely to yield 

to Pnnce Mmzikoff^ who ufed all poQlble 

Means to obtain this Crown. 

The DeQgn of the Polanders to reduce 
this Dukedom into Palatinates is to be look^ 
ed upon as the Spring of all that was done 
by the States. Oh the 22d of Maf^ they 
publiihed an Order in the Name of Duke 
Ferdinatii^ to afliimble on a certain Day; 
which the Duke oo fooner heard of, but he 

VoL.IL U fet 
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fet forth a Dedaradoo^ as well to proteft 
againft what the States fliould do, ii a* 
gainft the Meeting it felf, treating this Or- 
der as a horrible Attack upon his Dignity 
and his Name : But this did not hinder the 
States from aflembling on the 26th ef June^ 
and on the 28th of the fame Month they 
elected Count Maurice of Saxe. 

The following is an exaft Relation of 
what pafled at that Time. 

On the i6th of June^ the AuditorTGeneral 
. Sentrowicz arrived at Mittaw with Bills of 
Exchange to a confiderable Value : He made 
Propofitions as well to the Regency, as the 
Nuncio's, and endeavoured to perfuade them, 
that no one was fo fit for their Sovereign 
as Prince Menzikoff. The Privy Counfellor 
Bejlucbeff made Propofitions alfo, on the Part 
^ the Emprels of RuJJia in Favour of the 
iDuke of Holjlein. They both continued their 
Solicitations without any Oppofition, till the 
19th, when Count Maurice came in play. 

On the aid, M. Raguajki arrived with a 
Refcript fiom the King of Poland^ and in* 
formed the Regency of his Commiflion: 
He was afiured, ** that nothing fliould pafs 
*^ in the Diet, that was not founded on the 
'^ Rights of CourlanJj or that was contrary 
•* tothofeof P^Aj«/." 

The next Day, Meflleurs Senirowicz and 
Befiucbeff ikirr^d much in the Afiair, and made 
very confiderable Offcra. For three Days 
following Couriers arrived from Feterjburgb^ 
with new Offers; and faid they were followed 
by ?nnct Menzikoff. 

On 
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On the 26th, the Diet commenced. On 
the 27th, M. Bejlucbeff made divers Propofi- 
tions; but feeing they were not read, he 

reprefented to them the next Day, [the 28th,] 

that they ought not to conclude any Thing^ 

without knowing the Intentions of the Em- 

prefs of RuJJia. This Declaration haftened 

the Nomination, and the fame Day, Count 

Mnurice was unanimoufly eleded SuccelTor to , ' 

the Duke of Courland. - ; 

On the 29 th, M. LieheUy a Couf lander ^ and j 

Adjutant to Prince Menzikoff^ arrived at Af//- | 

taw with Inftrudions fi-om his General. And j 

a Report was fpread, that this Prince had | 

caufcd a Body of 12,000 Men to advance. i 

On the 30th, the fame Adjutant difpatch- ^ 

ed a Courier to Prince Menzikoff^ to give j 

him Account of the Condition in which he ( 

found Things. The Courlanders^ nettled by • \ 

the Menaces of the Rj^tans^ determined to 

finifh the Diet as foon as poflible, and to 

unite themfelves fo clofely with Count Man- 

rice^ that his Competitors might never more 

have a Hope to return. 
However thefe carried on the Bufinefs 

till the 3d of July^ on which Day arrived 

frefh Couriers with Difpatches which feemed 

to intimidate the Deputies : Whereupon Count 

Maurice declared to them, that if the Treaty 

of Union was not concluded the next Day, 

he would go away. 
I On the 4th, the AJOfembly took firefli 
I Courage, and every Thing was decided. • 
I On the 5th, the Treaty was (igned and 

delivered : And on the 6th the IMet broke 

, wp. 

Ua The 
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The fame Day, an Account was brought, 
by a Courier, that the Garifon of Higa wa3 
under Arms tp receive Prince Mandkoff. 

On the 7th, the Regiment of Dragoons, 
that was within three I^eagues of Mittaw^ 
received Orden to mount their Horfes to 
efcorte Prince Maadhff. 

The fame Day, Prince DolgarucU arrived 
a( MSttaw. 

On the 8th, he caufed the Regency and 
the Mar(hal of the Diet to be called toge- 
ther, and told them; ** That the Emprefs 
'* oi RuJ/ia would not confent to the Election 
** they had made, that (he was very much 
•* difpleafed, that they (hould thus withdraw 
•* themfelvcs from her Proteftion : That if 
** they had made; their Choice fall upon the 
•* Duke of HolftetHy or Prince Menzikoff^ or 
" one of the two Princes of Hejfe^ that were 
•* at that Time in her Service, flie would 
^* maintain it. That when Men went to- 
*^ fight they ufually took Seconds : And, at 
** length, (hewed them the infinite Miichiefk 
" that would enfue, if they refufed to give - 
*^ Satisfaction to her Imperial Majcfty.** 

The Courlanders anfwered him, ** That 
** they had always fought, with much Eameft* 
•* ncfs, the Good-Will of theCburtof i2f#i; 
** but tliat they acknowledged no other Pro- 
* ** teAion but that of the King and Repub- 
** lick of Poland^ nor could they acknow- 
•* ledge any other: That having the Right 
•• of making a firee Election, they could not, 
*^ without renouncing that, fubmit to a 
•* Prince who would force them to receive 
^ him : That they had no Need of Seconds, 
- ^ " noc 
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** not being willing to fight: That their ^\ 

>* Rights were Co well founded, that they 

*' would with all poffible Submiffion lay j| 

•* them before the King and the Republick; " :'l 

" but if they would deftroy them, the Neigh- ^ i! 

** bouring Powers were interefted to fupport • j 

** the Weakeft; but that they would never Ip 

** treat with them, as long as Poland would * ;. 

** grant them her Proteftion, being defirous * :j 

*' to continue firmly attached to her to the V 

" laft Extremity : That with Refpeck to the ^) 

** Mifchiefs with which they are threatened, 

** they knew that their Country was open, 

" and not able to refift the Ruffian Forces, 

** but that their Caufe being juft, and having 

" a powerful Proteftion, they would not do * : ? 

** what they knew was an Injury to them- 

** felves, and that they were not to be in- fj 

** timidated by Menaces." ■; ^ 

The fame Day, Prince Menzihff arrived 1I 

at Riga. 'Ji 

Ow the 9th, Prince Dolgorucki returned to A\ 

Riga. The Duchefs of Courland csimc near 
MiUazffy whither Prince Menzikcff came to 
join her : This Princefs could not be brought 
to approve of the Eleftion that was made, 
either by Intreaties or Promifes. j^ij 

On the loth, the Prince arrived ztMittaw^ jjj 

with a numerous Efcorte, and caufed the Iji 

Troops in the Town to defile. The next 
Morning Count Maurice went to vifit Prince 
Menzikofft who, of his own Accord, fell into 
a Difcourfe on the Motive of his Journey, 
and went on with what Prince Dslgorucki ^ ^ 

had been faying before, but with more 
.Warmth, declaring plainly, ** That the In- 
U 3 ** tentioa 
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^ tendon of her Imperial Mmjefty was that 
^ the States fliould aflemble again, to pro- 
^ ceed to a new Election; that thatEIec- 
** tion could not fall but upon himfelf, or 
•* the Duke of Holftein^ or upon oi.^ of the 
•* two Princes of Hejfe^ who were in the Ser- 
^ vice of Ruffia^ and that he was come to 

•*• Mittaw on that Account only." 

Cov^T Maurice anfwcred him» ** That his 
'* Defigi\ appeared imprafticable, if he did 
*^ not employ indire& Means to fuo^eed in 
^ it ; that the Diet of the States of Courland 
^ being concluded, it could not aflemble 
^ again ; that that Diet having chofen him, 
^ and given him an authentic Aflurance of 
'* chuling no other, it could not proceed to . 

^* a new Eledion ; that if it was forced to 
** it, the Conftraint would take away the Va- 
•' lidity of it: That the Fate of Courland 
** would be reduced to this, that it muft be 
«* divided into Palatinates, or preferve its , 
** ancient Form of Government, in which 

, «* Cafe he [Prince Maurice] could only be 
•• her Duke." 

This Difcourfe was not at all reliflied by 
Prince Menzikoff^ who faid to him, ** That 
** there would be nothing of all this; that 
*• Courland muft look for no other Proteftion 
** but that of Rujfia ; and that he [Prince 
** Men:dkoff]r[\u^ be the Duke." He after- 
wards afked Prince Maurice^ bow bifretended 
to fupport bimfelf? Upon which he anfwcred, 
" that he knew his Weaknels, but the Af- 
•* fair would fupport it felf." 

Th b fame Day, in the Afternoon, Prince 
Mcnzikoff caufcd the Marfhal of the Country, 

the 
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the Chancellor, and fome of the Deputies ta 
come to him. Prince Dolgorucki read to 
them the Credential Letters of the Emprcfs 
of Rr{l^^ and Prince Menzikoff declared her 
Will to them, threatening them if they re- 
filled his Orders. 

They anfwered with Refolution, that tbej- 
could receive none but from Poland ; and would 
not quit this Intrenchment, altho* tife Prince 
threatened them with bringing twenty Thou- 
fand Men into the Country, to make them 
liften to Reafon. 

Advices came from different Parts in the 
Evening, that Prince Menzikoff would not 
treat of the Affair according to the Rules 
they would lay down to him ; but the Prince 
of Saxe^ feeming unwilling to abandon the 
Country, was full of Spirit ; the Nobility 
joined him, nor did the Burghers (hew him 
lefs Marks of their Zeal. 

On the 13th, Prince Memikaff departed 
for Rigay protefting, that if in ten Days he 
had not a politive and fatisfadory Anfwer» 
he would return in Company of thofc who 
Ihould obtain it for him. Prince Dolgorucki 
remained ztMittaw. 

Immediately after Count Maurice had 
been elefted, he wrote the following Lettcc 
to the Primate of Poland. : 



** My Lord, 

« /J^HE Nobility of Ceurlofid aflfcmbled 
i ** Jl have eleded me Siicceflbr to Duke 

* Ferdinand^ on the 28th of June. On this 
\ ^^ Account, your Highnels may regard me^ 
i *• perhaps,, as the Chief of a revolted People : 
j ^ U 4 ♦* But 
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^ But I befeech yoo to fufpend your Jodg- 
' ** ment for a Moment^ and hearken to the 
^ Realbns that induced me to pay a Defe- 
^ rence to this Elc^on. 

** I confeis, 0>y Loid, that convinced 
^ as I ftiU am, of the Juilice of the Cottr- 
^ kffders Caufe, I had fomc View to this 
^ Eftablifhment ; but his Majefty, at my 
^* Departure, having forbid me to think of 
•* it, I went to R^a to purfue the J^tcn- 
^ fions I had to fomc Lands in Livoma^ 
^ and to fee if it might not be a proper 
^ Time, to treat of my Marriage with the 
^ Duchefs of Qnarland: Proceedings that 
«« could not offend either the King or the 
^ Republick. In palling through Mittaw^ 
•* I found the Nobility had been met to- 
^ gether for above a Fortnight to ele£k a 
^ Succeflbr to Duke Ferdinand. Being at 
^ Rii^9 I learnt that Prince Memdkoff had 
^ fent one of his Creatures with confiderable 
^* Sums to get the Diet to declare in his 
^ Favour. The Duke of Holftcin alfo ap- 
^^ peared in the Ranks, ftrengthened by the 
«* Protedlion of the Court of RuJJia. And 
^* laftly, that Duke Ferdinand had made an 
*• Offer to the Courlenders to renounce all 
** his Pretenfions, if they would eleft a 
** Prince of Cajfelj adtually in the Service 
** of the King of Pruffia^ and who was to 
•• be fupported by Sweden and all the Pro- 
** teftant Party. 

** I FEARED, my Lord, and I believe with • 
•• Rcafon, that the Courlandersj flattered by 
♦* the Neighbouring Powers with the Hopes 
^ of prcfcrving their Privileges, and threaten--

•* cd by Poland to lofc them, might aft 
** a Part equally againft the Tranquilli- 
** ty and Intereft of the Republick: It 
** was this that determined me to put my 
** felf among the Number of the Candidates^

^^ but as Ihe imagined, that there was no 
** other Subjeft who could be more agreea- 
** ble to the King and the Republick, nor 
*• give Icfs Umbrage to Poland and her

** This is what I have the Honour to fay

^* I cannot promife how long (he may con- 
^ tinue in them, if drove to Defpair.

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Bbsidks this Letter, Count A£wrK# wrote 
another to Baron Oftenum^ Arivy*Oounlellor 
to the Emprfls of Riiffa^ as follows. 

••Sir, 
^ /nr^HE Fbblick fpeaks fo advantage^ 
•• X <>"fly of y«^ ExccUcnqr, and I am 
^ perfuaded that that is {o rarely miftaken, 
^ that I addreis my felf with Confidence to 
^ a Minifter whofe Prudence is equal to his 
•* Capacity. I befeech your Excellency not 
^ to take this for a Compliment^ the Free- 
^ dom with which I am gping to deUver 
^ my fcif to you will convince you of the 
•• contrary. 

*^ The Cowrlanders threatened with the 
^ Loft of their Privil^es, did not cxpeft 
** that in the Meafures they took to prcfcrve 
^ them, their Difficulties fliould come firom 
•• the fide of Ruffia. The Principle upon 
^ which they founded their Hopes was, that 
^ the Intention of the late Emperor, and 
^^ that of the prefent reigning Emprefs» has 
*^ been and flill is, to mainuin the Govern- 
*^ ment of Courland upon the Footing it is 
*^ at prefent ; the frequent Aflfurances that 
** their Imperial Majefties have given them 
•• upon this Subjedy left them no Room 
** to doubt of it. 

** I have adtcd in confequence of this, the 

** Steps I have taken were not concealed, 

^* the Court of RuJJia vizs not ignorant of 

*^ them, and I (hew'd in no Manner, that 

•* they were difagreeablc to it. 

** The Courlanders could delay the Bud- 
*^ nefs no longer, they were to prevent the 

•* Rcfolu* 
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•' Refoludons about to be taken at Grcdno^ 

*' to divide their Country into Palatinates. . 

** This was what obliged their Regency to 

*' call together a Diet fo fuddenly, in which 

" they might agree on Meafures to be taken, }j 

•* the moft efficacious for the Frefervation of 

•* their Liberty. 

*• They found no- Expedient fo fafe as 
** that of eleAing a Succeffor to Duke Fer* 
^^ dinand. This was to be a SubjeA agreea- 
** ble to the King of Pclmd^ and one who 
** could give no Jealoufy to their Neigh- 
** bours. They thought they had found that 
** SubjeA in mc, whom they have eleded. 
*^ The Election was unanimous, and^ the Diet 
•* was concluded by a Treaty between the 
•* Nobility and my felf, which united us in 
** Aich a Manner, that we could not with 
.** Honour be feparated. 

*** Things flood thus, when it was made 
** publick that Prince Menzikoff was coming 
^* into Livoma^ not fatisfy'd with what had. 
^* been done at Mittaw. 

*' Upon a Report being fpread, that your 
^ Excellency would accompany him, I fenc 
*^ a Perfon I could confide in, to Riga^ to 
^^ make you my Compliments, to inform you 
** of all that had pafied here, and to conjure 
** you to intereft your fclf in the Juftice of 
*^ the Caufe of the Courlanders \ but learning 
** afterwards, that your Excellency (till con- 
** tinued at Peierfiurgb^ I wrote to Prince 
^ Matzihff in fuch Terms, as I thought 
«^ the moft likely to foften him. The Duchefs 
^^ of Courland^ on her fide, folicited him 
^ ibongly in Favour of the Country, but 

•* could 
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** could not alter his Pttrpofe. Ac bis. An 
^ rival ntjieiiaw^ he aflembled the Regenqr, 
'f* and would have forced them to convoke 
^ a fecond Diet, to break the Eleftion, and 
^ inftal him in my Place. The Chiefs of 
^ the Regency were threatened to be fenc 
^^ into Siberia^ and the Cbuntry to be left 
*• to the Difoedon of twenty Thoufand 
f ^ Men, if the Diet was not aflembled within 
^ ten Days. 

^^ I (hall not confider if thefe Menaces 
•* were founded on Right, I leave your Ex- 
^ cellency to judgie of that. In withdraw- 
^^ ing themfelves from Pohmd^ dared they 
*^ acknowledge another Prote&ion without 
^ expofing themfelves to be juridically ftript 
•• of their Privileges? Neverthelefs, if they 
^ refill the Orders that have been ^ven them, 
** they expofe themfelves to utter Ruin ; if 
•• they obey them, they renounce their Trea- 
^* ty, their Oaths, and run the Hazard of 
^ the juft Indignarion of Poland. 

*• You fee. Sir, to what the Cowrhmders 
^^ are reduced, and it is upon a Letter of 
" Credence for her Imperial Majei^, of 
** which Prince Dolgorucki was the Bearer, 
•^ that they have been thus dealt with. What 
*• would the Empire of Rujfia fay, if the 
•* People under her Protcftion were treated 
** in the fame Manner? 

** I do not write to you as a Minifter, but 
'* as a Man whofe Efteem and Friendfhip 
** I have very much at Heart. I flatter my 
** felf that what is between you and Prince 
^ Menzikoff^ will not hinder you from re- 
** flcfting on the Fate to which the Cour^ 
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** IcTtdars are deftined, and if they have in 
^* any wife dcfcrved it. Let your Excellency 
•* conflder the Confcquences that may follow. 
" If it was only my felf that was interefted 
•* in their Prefervation^ thoy might be de- 
•' ftroyed without regarding the Confcquen- 
•* ces; but they have a more powerful Pro- 
•* tedtion, and the prefent Situation of Europe 
*^ is fuch, that the leaft Spark may light up 
•* a general Flame. I have the Honour to 
" be, with the greateft Refpcft, &?r." 

The Duchefs Dowager of Courland^ who 
hoped by the Confequences of this Election 
to facilitate her Marriage with Count Maurice^ 
one of the moft agreeable and mod: accom- 
plifhed Princes of the Court of Saxony^ con- 
tributed very much to this Choice, and went 
immediately to Peterjburgb^ to engage theEm- 
prefs Catharine to become his Proteftorcfs, 
and to bring Prince Mefmkoff to Ait^^i from 
his Defigns; and fhe fucceeded well enough 
in this Negotiation, fince Prince Menzikoff 
forbore his Menaces, and the States of Cottr^ 
land were alTured, by the Duchefs Dowager, 
that ihe would foon return with all the Pro- 
te6tion of the Rjtffians. 

Im the End, the Diet oi Poland being re- 
afllimed at Grodno^ they cited thither the Mi- 
nifters of the Duchy of Cottrland in vain, in 
vain diey (hew'd tbeir Wrath againft them, 
and againft Covnt Maurice\ no Body appear^ 
ed, and to the Diet were at full Liberty to 
coodemn Perfons yfho did not plead in their 
own Caufe^ 

The 
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The ASair of Cntrland was the prindpal^ 
and caufed many Debates^ in which Count 
Mawrict and the States of Courlmd were treac<* 
cd with a Haughtinefs and Contempt not to 
be exprefled. Tbey obliged the King to write 
twice to this Prince to incline him to delifl: 
from his Eleftion, and put the Aft of it 
into his Hands, but to no Purpofe, for the 
Prince made no other Anfwer but ^^ that 
** he thought himfclf obliged to obey his 
*' Majefty, as his Lord, but in witat con^ 
^ cemed his Honour he hoped, and flattered 
•* himfelf, that his Majefty would have the 
** Goodnefs to allow him to prefcrve it.** 

This prudent Anfwer irritated the Nun- 
do's, and there were thofe among them 
who propofed to treat the Prince as an Enmy 
io bis Country. They even read a Conftitu- 
tion againft him, and all was ended in oblig- 
ing, or rather forcing the King to fign the 
following revocatory Diploma. 

** Augustus II. By the Grace of God, 
King of Poland^ Sec. For as much as we have 
always regarded the Amity and AflTedion of 
our moft dear Burghers and Inhabitants of 
this Kingdom, as the principal and moft 
folid Foundation of our Government, and as 
we have endeavoured, and ftill endeavour to 
extend the Frontiers of the Repubtick, and 
to re-unite to her the difmember*d Countries: 
For thefe Reafons, and to prevent all Pre- 
texts that may happen thro* any I^ftruft be-> 
tween the Sovereignty and Liberty of the 
Cbuntry, in confequence of the PaSa Con- 
venta^ and our preceding Diploma, we have 
\ been 
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been willing to promife and engage our Royal 
Word» that we will not allow any one whom- 
focver to difmember the Province of Courland ^ 
from the Body of the Republick, to which 
it has been united for fo long a Time, and 
which, by Virtue of the PaSa or Coventions 
of SubmilTion, ought to return to the Depen* 
dence of the King and States of the King- 
dom, and of the Grand Duchy of Utbuania^ 
after the Death of Duke Ferdinand without 
Male Iflue. 

With this View, and to take away all 
Hopes from thofe who afpire to this Suc- 
ceffion, we declare, that we will never yield 
the Inveftiture to a new Duke, either in par* 
ticular or jointly with the States. 

Neither will we give Afliftanee to any 
one whomfoever, direftly nor indiredly ; on 
the contrary we give our Command to Count 
Maurice of Saxe^ to retire immediately out of 
the Duchy of Courlandy without Power to re- 
turn thither, or taking any Intereft therein, 
under any Pretext, Pretenfion or Title what- 
foever. 

We declare moreover, that we will oblige 
the faid Count to reftore all the Inftruments 
and Ads that have been made in his Fa- 
vour in a forbidden Affcmbly, that they may 
be put into, the Hands of the States of this 
Republick a&ually afTembled in Diet, as null 
and void ; and the Courknders whb have been 
the Authors of thefe Inftruments and Ads, 
ihall be judged before our Tribunals of Re* 
ladon. 

We order and allow, that the prefent Di- 
ploma, ligQcd by Usy and fealed with the

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Seal of the Crown aiid the Grand Duchy of 
JJtbmnm^ be ^c into the Hands of the Mar* 
ihal of the Diet^ and inferted not only in 
the Lawst but aUb in the Re^fter of each 
Palatinate.'* 

By two Conftitutions of the Diet, C6unt 
Maurice of Saxe was put to the Bann for 
not having apjpeared, and for not having given 
up the Ad: ot his Eleftion ; and a local Com^ 
million was^ eftablifhed, which was to open 
before the next Year; to enquire after the 
Authors of the G>nvocation of the States, and 
to punilh them according to the Exigence of 
the Cafe. At length the following Plan was 
prepared for the Re-union of Courland to P(h 
land. 

•* IH^Orasmuch as Experience (hews us, 
X/ ^^^^ States and Nations re-united un- 
der one Chief and one Form of Government, 
become more happy, more powerful and more 
eafily to be governed, than when they are 
difunited and divided ; and that we may keep 
to the Pafts and Engagements of eternal Sub- 
miffion and Incorporation, concluded freely 
and without any Reftraint, and confirmed by 
Oath, as well as to the Conllitution or Efta- 
blifhment of the Year 1589, in Default of 
Heirs Male of the prefent Duke Ferdinand 
of the Family of Kelllersj prcferving to him 
all his Rights, Pofleffions and Privileges 
during his Life; exempting him, on Account 
of his great Age and the Services he has 
done the Republick, from the Obligation of 
coming in Perfon to take his Oath, and do

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Homage according to the Contents of the 

Conftitution of 1683; and allowing him to I 

difcharge that Duty by an Envoy. jj 

For thcfe Caufes, we would re-unite and t 

incorporate with the Kingdom of P^i^nxi and 

the Grand Duchy of Lithuania^ the Duchy 

I of Courland and Semigall^ with the Territory 

o^ Pilfen^ and all that depends upon it, in the 

\ fame Manner that they were before united 

and incorporated with the Body of the Re- 

publick, againft all unjuft Pofleifion, and a- 

gainft all Invadon of Enemies. 

By excluding, rejecting and aboliihing for 
[ ever, all Subftitution or Inveftiture of a new 
1 Succeflbr after the Death of the prefent Duke 
^ Ferdinand i we break and annul, at the fame 
[ Time, all the Undertakings and Prafliccs 
I which have been unjuftly carried on, againfl: 
} our Mandates, Orders and Prohibitions, and 
i particularly the laft unlawful Aflcmbly, with . 
all the A6ls that have been prepared con-^ 
cerning a pretended eventual Succeflion. By 
1 Virtue of our fupreme Power, and of the 
jl immediate Power of the Republick, we dc- 
- clare by a perpetual and irrevocable Law, 
^ all thefe Undertakings, Pradices, and illegal 
I Ads, to be null, void and infubftantial, with* 
i out any Advantage to be drawn from them. 
j And iaftly. That the Demands and Re- 
prefentations of the States of the Province 
of Courland, withRefped to their domeftick . 
Affairs, and the Methods taken to fettle their 
interior Welfare, and Government, may be 
expedited and terminated the moft fpeedily, 
to the Advantage of every one. We name^ 
by the Confent of all the States of the Re- 
Vol. II. X publick. 
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publick^ for Commiflaries^ on Part of the 
Senate^ MeflSeurs N. N. not only to hear 
and examine the faid Demands and Repre- 
fentations, but alfo to fettle the Regulations 
in that Province, and in Confequence thereof, 
to adjuft all the Diflferences, and all the do- 
meftick and foreign Pretenfions, with Orders 
to make a Report. of all to the Republick; 
that they may receive the Approbation and 
Confirmation of die next Diet. 

We give Power to the faid Commiflaries 
to judge fpeedily, and punifli all thofe who 
may oppofe them, or rebel againft the Laws 
of the Republick, the Authority of our Com- 
miflfaries and the prefent Conilitution : En- 
joining, by the Authority of the prefent 
Diet, tlie Generah of both Nations, to aflift 
them with Troops, when they fiiall be re- 
quired; and when the faid Commilfaries have 
fixed the Time of their Commiffion, by Cir- 
cular Letters, would have them execute it as 
foon as poflible. 

We forbid, at the fame Time, by the 
Authority of the prefent Diet, all the In- 
habitants of the Duchy of Courjand and Semi" 
gaily and of the Territory of Pilfen^ whether 
in general or in particular, to maintain or 
carry on any Correfpondence, Negotiation, 
or Alliance with foreign Minifters, to make 
any Innovations, or form any Defigns that 
may be prejudicial to the Rights of the Re- 
publick, cither diredlly or indirectly, under 
any Title, Appearance or Pretence whatfo- 
ever; under the Pain of the Crime o( Lefe 
Majefty^ and High-Tteafon, and of being 
punilhed with all the Rigour of the Laws-, 

to 
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to which alfo fliall all the Promoters, Ac- 
complices and Executors of the faid Contra- 
ventions be liable, according to the Laws 
eftabliihed by the Treaty of fTarfaxvi &c." 

Thus far the Polanders pufhed this Affair^ 
which Ruffia was fo much the more intereft- 
ed. in, as Prince Memdkoff flattered himfelf, 
that he fhould bring the States of the Duchy 
to determine in his Favour. It istruealfo, 
that thefe States reckoned upon the Pro- 
teftion of the Emprcfs in cafe they were 
drove to Extremities, but then they dreaded 
the defpotick Power of that Court, which 
could not fail, with Time, to find a Pretence 
to govern them, as fhe had a Mind, fince 
fhe might confider them as a conquered > 
Country; and this would not be the firft 
Time, that it has been feen, that the Pro- 
tediors, and thofe who have come to the Af- 
fiftance of a Nation, have made themfelvcs 
Mafters of it. It is not therefore furprifing 
that the Courlanders found themfelves under 
great Perplexity. Count Jl&mr^ himfelf was 
much embarrafled ; on one Side he faw the 
angry Polanders •condemning without hearing 
him, and even without being inclinable to 
hear him; and, on the other Side, thofe who 
had juft eleded him threatened with the 
fevereft Punifliment ; their refpeftivejnterefts 
firmly united the Count' and the States^ and 
obliged them to take their Meafures in 
common. 

it was underftood at the Beginning of 

this Year, that the King of Great Britain 

was difpofed to fend another numerous Fleei; 

X 2 into 
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into the Babick^ under the Command of 
Admifal Nnrisi that the Court of D«o- 
mark^ prefled by thofe of France and Great 
Britain^ if ihe had not acceded to the Treaty 
of Hanover^ at leaft had concluded a Treaty 
of Alliance with thofe two Crowns, by which 
fhe engaged to raife a great Body of Troops, 
and was for that Purpofe to be allowed con- 
fiderable Subfidies; and that the States of 
Sweden had defired Meir King to fit out a 
large Squadron of Ships, and to bend all his 
Cares to re^eftablifli his Marine. The £m- 
prefs, on a Review of thefe Circumftances, 
took that Courfe which Prudence didated, 
contented with having thrown the Powers 
(which one knows not what to call, with re- 
fpe£t to her, (ince they were not Enemies) 
contented, I fay, with having thrown thefe 
Powers into confiderable Expences, (he made 
no Preparations *, and ordered only fome 
Veflels and Frigates to be put to Sea, to 
fail between Revel znd ^Cronjtadi^ toobferve 
thefe Squadrons ; perfuaded that they would 
not commit any Hollilities in the Gulph of 
Finland^ and efpecially as Great Britain feem- 
ed to have Employment enough elfewherc; 
for Affairs feemed to tend to an open Rup- 
ture between the Allies of Hanover and thofe 
of Vienna. Spain befieged Gibraltar : It is 
true the Emperor of the Romans took no 
Part in this Hnterprize, but he had broke 
with the Britijb Court, by a Sort of Contra- 
diction to the Heads of the King's Speech 
to his PurliaiTient, and by refufing to admit 
x\\t Declaration of his Minifter to the Difta- 
lorlliip of the Dice of the Empire, 

All 
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All thefc Difpofitions feemed to forctcl 
a War, for which Reafon the Emprefs of 
Rujfui^ at the Requelt of the Emperor, gave 
Orders to ailemble a Body of thirty Thou- 
fand Men, who were to march on the firft . 
Notice from the Emperor ; one Part was af- 
fembled utax Smolenjko^ and the other towards 
Riga ; but it was to be feared that they could 
not get into the Empire, becaufe the Kings 
of Poland and Prujfia did not feem inclined 
to grant them a fiee Paflage. Be that as it 
may, thefe Preparations were of no Confe- 
quence, by the Signing of the Preliminaries 
of a Peace, in which it was ilipulated, that 
the Powers of the North (hould be invited 
to the Congrefs that was to be held. 

But this Syftem was not agreeable to that 
of the Minifters of the Duke of Holfidn^ 
efpecially to M. BaJfeuDttz^s^ who had pre- 
pared the following Plan before the End of 
the preceding Year.

gitimate PoftcriQr* 

X 3 . III. As 
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^ m. As there is no likelihood that the 
Jbffians will ever confent to the Difmember- 
tng of their Empire, the Duke of Hclftein^ 
knowing their Sentiments well upon this 
Article, how juft foever were the Pretenfi- 
ons of the late Czar, at leaft to the Pro- 
vinces conquered by that Monarch, the Chil- 
dren of the late Emperor (hall leave to their 
Nephew the young Great Duke, the quiet 
Pofleflion of the Rtiffian Empire, and content 
themfelves alone with enjoying the Domains 
^ dependent on the Circle Oefel^ Efibania -and 
Uvcnia^ with the Revenues of the Cuftoms 
of Riga. 

IV. As foon as the Great Duke Ihall be 
of an Age to marry, a Wife ihall be chofcn 
for him out of the Houfe of Luheck. 

V. In cafe it fhail pleafe God to take the 
Great Duke out of the World, without his 
leaving any legitimate Iflue, the Rsiffian Em- 
pire fhall fall to the Princefs ^^xnr, Spoufe 

. of the Duke of Holftein and to their Chil- 
dren, however, with this Reftriftion, that the 
Child of that Princefs, who Ihall become 
King of Sweden^ cannot be Czar; the Duke 
of Holftein knowing alfo the Sentiments of 
the Rjiffians upon this Article. 

VI. The Princefs Anne happening to die 
without leaving any Children to fucceed her, 
the Empire fhall fall to the Princefs Eliza- 
ieibj fecond Daughter to the Czarina now 
reigning, and to her Pofterity. 

VII. Nothing being more truely for the 
Intercft of the King of Pruffia^ than the Ex- 
pullion of the Hanoverians out of the Coun- 
try of Brmen^ and this ExpuUion, being an 

I Affair 
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Affair on which the Repofe of Europe^ and 
particularly that of the Empire abfolutely 
depends ; that the King of Prtiffta may be 
brought to favour this fo much defired Ex- 
pulfion, and alfo to employ himfelf the moft 
cfFeftually to render the King of Denmark 
tradable, as well upon his Separation from 
the King oi England^ as upon the Satisfaction 
to be given by his Da'nijb Majefty to the 
Duke of Holjlein: The Dul:c of Holjiein will 
difpofe the Czarina not only to confent, that 
there (hall be in Courland a Duke of the Houfe 
of BraJidenbourgj but even will bring her to 
fettle him there, and fupport him with a 
ftrong Arm, againft any one whomfoever. 

VIIL The Princefs Natalia^ Daughter of 
the late Czarewitz, Ihall be given in Mar- 
riage to this Prince of Brmtdenbourg^ Duke of 
Courland. 

IX. The Duke ofllcljlein confidering the 
great Advantages that would refult from it, if 
the King of Pr/j^^x could be difpofed to co- 

i operate in the Reduftion of the King of 
Denmark^ in cafe there are no Means to make 

\ him liften to Reafon in an amicable Way, 
and for the Expulfion of the Hanoverians out 
of the Country of Bremen^ has thought of ano-^ 
ther Expedient to engage the King of Pruffia^ 
if poffible, whereby her Imperial Majefty will 

i be fatisfy'd, and his Royal Highnefs, for 
ftrong Reafons, will not ufe any other. 

i X. But if a Defeftion is found in the 

King of Pniffiaj or he will not aft effica- 
cioufly, either againft the King of England 
or againft the King of Denmark^ a Prince of 
Brandenhurg (hall not then have Courland 
X 4 with 
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with the Frincefs Natalia^ but Prince MoU 
^s Euiin ihall b^ve both the one and the 
other. 

XI. As Prince Mamkeff maiy not, pcr- 
haps, be well pleafed with the Execution of 
all the preceding Articles, the Duke of HoU 
fiein^ to quiet his Mind with Rcfpea to cer- 
tain Apprehenfions which the Elevanon of 
the Great Duke to the Throne of Ri^a may 
give him, is willing, for the publick Good, 
to confent, that the Son of Menzikeff xazj 
marry one of his Nieces, Sifter to the Bifliop 
of Lubeck\ this Prince becoming thus Bro- 
thcr-in-L^w to the future Emperor oi Ruffia^ 
that Alliance and the great Emplbyments 
which it muft needs procure him, will always 
give him fo great a Rank in Rujfta^ that 
Menzikoff^ in all likelyhood, cannot but be 
well fatisfy'd. 

XII. The Duke of HoIJleinj who charges 
himfelf with feeing the Czarina execute all 
the Points contained in the preceding Arti- 
cles, having taken Care of the Interefts of 
the Children of the late Czarcwitz, in fuch 
a Manner, that the Emperor cannot but be 
well fatisfy'd, thinks he has thereby Reafon 
to hope, that die Emperor will not only 
efpoufe his particular Interefl, but that of 
his Family, according to the Meaning of the 
following Articles; and fo much the more, as 
the Emperor has formally engaged himfelf 
to do the firft, and to permit the other to be 
done, if not in the whole, according to tlie 
Contents of the faid following Article, at 
Icaft, in great Part. 
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Xin. Nevertheless as there is Reafon 
to doubt, whether or no the King of Den- 
mark may be brought to giVe the Duke of 
Holftein Satisfa£lion, unlefs he is forced to it, 
by the Way of Arms 5 and the true Inten- 
tion of his Royal Highnefs being to give 
the Emperor and the Czarina, as little Trou- 
ble as polTible ; the Duke of Holftein^ alfo 
looking upon the King of Denmark as a 
Prince, whofe Friendlhip may be of great 
Utility to him in his other Goncems, as well 
with RefpeA to Sweden^ as the Expulfion of 
the Hanoverians OMi of the Country of Bre^ 
tnett. 

XIV. For thcfe Reafons, and other, the 
Duke would willingly fo far get the better 
of himfelf and of his Right, as to abandon 
to the King of Denmark his Duchy of Slef- 
wick^ and to make Peace with him, on the 
following Conditions. The Duke of Holftein 
fhall leave to the King of Denmark in Per- 
petuity, the Ducal ftirt of the Duchy of 
Slefwick^ excepting only the Iflands that ap- 
pertain thereto; the faid Iflands all return- 
ing to the Duke, and the King of Den- 
mark ifaal] be obliged to pay the Debts 
charged upon this Duchy. The Equivalent 
that will come to the Duke for the Lofs of 
this Patrimony and Sovereingty, which in- 
deed is above all Price, will confift, 

1. In the Ceflton of the Iflands mention- 
ed above* 

2. In that of the Counties of Oldenbourg 
and Debnenborfty exempt fix>m Debts and free. 

3* In that the Biflioprick of Luieck may 
pals for ever bto the Ducal Houfe, &r. 

which 
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which all tc^ether, are not worth two Thirds 
. of the Revenues of the Duchy of Slefanck^ 
without mentioning the Sovereignty that is 
annexed to it. , 

XV. If the King of Denmark will oblige 
himfelf, to be fincerely favourable to the 
Duke of Holftein^ in his Views with Regard 
to Sweden^ as well for himfelf, as all the 
Ducal Houfe ; the Defign of the Ducal 
Houfe being to fecure the SucceOion in Swe-- 
dtn to the Biihop of Lubeck, in default of 
Defcendents in the diredt Line; the Duke 
of Holjiein engages himfcif on his Side, that, 
as foon as he ihall Bnd himfelf eftablifhed 
on the Throne of Sweden^ he will yield to 
his CouHn the Bifhop of Lubeck^ all his Pa- 
trimonial Country, fo that there (hall not be 
one Inch of Land of the Country of Holjiein 
united to Sweden. 

XVI. The Expulfion of the Hanoverians 
out of the Country of Bremen^ being an Af- 
fair on which the Repofe of the Empire, and 
of the Nortby abfolutely depends, it is of 
confcquence neceffary, that it fhould be done; 
and if the King of Denmark will lend his 
helping Hand to it, or at leaft not be againfl: 
it nor oppofe it, Bremen being joined to O/- 
denbourg and Dehnenborftj may, by the Em- 
peror's good Will, be crefted into an Elec- 
torate, in Favour of the Ducal Houfe; and 
the Cafe happening, that the Bifhop of Lm- 
beck and his legitimate Pofterity in a direct 
Line, ihould inherit this Electorate and the 
Crown of Sweden^ then the Ducal Part fliall 
remain in Poffcflion of the Royal Family [of 
Denmark. 

XVII. 
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XVn. If the Kmg of Denmaek is not dif- 
pofed to quit the Alliance of Great Britain^ 
nor to come to an Accommodation with the 
Duke of Holjiein^ on the Conditions contained 
in this Plan (thefe Conditions being the real 
Ultimatum of what the Puke of Holftein will 
ever confent to, in order to a Peace with 
Denmark) he will not be bound by the Offers 
above, but ft'iU rcferving to himfelf his Prc- 
tenfions, he will pufti them on to a full Sa- 
dsfa&ion, and an entire Indemnification. 

XVIII. The Duke of HolftetH happening 
to die without Ifiue, if the Swedes fhould re- 
ceive the Bifliop of Lubeck for their King, 
and fecure the Succeflion to his Defcendants, 
in fuch Cafe and not otherwife, the Eleftorate 
of Bremen comprifing the Counties of Olden- 
bourg and Delmenborjt ihall be annexed to the 
Crown of Sweden. 

XIX. Thb Duke of Holflein takes the Li- 
berty to recommend, on this OccaHon, the 
Interefts of the Prcfident of his Council, 
Count BaJfewitZy for the County of Barm- 
fiedr 

We have before obfervcd, that the Em- 
preis, from the Middle of the laft Year, 
had conftantly found herfelf difordered, the 
Symptoms now grew worfe, and her Majefty 
having fent for the firft Phylician of the 
King of Prujfuiy he could not judge favour- 
ably of the Confequences of this lon^ Mala- 
dy. To the Chagrin which her Majefty al- 
ready had, was joined the Difcovery of a 
Plot againft her Government. The Counts 
Devicr and To^oi were the Chiefi concerned 

in 
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in it. Their Defign, is it was fiud at firfi^ 
was CO dethrone the Einpre(s» and fliut her 
up in a Cloyften but it appeared afterwards, 
that they intended to fet the Great Duke, 
the Son of the Czarewitz jttexewit% Petmntz^ 
afide in the Succeffion ; but it was not known 
whom they would have put in his Place. 

At length, the Deprcflion of Spirits with 
which the Emprefs was attacked, became a 
real Difeafe, which obliged her to keep her 
' Bed ; and towards the 26th of .^ril^ it was 
certain, that (he had an Abcefs in her Lungs; 
proper Remedies were given her, and her 
Phyficians had Hopes of her from Time to 
Time: She was actually thought to be fo 
much out of Danger, about the loth and 
1 2th oiMaj\ that Preparations were making 
to celebrate the iSth, the Anniverfary of her 
Coronation ; but thefe were very foon turned 
into Mourning, for on the i6th her Majefty 
relapfed, and the Pains came upon her with 
Vk Dimhff fuch Violence, that fhe expired the next Day, 
ibtEmfrffi the 17th, at Nine of the Clock at Night, 
Catmarik*. in jhc iviidft of her Family; whom flic re- 
commended with great Tendemels to Prince 
Mtttzikoff, and the Great Duke. She was 
Aged thirty-eight Years, three Months and 
twenty Days, and had reigned two Years, 
three Months and fcven Days. Of the Chil- 
dren flu* had had by the Emperor Peter 
tiie Gm7/, ftie left but two Princeflcs, A/me 
Petrozvna^ married to the Duke of Holfteirtj 
and Mother to the prefent Great Duke of 
Rujfui\ and Elizabeth the prefent Emprefs; 
v/hom, by her laft Will, flie deftinated to 
Prince Clark: Jiigujtus of Holjlein^ Bifliop of 

Lubecky 
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Lkkeck^ but this Prince died a few Days after 
the Emprefs Cathrine, whofe la(t Will 
was as follows, 

« I. npHE Grand Prince Pet e r Jlex(ywilz, Hft kjt WilL 

j[ Grandfon of the late Emperor my 
dear Huiband, Ihall fucceed me, and govern 
with the fame Sovereignty, and the fame 
abfolute Power, that I have exercifcd and 
enjoyed myfelf, and his legitimate Children 
ihall fucceed him. If he dies without leaving 
any fuch Children, my eldeft Daughter Aim 
Petrowna (hall inherit, in this Cafe, the 
Crown oi Rujfta\ and after her, her Children. 
In cafe fhe dies without Children ; the Throne 
of Ruffta ihall belong to my Daughter Eliza-^ 
betb Pttrowna^ and to her Heirs after her. 
And if it fhould pleafe God to take my 
Daughter Eiizabeib out of the World, with- 
out her leaving any Children, then the Throne • 
ihall fall to the Princefs Natalia Alexowm^ 
Grand-Daughter of the late Emperor my 
Huiband, and to her Defcendancs. Be it 
underftood, that the Perfons named in this 
my prefent Will, or their Defcendants, de- 
ilined to wear the Imperial Crown of Rijffia^ 
cannot fucceed to it, if they already wear 
another Crown, befldes which they {hall pro* 
feis the Greek Religion. 

Forasmuch as the Grand Prince has not 
yet attained to the Age of Reigning by him- 
felf, he (hall have a Council of Regency, 
who ihall govern during his Minority; and 
who (hall have the Care of his Education. 
The Majority of Voices (hall be an irrevo* 
cable Law in this Council, which (hall confiit
